rom the carly 1930s through the 1960s—Lawrence Dennis 

Feesie himself, beyond question, as America's foremost 
nutionalist theoretician. An outspoken Opponent of imperial meddling, 
Dennis warned carly on against American involvement in the affairs of 
the Third) World—particularly the Middle East—iand precheted disaster 
for America Gand the world) as the ultimate consequence. What Dennis 
said during his heyday is so profound and so prophetic that his com- 
mentary is worth resurrecting in these modern times, 

One cannot read Dennis's remarks—as published in his small-circu- 
Jation Cbut sul highly and quietly influential) newsletter, The Appeal to 
Reason (published from the 1950s through the carly 1960s)—and 
reflect upon how his analysis of workd events, even then, woukl so accu: 
rately predict the propaganda and warmongering, bombast that led to 
the American invasion of Ire snd tbe events thi have followed, 

Although best remembered as the towering genius who stood trial 
in 1944 Gilong with some 30 others) on trumped-up “sedition” charges 
for opposing Franklin Roosevelt's drive to push America into what 
became World War U1, it is largely forgotten chat Dennis was also a forth- 
right critic of the subsequent Cold War that followed. 

During the Cokl War, Dennis was fierecly adamant about the dan: 
gers of saber-ratiling against the Soviet Union. He recognized that com- 
munism coukl not survive and asserted unswervingly Ghat American 
intervention in the Thiel World in the name of “fighting communism 
would only make new enemies for the United States, and set che stige 
for Soviet exploitation of Third World distaste for American adventurism. 

Neither a "conservative" nor a “liberal,” Dennis defied Gind exceori- 
alee) those labels, well before it became fashionable to do so and long 
prior to the time that honest intclleetuals came to understand the terms 
had ceased to be relevant Gand perhaps never were). 

And in this age of so-called “potitiea] correctness, it is probably 
wppropriate to note that although Dennis was of African-American her- 
itige on both sides of his family, he “passed” for being “white” Dennis 
never formally denied his ethnic antecedents, much to the subsequent

ile images of “the Nazis” burning hooks arc iconic in the 

Jewish-controlled media, the truth is that never once did the 
Thied Reich officially order the destruction of as) book. The famous book 
burnings were not government-directed at all; rather, they were entirely 
spnebolic and quite limited tn number carried out by university profes: 
sors, students, and intellectuals who were—note this—among the 
strongest supporters of the new Hitler regime. This, of course, is quite in 
contrast Lo the image of "jack-booted thugs” raiding libraries and sacking 
hookstores.

Germany [ron 1943 to 1945—were officially banned by the U.S. military 
oceupation’s Office of Infornition Control (OIC). That's more than eight 
times as many titles as Chose proscribed under Adolf Hitler 

And those books banned by the good, democnatic American devotees 
of freectom of expression were, in fact, physically destroyed. Libraries, book- 
stores ztad publishing warehouses were raided and untold thousands of 
tons of books were pudped—rather than burned—since the Americans did 
not want to be accused of burning books “just like the Nazis. 

Most interesting of all is the identity of the marauder in charge of 
the operation, Although Gen, Robert McClure was OIC chief, he had lit 
tle, if anything, to do with OIC affairs. He Jeft day-to-day decision-making 
up to his deputy chief, Russian-born Jew, William Paley, a high-ranking 
Freemason and founder of the CBS broadcasting empire. Under the 
uppointive title “colonel"—despite no ceal record of military service—

Many of these people have commented they read no other books 
other than by writers emerging trom the “truth” and “patriot” move- 
ments—whatevee description vou prefer for the amorphous groupings 
of often like-minded individuals who have banded together as dissidents 
igainst the international plutocratic establishment that is reckoned to 
be the driving force behind whit many call the New Work Order 

However, over the years, in response to these quite well-intentioned 
comments by my readers (expressing their disdain of the elite media), | 
have always been quick to say the one thing they should not do, by any 
means, is to restrict theie reading to published material coming from the 
dissident movement and to advise them that by following The 
Washington Post and The New York Times (for example) and by read- 
ing the “op-ed” (that is, opinion and editorial) pages in those newspa- 
pers and in other Establishment journats, one can, in fact, find out what 
the international clite have planned for the rest of us. 

Sometimes, Of course, you may have to read between the lines to 
glean this information—bul not always. More often than not, however, 
the Internationalist agenda—some less generous folks would call it “the 
Jewish Agenda,” is | mysell often do—can be found clearly laid out in ne 
uncerlain terms 

Naw while some people will acknowledge that phenamenon—the 
open publication of the globulist agenda in the “elite” media—when | 
point it out to them, at which time they say that they were aware of this 
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being the case, others say that it had honestly never occurred to them. 
My point is this: One simply cannot isolate himself from the “real” 
world, however, unreal that world may sometimes seem Co be us it is pre- 
sented in the biased journals and newspapers of our predatory enemics. 

Another point 1 stress in my discussions with my readers—and 
belicve me when | tell vou that, over these past 30 years and more, | 
have literally received thousands of calls, letters, cards and emails Gand 
had conversations with) so miuny people, and from all over the world — 
is this: While many people often praise me as an “investigative journal: 
ist” whose work they admice Ging | do apprecitte the sentiments) and 
then ask me where 1 obtain much of the informittion that [ have used in 
writing the articles and books that they like, E have to tell them in all 
honesty chit most of what [ have utilized doesn't come from any hard: 
driving investigative work, 

in truth, much of the material can be found in establishment jaur- 
nis, tnd—perhaps more importantly in our context in these pages—in 
books issued by mainstream publishing houses and which can be found 
in many Gf not most) libraries. And these books are the work of estab- 
lishment writers, respected academics—yes, even those of the Jewish 
faith, as much as Uxtt may surprise some people who might assume Unt 
I (Gt reputed “antiSemite) distrust Jewish sources—and other sources 
that are certainly of part of the “dissident” movement in America. 

Many people do not realize all of this They do not know low much 
valuable information can be found in the books coming out of the clite 
publishing houses precisely because so many good people (by their 
awn admission) restrict themselves to ccading only material that vireu- 
lates within the various realms of the dissident community in the United 
States and around the world. 

My personal library is quite substantial, upwards of 10,000 volumes, 
ind while, to be sure, perhaps 20% of them constitute books published 
by independent, non-establishment publishing houses, for the most part 
the books that have been critical to my own research and especially 
contributory to my published output (particularly my books) do tend to 
be books put out by the mainstream publishing houses. 

And that is an important point, because certain among those who 
are independent writers do have a tendency to say Ubat the mass media 
and the big publishing trouses are “covering up the truth.” However, the 
reality is that chere is, in fact, an amazing amount of very revealing infor- 
mation Unit cin be found in the pages of so many of these books, and 
many of them are sitting on the shelves of my Jarge library that is 
crunmed into my tithe apartment in Washington, D.C, 

The truth is that even many people who are avid readers and book- 
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buvers don’t ever really think much—if anything—about book publish- 
ing itself. The publishing industry has always just “been there” and peo- 
ple have gone to libraries and bookstores and have never really piven 
thought as to haw such books come into being and ace then distributed 
There are even some relatively intelligent people who think that a book 
is net a“real” book unless it is published in hardback with a cust cover 

Shortly alter the success of my book Maral fudgient, one of my old- 
est’ fricnds—college-cducated and quite successful—made a snide 
reniark to the effeet that my book was only in paperback and not in the 
regular bookstores, the implication being that it would only be a “real” 
hook if it were in hardback and also “in the regular bookstores.” 

Now this came i atime when so-called “quality paperbacks" were 
not as widely distributed as they are today, quality paperbacks being the 
largersized books in paper, in contrist to the smallec-sized books that, 
for many vears, were On the shelves in bookstores and available on turn- 
styles in cleug-stores and super-miurkets. Today, in fact, many books itetu- 
thy debut as qintity paperbacks rather than in hardback 

Hut that comment from my friend does illustrate all too clearky that 
even any intelligent folks don't have any real understanding of the 
nature of the publishing industry, It never oceurs to mast people why 
cern books appear on the front shelves of the big chain bookstores 
like Barnes & Noble whereas other books da not, 

Ollen times, over the years, fricnds and associates have urged me to 
try to get my own books carried in the major bookstores, but | know 
better I'm not going to go through the motions of having the books 
somehow actually pliced on the shelves only to have groups such as the 
Ante Defimation League (ADL) of B'nai Brith come in and complain and 
have the books taken from distribution, 

So, natunuly, whea Dsaw conspintey weiter Jim Marrs’ books such as 
fhe Rise of the Fourth Reich and Rute By Secrecy on che front shelves 
of the now-defunct Borders book chain, it certainly raised questions in 
my mind as to why Marrs’ books were in such open and prominent cis- 
pkiy in an establishment bookselling outlet, 

}uunk Tunderstind why. Mares promotes the idea that Nazisni was 
het conquered in World War IL ind that its remnants still prevail on the 
phinet. This, of course, plays right into the propaganda agenda of the 
New World Order—and, in particular, the Jewish Agenda—and keeps 
live the magery that these Wuminist forces utilized so effectively in the 
2h Century—and well into this, thg 21st Century—in keeping their 
program in the forefront of regular public discussion. 

Ant | should probably add that this also explains why the Jewish- 
controlled Sirius satellite broadeasting network has sponsored such 
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ostensibly “independent” and “dissident” voices such as Alex Jones, pro- 
moting him, as the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai Brith has done, as 
“the king of conspiracy,” giving a certain back-handed credence to the 
often-cultlike Jones theology—akin to that of the aforementioned Jim 
Marrs—that misdirects real patriots into believing the sitly mydh chat 
Nazism is one of the forces of the New World Order. 

Likewise, the plutocratic elite of the publishing industry are now 
beginning to promote a certain “approved” brand of books representing 
the “conservative” viewpoint that they find acceptable, 

In that regard, many patriotic Americans were heartened by reports 
in recent vears that major “mainstream” publishing houses were now 
beginning to see a market for publishing and promoting books repre- 
senting the “conservative” point of view. 

However, don't start celebrating tov quickly. The truth is that the so- 
called “conservative” books that are being promoted are actually books 
that contain a point of view that has been deemed acceptable by the 
internalionalist-eminded “neo-conservative” stalwarts who adyocate what 
the late revisionist historian Charles Beard called—and which his col- 
league Harry Elmer Barnes memorialized in a book by the same mime— 
"perpetual war for perpetual peace” 

Even the famous Book-ofthe-Month-Club G@OMC)—a mainstiyv of 
the elite publishing industry—announced that it was forming a new 
~club" promoting this type of work. although, of course, the publicists at 
BOMC haven't quite put it this way 

BOMC, it so happens, is a subsidiary of Bookspan, which ts owned 
jointly by the German publishing , giant Bertelsmann AG and AOL Time 
Warner which is controtled, in substantial part, by the fa family of longtime 
World Jewish Congress president Edgar Bronfman GQvhose media enter- 
prises will be examined in a subsequent chapter). 

In the meantime, Penguin—a British publishing giant—and Crown, it 
division of Random House (another elite publishing house with long: 
standing ties to the CLA and also owned by Bertelsmann) are also lend- 
ing support to the promation of the “neo-conservative” point of view 

Harper Collins, owned by Zionist billionaire Rupert Murdoch, has 
alsa joined the crowd, promoting the works of Sean Hannity who is 
most distinguished for having once personally called the now-defunct 
Spotlight demanding a gift subscription donated in his name be can 
celled immediately. “I don't like you people,” Hannity told then Spotlight 
editor emeritus Vince Ryan,“and 1 don't like your point of view” 

All of the “conservative” writers being promoted—ringing from Ann 
Coulter, Michac) Savage, Bill O'Reilly, Rush Limbaugh, Glenn Beck, ad 
nauseam—are strident supporters of Isracl, outspoken advacates of 
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U.S. meddling around the glohe, and—at the same time—tirm critics of 
the populist and traditional nationalist point of view 

So don't be too surprised when your next-door-neighbor starts tot 
ing around a copy of the “hot new book” by 4 conservative author chal 
the media reviewers are saying is the best thing oa the book market 
today. [U's all part of at plan to bring American conservatives into the cor- 
rat and make sure Unit they think “correctly” 

The face is thar Americans whe want to break the back of the cor- 
porate, elite-controlled media Monopoly in America have got to aban- 
don the tired and worn theory that “the liberals control the media,” 
There's much more ta the story that people need to realize, 

The popular conception of “the liberal media” is actually as quite as 
outdated as the concept of the American political struggle being a bat 
tle of “liberal vs, conservative” or “left vs, cight 

Although—beyond question—the media is quite “liberal” in the con- 
ventional cultural respects, the truth is that there is very much «strong 
“conservative” influence in the media today, demonstrated by the actifi- 
cially-stimulated “populiritv’ of such personalities us those aforemen- 
tioned writers whose books are now being hyped in the Controlled 
Media in America, particularly by the eterprises of Rupert Murdoch 

How really “liberal then is the Establishment media? 

One of the most outspoken and elocuent critics of the medist con- 
glomerates, Professor Robert W. McChesney of the University of tMlinois 
at Urbana-Champaign. points out in his book Rich Media, Poor 
Democracy (University of Mlinois Press. 1999) tha SS 


A 1998 study showed that while leading, Washington edi- 
tors und reporters Cend to be more “liberal” than most adult 
Americans on social issues, they tend to be more conservative 
and pro-business than the balance of the population on issues 
of taxation, trade policy, corpontle power, and government 
spending prioritics. In short, journalists’ political views arc sim- 
ihir to those of others of the same social class .. , 

The corporate media system has a strong internal bias 
toward reflecting elie opinion, hence the so-culled dominant 
“liberal” voices in the United States —The New YorR Times and 
The Washington Post—ire strilently pro-capitalist and were 
among the leading media to favor passage of GATT and NAFTA, 

When, in 1997, kibor led the fight to defeat the law belore 
Congress that wowd permit the “fastteacking” of trade agree: 
ments, thereby making them largely unaccountable to popular 
deliberation, the T#mes and the Post—along with virtuatly the 
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entirety of the corporate media—barely concealed their con- 
tempt for labor's intrusion into the policy-making process. 

And these are the media that, in mainstream mythology, are 
supposed ta be the most sympathetic to the interests of work- 
ing people. 


MeChesney sees the major media as being more attune to the inter- 
ests of the plutocratic elite and emphitsizes the need for popular rebel- 
lion against the media monopoly. He writes: 


ln short. any effort to reform the bakince of class power in 
the United States, or any other effort for that matter, has to deal 
directly with corporate media power 

Nor is this merely an ideological issuc, as may have been 
the case in generations past 

Today the largest communications firms rank among the 
most important firms in the global capitalist cconomy, media, 
advertising and communication inereasingly are at the very cen- 
ter of the capital accumulation process and the global market 
economy. To leave the communication sector untouched, while 
elsewhere fabor and the teft challenge the prerogatives of cap- 
ital... .is absurd... 


In short, we need to break up the Media Monopoly—a thesis that 
many conservatives and “patriots” woukl wrongly and foolishly say is 
“socialistic” of even “communistic” But that is what we must do. We 
must break, smash and plunder this mechanism of control 

So at this juncture it is probably appropriate to introduce a mater 
that is litthezinderstood but which I have frequently referenced in both 
wriling and in public speaking: 

There is & reason why so much revealing Information—some might 
consider it even “explosive” informiation—that has been made available 
in Mainstream books has not received as wide attention as one might 
otherwise expect. 

The truth is chat reasonably reliable stitistics indicate that if you 
were 10 walk into the average non-fiction secon of anv standard book- 
Store in America ofr even into any local library of any consequence in 
either the smallest (own in America or in New York City itself,you would 
find—and this will surprise yvou—the average non-fiction book on those 
sheives has hardly sold more than roughly 10,000 copies in hard-cover 
(And many of them are never published in paperback.) 

You read that correctly, 
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That's rightmost of those books have never sald more than 
10,000 copies in a nation the size of the United States. And many of the 
sales aire actualy made to libraries across the country, rather than as indi- 
vidual sales to individual book-buvers. 

Well, 10,000 copies doesn’t sound like miuny copies and, in fiaet, is it 
nol, especially when you realize that many of these books were widely 
touted in the pages of newspapers all across America, featured on tele- 
vision, ind enthusiastically reviewed in the biz weekly news magazines. 

Crank those figures into this remarkable consideration: although 
few people know it, it takes roughly only 40,000 in sales for a book ta 
reach The New York Taves best-seller list. That's right—only 40,000 
copies on the average 

And then, too, consider the fact that many of those copies sold by 
the publishers are actually sold to distribution houses which then dis: 
tribute them to bookstores 

So therefore a lot of the ime when you read that a hared-cover non- 
fiction book is on the Netw york Taues bestseller list. the truth is that 
book Gu that point) may have never actually been purchased by a single 
individual buyer, that ts, the books hive been purchased by book dis- 
tributors and by book stores and presumiubly tlave been stocked, but, at 
that same time, not a single person anywhere bas actually walked into 
#@ bookstore and purchased # copy of Uiat best-seclier! 

This is why you may go into bookstores and see books that were 
New York Times bestsellers bul which now sit on remainder tables sell- 
ing for $2 when originally priced (cetail) a1 $25 or even more. 

So the status of being a“ New York Tintes best-seller” is not really so 
distinguished as it may initially appear to be. 

A lot of times book distributors will buy massive numbers of a new 
book, but then not that many people actually buy them. That's a dirty tit- 
tle secret of the publishing industry thac is knowea within the industry 
but which is nat widely known among the general public or even with- 
in the soaller circle of people wha actually buy books 

However. for those wellinlormed people in America and around the 
workl who are concerned about media propaganda, about dhe tighten: 
ing control of the media industry and book publishing by a select few, 
and about the censorship that wecompanies it, this stiould be an intee- 
esting fact indeed 

This all goes back to another consideration in the bigger picture. 
While it is true that certain non-fiction books have actually been bought 
in the millions of copies in hard-cover upon their initial release and in 
the weeks and months that have followed —for example, the memairs af 
former President George W. Bush and those of Bill and Hillary Clinton 
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und former Secretary of State Colin Powell—and while they have, of 
course, been accompanied by major media promotion, a lot of the books 
that do reecive major media promotion don't really sell that many 
copies to individual buyers, even if they have been stocked by the majar 
book distribution outlets, such as Barnes & Noble and the aforemen- 
lioned and now<lefunet Borders Books, for example. 

In that regard, 1 can’t help but point out—even brag—about the 
very real success of a number of my own books, even though the sales 
numbers (obviously) don't come close to rivaling those of Bush, Powell 
and the Clintons 

Consider this! When my JPK assassination book, Final fudgaitent, 
wits first released in 1994 through the acgis of The Spotlight ncwspa- 
per—which then had roughly 100,000 weekly paid subserthbers—there 
were nearly 8,000 copies of my book sokd within a three week period 
following two advertisements that appeared in consecutive issues ob 
that weekly paper 

So, obviously, by any honest reckoning, that mide Fel frrdgurent a 
proverbial “best-seller” and, in fect, it was indeed an underground best- 
seller in the classic sense. As of 2012, Mital Judgnent his sold same 
50,000 copies in the English language, both here in the United Stues 
and, to a Himited degree, through distribution abroad 

Contrist those sales with those of another book on the Kennedy 
assassination that did receive major media attention at the time of its 
release in 1981, that being The Plot to Kill the President by G. Robert 
Blakey, the former dircetor of the House Assassinations Committee that. 
from 1976 to 1977 conducted the second miajor “inquiry” (so-called) 
into the JFK assussination Gand alse into the murder of Dr. Martin Lather 
King, Jr). Blakey's book solid no more than 20,000 copies in hardback 
wl this was a book that was reviewed everywhere in all the major 
newspapers and news magazines, reported upon in daily newspapers 
throughout the country, and touted in dhe broadcast media on a regular 
basis following its release 

Blakev’s book, by the way, suggested that there was a conspiracy 
behind the president’s murder but made the remarkable suggestion that 
Lee Harvey Oswald was still the lone assassin—anotlier possible assis- 
sin may have fired at the limousine but missed, so Bhikey chumed—iand 
that if anyone was behind the conspiracy, tt was the Itdian-American 
crime grouping known as “the Mafial 

Bat Blakey ignored, of course, the more predominant Jewish crime 
clements standing above the Mafia, represented by crime syndicate 
chiel Meyer Lansky and his partners here and abroad ind, likewise, 
needless to say, he didn’t even mention the ties of Iscacl’s intelligence 
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service, the Mossad, to the Lansky network and the circumstances sur- 
rounding the JFK assassination that I outlined, to dhe salisiietion of 
many, in Pare! Judgnent, 

But needless to say, despite the fact that Bhikey’s book received the 
red Gurpet reatment m the press, people really didn't buy the book. 

A number of my other books have done almost equally as well as 
Mural judgment, Yor example, The High Priests of War was celeased by 
American Free Press in 2004 Catia time when American Pree Press had 
approximately 40,000 paid weekly rcaders) has sold, all told, about 
40,000 copies, My book, The New fertsalem—examining the facts and 
figures about Zionist Power in America—has been distributed to the 
lune of approximately 25,000 copics 

Bear this in mind as welk when Maral’ frdgiment was first reicased, 
copies of Uhtt book were being purchased by readers in towns and 
cities all sicross America in every stite, circukiting in many plices where 
there were no major book chaias—or even bookstores—located. And 
neiny small communities do nat hive bookstores, But my book was 
pliysicatly reaching into households, as lve said, all across America. 

(One copy of Final Judgment, 1 learned was distributed among and 
read by some 40 different doctors and medical personnel in one nation- 
ihy-known city in one of the Western states. 1] won't gct those folks in 
trouble by mentioning their location!) 

Contrast that with the vaunted New York Tfnies best-sellers that 
were only being sokl in major bookstores that were part of hook distri- 
bution chains, So, in Unt respect, my books Cand those of other inde- 
pendent writers who were using the outlet of 7be Spotlight and, later, 
American Free Press) were actually reaching a wider audience than 
those New York Times bestsellers that were only being sold in cities and 
towns where there were bookstores. And, in teoth, there really aren't 
that niany bookstores, all told, across Americit 

And if what we read in the mainstream media is correct, the num- 
bers of bookstores are on the downward spiral in a very meaningful 
way, What with the rise of the Internet and Internet-based publishing. 

In fuct, when twas a chikl growing up in Central Pennsylvania in 
the 1970s, the only bookstore within 14 miles of my home was a 
Christian bookstore that sold—exclusively—religious books. It took a 
full hour’s drive for my mother to take me Gin avid reader) to a general 
distribution bookstore ata shopping mall in Haccisburg, and my trips to 
that bookstore were few and far between, 

In fact, ] would go so far as to suggest that | was probably one of 
only a handtul of people in my own littl rural community who was 
actually patronizing tht store. ] was one well-read hillbilly! 
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Not only was fa member of my county library and two libraries in 
nearby counties, but [ also periodically visited the Pennsylvania State 
Library (again, a fall hour's drive away). So access to books for me was 
always a great privilege and delight 

So when | consider that most people do not join one library, let 
lone theee or four, that does point toward my central theme in these 
pages: that people really just don't read. And even many of the people 
who do read—tike the good people now reading this book—do not rect 
ive that there are so many hidden treasures to be found in books com- 
ing from the mainstream publishing houses, 

Taken together, all of this demonstrates that the book business isn't 
really what it seems to be 

While there ace those authors such as Stephen King of horror genre 
fame, and romance novelist Danelle Steel, and popular crime writers 
such as James Patterson whose books do scil substantial numbers (even 
into the millions) in hardback and certainly far many more multiple mil- 
lions in paperback, making these authors very cich indeed. the sales oF 
these fiction books far outstrip the sales of non-fiction books. 

And in regard to the sales of non-fiction books there is jinether 
interesting fact that most definitely docs need to be mentioned: 

in his book, The Jewish Phenomenon, which favorably described 
Jewish wealth and success in America, (published by the Longstreet 
Press in 2000), American Jewish author Steven Silbiger let the cat out ol 
the bap regarding the fact that Jews can essentially “make or break” a 
baok’s publishing success, since. as he pointed out 


Jews are the cornerstone of hardcover book siles,"account: 
ing for between 50 and 75 percent of non-institutional hard- 
cover sales in the United States” Even 25 percent would repre- 
sent an amazingly disproportionate share of total sales. 
Hardbacks are the more expensive editions that precede the 
cheaper paperbacks and provide publishers with their gresttest 
margins. Jewish-American buyers, Uhen, are extremely impor- 
tant to the publishing industry, 


In that same work, Silbiger cited hard figures demonstrating that 
while, on the national average, 19% of those polled had bought a hard- 
cover book in the previous 12 months, an astounding 70% of Jews 
polled had done so. In terms of 1-5 books purchased, the national aver- 
age was 13% in contrast to 39% tor Jewish bookbuyers. In terms oF 10 
or more books purchased, the figures were equally striking. The nation 
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U average was 3% in conteast to 17% for Jewish bookbuyers. 
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So considering the fict chat these figures were outlined by Silbiger 
some twelve years ago, it is not unreasonable to assume that much has 
changed. If anything, the sich have gotten richer and the middle class 
aad the poor have gotten poorer and the fatter groups are far less likely 
lo be out there buying books since they have to contend with things 
such as health care, mortgages and day-to-day survival, 

In summary then, while there are not that many non-liction books 
actually being sokl to the reading public, the large percentage of those 
that are being sold as individual copies are being sokl to Jewish buyers, 
So that leaves it up to the vast majority of the reading public to find the 
nondiction books that they might wort Co read waiting to be discoverce 
on the shelves of public libraries. 

In Asstitation and lis Discontents (Times Books/Random House, 
1995), Jewish author Barry Rubin emphasized how Jewish concerns 
permeate Americin popular culture in the print media, pointing out 
how, for example, on just ane single day—Oct. 18, 1992—the book 
review section of The Washington Post: 


{Was} full of books by or about Jews: on sports and the 
Amerean Jewish experience, a biegraphy of Bill Graham, a 
Holocwust surviver and leading rock & roll impresario; the story 
of an upperchass New York family infected by antisemitism; a 
South African wonwies group portrait of her set of Jewish 
Iriends, a Jewish couple’s volume on forcign investments in 
America, analyzing problems of multiple lovalties and foreign 
influence parailel issues in assimilation; and a Jewish author's 
book on politics in higher education, discussing mutticultural- 
ism in terms drawn from the iategration of Jews into American 
sociely, 


Thus, even in this gigantic United States of America today, those 
who are buying books Cand presumably reading them) are primarily 
Jews, 50, as a consequence, the many viduable and informative books 
that do contain important information that are being published by the 
mainstream publishing houses ire not really reaching that wide of an 
audience, conteary to what most otherwise well-informed people might 
perceive. And this means that so many pool people—vou, my readers, 
first and foremost—are not geting access to this information, 

Right up front | will warn my.readers who are expecting a vast com- 
pendium of conspiracy theories—ones they are familiar with and ones 
they are looking forward to learning about—that most of the hooks ret- 
erenced in these pages are not—nor should they be—considered books 
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delving into conspiracy theories. Rather, they are simply historical 
accounts, reportage and analysis, and othenwise straightforward reconls 
of personalities and events that have played a part in shaping our times, 

i nfortunately, though, because of the Internet, in particular, and ol 
the many conspiracy theories that scem to circulate so relentlessly in 
dissident circles. it has come to a point that some of the most informed 
individuals now immediately assume that something has to be some sort 
af conspiracy, Unit things are never as they are reported or as they 
appear on the surlace 

Now, of course, il is absolutely truc—absolutely tH!) true —dniit 
the major media lies and lies all too often about major events, But every 
once ina while, things that have happened have happened just its thes 
have been reported, Sometimes an automobile accident is an accident 
Sometimes a heart attack is a heart attack and not a cleverly-disguiscd 
murder curried out by the CLA or the Mossad or some other villainous 
nest of New World Order intriguers 

While many conspiracy theorists ike to quote Franklin Delino 
Roosevelt who once said something along the lines of "In politics. moth: 
ing buppens by accident. [f it happens, you can bet i was phkeoned that 
way! the truth is that even while FDR's statement has a geeat deal of 
appeal, accidents do happen—even in politics 

Sometimes a>tone nut” does kill a public official or carry Out a mass 
murder.

about Gind which you may have learned about on the Internet) is really 
only a conspiracy by the person who cooked up that theory in the test 
place (perhaps without any evidence whatsoever) and posted it on the 
Internet. In other words, there really is no such “conspiracy” and it isn’t 
even a“theory.’ so to speak. In short, it’s a lic. 

A perfect example comes with the famous story that the Bush fami: 
ly was involved in a “fascist’ conspiracy in the 1930s to overthrow 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt Gwhich, if 1 do say so myself, was a 
conspiracy that 1 would have endorsed whole-heartedly), The story 
gained a Jot of traction on the Internet and we often heard Internet 
Ivpes such as Alex Janes hyping this story, 

On one occasion I recall reading one of the various and sundry ver- 
sions of this story on the Internet sind secing what purported to be a 
“Vink” to the evidence, In fact, ne link in question was a reference to the 
hook The Plot to Seize the White House (Haythorn, 1973) by Jules 
Archer which provided a factual accounting of what apparently was i 
very real plot to overthrow FDR by a group of well-heeled Americans 
who opposcd FDR's domestic policies. 

Well, | had read that book as a 13 vear old high school student and 
didn’t recall any mention of the Bush family in the book and since I hap- 
pened to have had a copy of that book in my own personal library for 
some 25 vers, | pulice it off the shelf and determined that, as Ehad cor- 
recy remembered, (here teas nothing at all in the book making ref- 
erence to the Bush family Absolutely nothing!

Now what is interesting about the aforementioned Archer book 
which is so often cited (and which was recently reprinted by somcone 
secking Lo exploit the new interest aroused by the Internet) is that 
Archer was not the first writer to examine the plot to overthrow FDR 
In fact, the lite George Seldes, a rambunctious muckraker, had written 
of this conspiracy in his 1947 book, /000 Americans: The Real Rulers 
of the USA (now available in reprint editions) and elsewhere ie 

Cneidentally, regarding Seldes: A Jewish liberal with a tendency 
toward pro-Soviet thinking, he wis a prolific writer on political topics 
whose various works—and they were many—often betrayed a certain 
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amount of typical Jewish hysteria, coupled with inordinate fears of “Las-

hirly through their conteol of the financial monopoly known as the 
Federal Reserve System—which, as you'll sce, is anything but “federal.” 

Now obviously, The New Babylon, is considered somewhat “con- 
troversial” by many of its critics because it dares to delve directly into 
the considerable role of Jewish high finanee on American shores—par- 
ticularly that in the sphere of influence of the European-based 
Rothschild Dynasty —but the bottom line truth is that to ignore Uhat real- 
ily is rather dishonest, G say the very least.

The absolute bottom line.) pointed out. is that the New World Order 
torces have coalesced around the international empire of the Rothschild 
Dynasty whase tentacles naw reach into the highest tevels of the 
American system 7he New Babylon explored the real history and ori- 
gins of the New World Order, introducing the volume with the follow- 
ing preliminary assessment that is worth reiterating here: 


To understand the concept of what is commonly referred to 
as “The New World Order” —the idea of a*one world” or “glob- 
al” government—we must acknowledge these critical factors

In The New Babylon, there was no intent to sugeest that “the 
Rothschilds” or "the Jews” or "the Zionists” are in coniplete control of the 
mechanism of power in our world today.

For example, in 1946, International Publishers released Anna 
Rochester's work, Riers of America A Study of Finance Capital. Now 
while the book is quite diated and was subject to the admittediy social 
is-oricnted bias of its author, the book sill provided an overwhelming 
amount of dats, a virtual “who's who" rekiting to the families and cor- 
portions jind other special interests that dominated the United States in 
the 1930s and many of which still hold sway today. [t's a very rire vol- 
ume, but one worth exploring for anyone interested in the subject. 

However, in 1937, muckraker Ferdinand Lundberg (who wis not 
Jewish, by the way) created a stir with his book Ainertea’s Sixty 
Families Gvhich has more recently been reprinted). Lundberg’s book 
Wals tC ywmpechensive look at the cising accumulation of vist wealth and 
influence by a small group of Americans—intermarried Gumilies and 
financial groups—who dominated the American republic, Lundberg 
Wrole: 


The United Statcs is owned and dominated today by a hier: 
archy of its sixty richest families, buttressed by no more than 
ninety fumilies of lesser wealth 

Outside this plutocratic circle there are perhaps three hun- 
dred and filty other Lamilies, less defined in development and in 
wealth, but secounting for most of the incomes of $100,000 or 
more that do not accrue lo members of the inner circle. These 
Limilies are the living center of the modern industrial oligarchy 
Which dominates the United Stites, functioning discreetly 
under a de jroe democratic form of government behind which 
ide facto povernment, absoheist and plutocratic ia its lines- 
ments, has gradually taken form since the Givil War. 

This de facto government is actully the government of the 
United Stutes—inlormal, invisible, shadowy. It is the govern 
ment of money in a dollar democracy. Under theie acquisitive 
Hugers, and in their possession, the sixty families hold the rich- 
est nation ever fashioned in the workshop of history ... 

The outstanding American proprictors of today tower his- 
torically over the proud aristocracy that surrounded Louis XIV, 
Czar Nicholas, Kaiser Wilhelm, and the Emperor Frinz Joseph, 
and wiek! vastly greater power 


At the time Lundberg was writing, there was @ solid core of sub- 
stantial Jewish wealth among the “Sixty Families” listed However, 
Jewish wealth and influence cose exponentially, but still largely 
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remained a topic that was very suppressed then as today. 

And it should be noted that while Lundberg did not explore the 
“ethnic” oiture of the accumulation of wealth, but those reading 
hetween the lines could see clearly that Jewish influence was even then

This new volume, The Rich aud the 
SuperRich, (published in 1968 by Lyle Stuart) wis an overview of the 
then-current sine of affairs in Che Largely secret world of the super-rich 
an American shores. No serious study of the monied elite in the 20th 
Century is complete without reference to this Gand Lundberg’s earlier 
work) which renin stindards on the topic, 

In more recent years there have been a number of books of partic- 
ular note coming from the pen of longtime Republican conservative 
stilwart Kevin Phillips who was initially best-known its having been the 
intellectual architect of what was known as the Republican Party's 
“southern strategy that helped elect Richard Nixon and which emerged 
as it force in American political affairs by helping solidity the GOP as a 
southern-based party chiring the era of Ronakl Reagan, 

Despite these antecedents, however, Phillips has emerged, since that 
time, as a forcctul crittc—call him a* populist” if you will—of the rise of 
plutocniic power inAmerica and ina continuing and dynamic series of 
books he has taken to task the power elite and their economic policies 
that are very amuch part and parcel of what truly constitutes the infa- 
thous New World Order and the forces promoting: it:

(Random House, 1982); 

» The Politics of Rich and Poor Wealth and the American 
Mectavate in the Reagan Aftermath (Random House, 1990); 

* Bailing Point Democrats, Republicans, and the Decline of 
Middte-Class Prosperity (Random House, 1993); 

* Arrogant Capital Washington, Walt Street, and the Frustration of 
American Politics (itd, Brown & Co., 1994); 

* Wealth and Democracy: Poittical History of the American Rich 
(Broadway Books, 2002), 

* cnerican theocracy : The Perit and Politics of Radicat Religion, 
Ol, and Borrowed Money fn The 2fst Century Wiking, 2007): 

* Bad Money: Reckless tinance, Failed Politics, aud the Global 
Crisis of American Capitalism (Viking, 2008); 

Phillips GOP critics call him a“teattor” and rank him as a “socialist” 
becwuse he dares to challenge the influence of Wall Street and the big 
money interests, but the truth is that all of these books by Phillips cep- 
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resent an effective and articulate exposition of traditional Americanism 
in the populist spirit of Thomas Jefferson, standing in Opposition to 
imperialism, global warmongering and super-capitalism. There may be 
no better writer than Phillips exploring these topics today 

And while there are many who are familiar with the famous volume 
tragedy and Hope: A History of the World in Our Tone (MacMillan, 
1974) by Georgetown University Professor Carroll Quigley —often quot- 
ed by conspiracy-minded folks of both the “right” and the “left —and 
which has been the subject of much discussion Gnd which has been 
republished in bootleg cditions time and again), there is another study 
by Quigley that is equally interesting. 

While Tragedy and Hope, a massive volume covering a wide range 
of bistory, explores Gin the part that is most often cited) the cole of inter 
national finance in affecting the course of world affairs, Quigley’s see- 
ond volume—which is far less known and consequently less cited by 
researchers—is The Anglo-American Establishment, published by 
Books in Focus in 198) Gand which is often found both second-hand and 
in reprint editions). This work explores in quite dramatic detail the tes 
beoween the Anglophilic “WASP” clite in the United States and their con: 
freres in the upper crust of the British Imperial estiblishment and the 
role that their intertwining interests have plaved in the conduct of glob- 
al affairs since the turn of the L9th Century 

In particular, Quigley examines the activities of famed “Empire 
Builder” Cecil Rhodes—founder of the Rhodes Scholarships—and those 
in his circle. While Rhodes Scholars are highly esteemed and much-pro- 
moted in the American media—with Rhodes Scholars such as former 
Georgetown student Bill Clinton Gvhoe once publicly hailed Quigley as 
one of his intellectual mentors) and upind-coming young Louisiana 
Governor Bobby Jindal (often cited as a “possible future president’), 
most Americans do not know that the scholars have been indoctrinated 
toward the goal of yichieving Rhodes’ dream of reuniting the former 
American colonies with Britain. 

In any case, The Anglo-American Establishment provides some 
valuable insights into these incestuous elements Unit have becn pivotal 
in the events of our time. One Maw in the book, however, is that it fails 
to explore the point that Cecil Rhodes—a rich and powerful man in his 
own right—was effectively a satellite (a front man, if you will) of the 
Rouischild Dynasty which, obviously, was an important influence an the 
Anglo-American establishment of which Quigley is writing about.

The first volumme— published by Penguin in 1999—-is The Hotise of 
Rothschild: Money's Prophets: 1798-1848, followed by The House of 
Rothschild: The Wortd'’s Banker (1849-1999), published by Penguin in 
2000, Both of these works are panoramic in their reportage of the his: 
tory of the family, certainly colored, to a degree, in a favorable fashion, as 
ane might expect 

One aspect of the Rothschild story that Efind Ferguson delinquent 
in failing to explore is that of the Rothschild Camily’s activities in the 
United States, which Ferguson would have us believe ire or were rather 
minimal when nothing could be further from the teach 

So while some critics might be mclined to say dnt it’s not the entire 
story, the Ferguson books provide cnough leads for any scrious 
rescarcher interested in the Rothschild legacy. The global intrigues of 
this family ace immense and have been the subject of so aviny books on 
the pivotal events of history —wars, revolutions, financial panics—but 
most of those books don’t mention the role of the Rothschild Dynasty 
in muking these things happen 

hwo recent volumes that do explore Rothschild dynasty intrigues in 
a variety of realms on American soil do merit quite honorable mention 
here and both have been written by one of the most dynamic Internet 
broadcasters active today, Deanna Spingola, whe can be heard at repub- 
lichroadcasting org Gvhere 1 also broadcast on a regular basis). 

Deanna Spingola’s remarkable first book, The Ruling Elite: A Stedy 
in bnperiatism, Genoctde and Emancipation CYratlord, 2011) and the 
follow-up fhe Ruling Hite; The Zionist Sefzure of World Power 
(Trafford, 2012) present an entircly new light on personalities and 
events of history (hat have been misrepresented or misunderstood, nat 
onty by the corrupt mainstream media bat aso unfortunately—in most 
cases, unwillingly —by even the independent “truth” media which (all 
toa often) is rile with error and misinterpretition. 

No rehash of what you've read in so oun other books circukiting 
in the “patriot” movement, Deanna’s works contin a wealth of other 
wise “nussing facts that now come together, painting a stunnimg panora- 
ma unveiling the hidden clements in the big picture.

sial issues in American history. 

Deanna Spingola is an uncompromising opponent of the interna 
tional skive system that took hold in the Americas and she outlines the 
origins of the slave trade and names the big names Who prafited there- 
from.

The interrelated subjects of such power groups as the Bilderberg 
Mectings (their little-known official title), the Trilateeal Commission and 
the Council on Foreign Rehuions have been the subject of such an 
extraordinary number of independeat works Chat one could fill an 
entire volume discussing all of them. Ancl it should be noted that much 
of the material in question is downright idiocy and nonsense, coupled 
with a variety of often-contradictory theses ind theories, that it makes 
separating the facts from the garbage an almost impassible task 

Needless to say, my own publisher, Asericas fee Press, has been 
in the forefront of exposing these criminals and in such volumes as fia 
Tucker's Bilderbere Diary and The Bilderberg Files, AFP has provided 
readers indepth data about Bilderberg in particular, And while there 
have been, in recent years, a number of other literacy efforts to assess 
the role of Bilderberg —coming Irom the “patriot” perspective—none of 
them, frankly, are really worthy of mention. So, at least for the present, 
AFP’s Bilderberg material stands as the primary record, 
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On the matter of the CFR and the Trilateral Commission, however, 
there are two interesting works (coming from “mainstream” publishers) 
that are worth noting. 

On the subject of the CFR, one of the more scholarly works is 
Imperial fal Brain Trust: the Councit on FVoreign Relations and United 
States Foreign Polic ‘y (Monthly Review Press, LOT7) by Lawrence H. 
Shoup ana William Minter, 

While many devotees of conspiracy theory will probably not find 
the book as sensational as they might like, avoiding, much of the rheto- 
ric found in “pitriot” writings, the authors have assembled an authorita- 
tive history of the CFR, which—as pointed out by the aforementioned 
Carroll Quigley in fhe Anglo-American Establishiment—is an American 
offshoot of a secret socicty linked to the Rhodes Trust and formed 
under its auspices, namely the London-based Royal Institute of 
International Affairs which is—although none of these authors sav it— 
the de facto foreign policy arm of the Rothschild Dynasty. 

Il you're interested in what the CFR is all about—much of the oeca- 
sionally inaccurate and reckless “patriot” rhetoric aside—/aperial 
Brain Trust is one book that vou definitely need to read. 

Holly Skkir’s Triateratison The Tritaterat Commission and Elite 
Planning for W orld Mc Management (South End Press, 1980) is somewhat 
dated, obviously, having been eclipsed by the ful of the Soviet Union, 
umong other major world events, but on the whole is a rational and 
wide-ranging exploration of the motivations and manipulitions of this 
power bloc set up by the now-ancient David Rockefeller. It also features 
a very good overview of the history and machinations of Bilderberg. 

Both of tiese books present realistic assessments of the agenda of 
the Trikateralists and the CPR and the Bilderberg but they are deficient, 
in Wo respects, in that both igaore the Rothschild connection to these 
pivotal power blocs and likewise avoid discussion of the role of global 
Zionism as it impacts on the course of work! alfairs. 

In fet, as [ noted in the New Babyton, while the CFR and the 
Trilateral Commission are generally perceived to be “Rockefeller-con- 
trolled.” the truth is thac Rockefeller influence is on the wane, even 
within these entities themselves, and there are new forees— particularly 
in the world of the Jewish global clite—that are coming to the fore. 

Now, of course, the issue of money—rather, the control of money— 
is critical to understinding the intrigue of these power clites in the 
Bilderberg-CFR- Trilateral circtes, And this, of course. brings us to the mat 
ter of the Federal Reserve System and the banking establishment, 

Most of the readers of tis volume will probably be fumiliar with the 
works of my lute longtime friend, Eustace Mullins, beyond any question 
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the premier populist historian of the 20th Century. Although Eustice’s 
writings are definitely not “mainstream” —at least in the view of the 
power clite—his volume The Secrets of the Federat Reserve is the one 
book on the subject of the Federal Reserve that people need Lo read to 
understand the nature of this predatory plutoceatic pyramid of power 
that dominates the American economy and thus, perhaps, the whole 
world itself This pivotal work bas been mimicked, parroted, copied and 
plagiarized by many but equalled by none. 

However, there are a variety of other works, lessee Knowe but equal 
ly important, and which have arisen Irom the independent dissident 
movement in America and alse dealing with this topic, duu deserve to 
be commemorated here. 

One, in particular, is a very casy to cead book ant deliberately 
designed to be so and that is the work by the Lite Father Charles 
Coughlin entitled Money: Qrestions © Ausivers, The timed “radio 
priest” of the 1930s, Coughlin was an outspoken critic of the Federal 
Reserve System and of the corrupt Roosevelt administnution and its 
drive for war against Germany. But Coughtin’s chicl preoccupation was 
economies and he recognized that the Money Power celicd upon popu 
lar lack of knowledge about the topic to maintain its lock on the system. 

That's why Coughlin’s book is important. Sct up as a serics of sine 
ple questions and answers about the subject of money and a fintstic 
guide that unlocks the nwsteries surrounding this often Opaque topic 
that can, frankly, be downright boring, Coughtin's work lias taken away 
not just the mystery but also the tedium, making the subject accessible 
to the average person whe dike me) might nat not be schooled in eco- 
nomics or the csoteric intricacies of finance. 

A similar valuable work is A Primer of Money issued under the aus 
pices of former Rep. Weight Patmian (D-Texas), a genuine populist, who 
spent a great deal of effort during his congressional career fighting the 
Federal Reserve System and trying to bring its hidden machinations into 
public scrutiny This primer is aa important work largely forgotten by lat- 
terdsty critics of the Fed. And for those needing a good, solicl introduc- 
tion Lo the topic, this is indeed a very real primer, as its name implies, 

However, the truth is that there are quite a few works that delve 
into banking corruption, even coming from the Establishment Media, 

One mainstream book on the intrigues of the big banks is Penny 
Lernoux’s fascinating fn Barks We Trust Bertkers aud Thetr Close 
Associates: The C TA, the Mafia, Drtig T Traders, Dictators, Politicians aud 
the Vatican. (Anchor Books, 1984). This book, by a delinitively man- 
Stream writer, is nonetheless what might be called a “conspiracy theo- 
rist’s dream, for in fs pages can be found some of the often-bizarre and 
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certainly criminal antics of well-known and not-so-well-Known banks 
here in the United States and abroad, interacting—us the title suggests — 
with a colorful assortment of individuals and interests. This book ts 
somewhat dated, but it is a virtual catalogue of some colorful people 
engaged in cqually colorful misdeeds conducted under the aegis of 
quite respectitble banking enterprises. 

Another notable work covering similiar ground, but focused prima: 
rily on the savings and loan scandals that rocked America in the 1980s 
is Pete Brewton’s The Mafia, ClA and George Bush (SPI Books, 1992), 
The beok was published at the Gime the senior Bush was cunning for 
reelection and while bis name appears prominently in the tie of this 
devastating expose (and is thereby a bit misleading, and perhaps delib- 
erately calculated 10 be so), it is much more broad-ranging. 

This is a book that will rock the world of the more naive among us 
who will learn of the extraordinary interaction of publicly-renown 
bankers, politicians and other “nice” folks with sordid elements in the 
crime syndicate and in the world of the intelligence agencies charged 
with the responsibility of protecting our nation’s security. 

There is one particular fhiw in the book, however, and that is thit 
the author steers clear—very Clear—of mentioning what was undoubt 
edly the biggest secret of the savings and Joan seandals: that being that 
much of the money misappropriated was actully channeled offshore 
into bank accounts controlled by assets of Isract’s Mossad and diverted 
lo Israel's superseeret nuclear weapons development: program, an 
aspect of the affitie almost exclusively reported upon by my kite col- 
league, Andrew St. George, in the pages of The Spotlight 

And it should be mentioned, for the record, that one reason why 
Brewtan’s book ignored this element of the scandal may have some: 
thing to do with the fret that the book's New York-based publisher, SPI 
Books, is actually a subsidiary of an Israeli-bused publishing firm. 
Otherwise, though, the boak is quite instructive, 

As fac as the intrigue of the internutional banking elite is concerned, 
one cat absolutely not ignore the famous “Puture Fastforward” trilogy 
irst published in Malaysia) by my dear friend Cand valued advisor) 
Matthias Chang, all uhree volumes of which were issued in their first- 
ever American editions by my publisher, American Free Press 

The three books in question are 1) Future Fastforward: the 
Zionist-Anglo- American Empire Mettdown; 2) Brainwashed for War 
Programmed to Kil and 3) The Shadow Money Lenders and the 
Global Financial Tsunameé. 

Taken together, these volumes are, first and foremost, a remarkable 
“insider's” view of world power politics from a point of view that few 
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Americans (even including among the more widely-read) have ever had 
the opportunity of hearing. 

The grandchild of Chinese immigrants to Malaysia, Chang is a 
Christian by faith, educated throughout his childhood and into his col- 
lege years in England, where he also obtained his degree in law 
Although still a young mtn, the author has been one of the foremost cor- 
porate attorneys in the rising Southeast Asian powerhouse of Malaysia 

However, Chang has also been very active in public affairs, and dur- 
ing the closing years of the administration of his country’s internation: 
ally respected (and highly “conteoversial”) Prime Minister Dr. Mahathir 
Mohamad, Chang served as “political seeretary, that is—top political 
advisor—to Dr Mohamad who has not only been an Asin power-unte- 
himself but also a preeminent figure in the wide-ranging Muslim world, 

Chang is no armchair observer, He's traveled all over the workl— 
from Antarctica to traq and Palestine and beyond—on official govern- 
ment missions, mecting with high-level decision makers and phiying a 
key part in the affairs of his own fast-rising Asian republic. 

In Future Fastforward, Chang takes a stark look at the realities of 
global power politics and the ultimate and inevitable consequences for 
the nol-so-seeret forces that are behind the push for a New World Order 

What makes this first volume so especially powerful and fascinating 
is that this is the first book critical of the New Work!

According to the Seagraves, as late as March 2001—in the early 
weeks of Uie newly minted “W" Bush adoiinistration—associates of the 
Hush family were evidently deeply involved in the treasure hunting and 
in efforts ty profit from the sale and teansler of the recovered treasure. 
Aud what is of particukir note is chit, so say the Seagraves, two U.S, Navy 
ships were being utilized in the effort, 

Whit about the Marcos connection? The Seagraves cited no less an 
wuthority than retired General John Singhiub, 1 vaunted hero of both 
World War IP and the Korean war who finished up his career in the 
1970s as the top US. militiury commander in Korea, dismissed by then- 
President Jimoy Carter. 

They quoted Singhub—who became quile active in the covert 
American efforts to recover the “Yamashita treasure” —whe admiticd 
that "{ knew from past experience that stories of buried Japanese gold 
in the Philippines were Icgitimate. Marcos’s $12 billion fortunate actu. 
aly came from [this] treasure, pot skinumecboff US. aid. But Mareos had 
only managed to rake off a dozen or so of the biguest sites. That left well 
overt hundecd untouched” 

This, of course, meant that Yamashita’s gold —which amounts to cer- 
iinly bundseds of billions in value, probably trilltons—was the reat 
source of wealth and power for Marcos and, in the end, it proved to play 
Ihe ultimate part in his undoing.

Although Casey flew to Manila, along with US. Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regen, CLA economist Professor Higdon and an attorney. 
Lawrence Kreager, to give Marcos a “last chance? the Philippine nation- 
alist would not buckle. Higdon told Marcos that he would be out of 
power “in two weeks” for not appeasing the international banking hous- 
es and their agents in the American administration. 

The Seagraves report that a source close to Marcos advised them 
that Marcos was then approached by an emissary from David 
Rockefeller’s Trilateral Commission asking Marcos to contribute $54 bil- 
lion in goki bullion to a so-called “global development fund.” Marcos’ 
response was to consign the Trilateral demand into a wastebasket 

In no short order Marcos was forced from office and NMown to 
Hawaii with his family where they were held effectively under house 
arrest. Marcos and his wife told many people that they had never 
expected to be tuken to Hawaii, that they had, instead, expected to be 
flown to safety from Manila to Marco's home island of Ilocos Norte. 

In the meantime, billions of dollars worth of gold certificates Unat 
the Marcos had taken with them were confiscated by the US, govern. 
ment. But when the Marcoses demanded the return of the certificates, 
the US. said the certificates were “fake” 

In other words, the Reagan administrution casually and cuthicssly 
stole billions from Marcos, at the same time helping perpetuate the 
media myth that Marcos lad stolen billions from his nation’s treasury 

(And it should be noted, for the historical record, that one of the key 
behind-thescenes Reagan administration operatives plotting against 
Marcos was one Paul Wolfowitz, now internationally known as one of 
the prime movers behind the American effort to depose Saddam 
Hussein—no coincidence considering Saddam's refusal, like Marcos, to 
surrender his nation’s sovercignty to international banking interests ) 

The Scagraves also outline the strange dealings of the John Birch 
Society Gis fae back as the mid-t970s) in a scheme to cut business 
arrangements with the Marcos regime in the marketing of some $20 bil- 
lion of Marcos’ private gold horde. These deals fell through and, in the 
end, the Birchers fell out with their partners in the scheme. Evidently 
Rep. Larry McDonald (D-Ga.), then a leader of the Birch group, was privy 
to these events and thus evidently knew quite a bit about the interna- 
tional Black Eagle Trust at the time of his death. 

These are just a few of the revelations appearing in the 332 detail-

Entitled 
Merchants of Death: A Steacty OF the bitte rational Armaments 
Industry, the authors were H. aR Engelbrect ht aind E C. cr Frank) I Hanighen 
who explored the rale chat the big arms manufacturers and related 
hnancial institutions pkiyed in sparking Workd War EF and how, at the 
time, they were Cin fact) setting the stage for World War It 

Hanighen, incidentally, was later a founder of the then-nationalise 
“conservative” newsletter Hionai Heerts which, in more recent times, 
became a tribune of internationalism and war-mongering, promoting 
the neo-conservative intriguers who Inve further embroiled the United 
States in the tinderbox of the Middle East. Hanighen must be rolling over 
in his grave at the unfortunate devolution of his once-stellar newsictter, 
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One of the merchants of death profiled in the book is the shadowy 
Sir Basil Zaharoff, a ubiquitous figure of uncertain ethnic origins who 
was a major behind-the-scenes player in the intrigues of the first quarter 
of the 20th century. 

A wealthy and powerful arms merchant who was once called “the 
mystery man of Europe, Zaharoft is also profiled in a full-length book by 
Guiles Davenport devoted to Zaharoff’s ugly career entitled Zabaroff: 
High Priest of War First published in the 1930s, this book was recently 
republished in 2010 by Kessenger Legacy Reprints and is very much a 
hook that deserves consideration 

And, ts vou may have guessed, the tithe of Davenport's book was the 
inspiration foc the title of my own book The High Priests of War 
(American free Press, 2003), dealing with the neo-conservative war: 
mongers of recent vintage. 

Incidentally, Zaharolf appeared as a character in the television mini- 
series Reilly: Ace of Spies (available on DVD) which was based on the 
reablife Cand quite remarkable) career of Sidney Reilly, the Russian-born 
Jewish spy for British intelligence. And it might be added that you may 
wish to see this quite interesting television drama for it docs underscore 
the nature of the high-level intrigues taking place in the years preced- 
ing World War Land the Bolshevik Revolution in Russia. 

In any case, the aforementioned book Merchants of Death played a 
major part in helping spark the officsal Congressional investigation, con- 
ducted by hard-driving populist Sen. Gerald Nve (R-N_D) into the inter- 
national arms trade. The famous “Nye Committee hearings” set the stage 
for the enactment of the so-called “isolationist” Neutrality Acts that were 
designed to limit American intervention and meddling abroad, but 
which. in the end, failed under the assault of the warmongering inter- 
nationalists who were determined to involve the United States in the 
war against Hiller and Germany. 

Along with Merchants of Death, another volume that helped 
inspire Sen. Nye's efforts to stop the profiteering by the arms oakers 
and the money lenders ts the now-legendary War fs a Racket by highly. 
decorated retired Marine Major General Smedley Darlington Butler. This 
combative and colorful account by Buller Gvidely available on the 
Internet today) is must reading and is, in many ways, a lasting com- 
memorative tribute 16 Butler who, in his final years, adamandy opposed 
U.S. involvement in the war against Hitler, a point that many people who 
today celebrate Butler hesitate to mention 

There are several other important volumes that should be noted in 
the context of the discussion of power elites and their involvement in 
global corporate and financial chicanery. 
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The first of these is The Co Cola Wars: The Story ny of the Global Battle 
Between the Coca-Cola Company and PepsiCo, », Inc. (Everest House, 
1980) by J.C. Louis and Harvey Yazijian. As the tide suggests this is a 
study of the political and cconomic wars fought over several decades 
benveen the two major international corporate soda icons 

This is a little-known subject, but it is especially fascinating because 
it demonstrates how two well-known corporate empires have played 
outa panoramic deama of rivalry and intrigue of the first (and worst) 
order, not only here in America but across the world, You'll find con- 
nections to the CIA and organized crime, dictators and diplomats, big 
names and notso-big names. It’s a book that ane really does need to 
understand the political impact of the major multinational corporations. 
And beeause these corporations are so much a part of our everyday Ie, 
that is what makes this volume all the more interesting 

Another book, dealing with the intrigues of a well-known American 
corporation, a multinational giant, that has had significant political intlu- 
cnee, particularly in the Latin American region, is The fish That Ate the 
Whale: The Life and Times of America’s Banana King (Farrar, Straus & 
Giroux, 2012 > by Rich Cohen. This is the story of the Russian Jewish 
immigrant, Samucl Zemurray, who came to the United States and from 
his base of operations in New Orleans came inte control of the United 
Fruit Company which is generally known to have played a part Glong- 
side the CIA) in the revolutions of Central America 

Zemurray is a colorful figure who was a major political player 
through United Fruit and who emerged as a leading figure in the inter- 
national Zionist movement. And for what it’s worth, Cohen speculates 
about the possibility —but never says fat out—that Zemureay may have 
been behind the assassination of Louisiana's legendary populist Muev 
Long, who was one of Zemureay's fiercest foes. In any case, the position 
of the United States in Latin America today—tfor better or worse—is pre- 
cisely because of the activities of Zemurray and his company which has 
come to represent the historic face of American imperialism, 

Needless to say, the big players in global affairs have their power 
because of their vast financial resources. But ultimately, the real power 
comes, in many respects, through their control of the mass media. 

Laddressed the specific Zionist influence on the mass media when 
Licctured at the Zaved Centre for Coordination and Follow-Up, the Arab 
League think tank, in Abu Dhabi in the United Arab Emirates in Mareh of 
2003. Afterward, more than 10,000 copies of the transcript of that lec- 
ture were distributed by Amertcan Free Press.

niost Comprehensive work on the medi: itself is fae from being politica! 
analysis of any sort. Instead, it is an assembly of corporate data rehiting 
to“who owns whatas far as the major media is concerned. 

The volume is Hoover's Guide to Media Companies (eterence 
Press, 1996) and although it is now somewhat dated, it nonetheless pro- 
vides solid informiution and leads reliting to the basic facts about who 
controls the major media corporations. 

This detailed volume has not received the distribution anc! discus: 
sion in “dissident” circles it deserves but it belongs in the library of every 
student of political affairs because you simply cannot underscuid polit- 
ical realities unless you understand the media and who controls it and 
whit they do with their control of the media 

Our own mitional weekly newspaper, Aviertcan Pree Press, con- 
founded miny people by taking as its more-or-less unolitend slogan the 
eutch phrase,“ The Media is The Enemy.” 

After all, people respond: American Pree Press is part of the media, 
Why, they ask, would a media voice say Unt the media is the enemy? 

The sad truth, in answer lo Uuut question, is tat the media és the 
cnemy. And the job of an independent voice such us American Hee 
Press is to cut through the lies of the cosmtrofled medi:i—those media 
forces that are under the Unum of the New World Order and Che pluto- 
cratic elite —and do something very simple; tell che (ruth, 

Fortunately, though, American Free Press does not stand alone in 
blowing the whistle on media censorship and corruption. 

In the realm of media Censorship, one simply cannot miss the con 
linuing jMnual series of books published under the aegis of Project 
Censored at Sonoma Stiue University in California, Beginning in 1976, 
Project Censored assembled a distinguished panel of media personali- 
lics and others whe reviewed the performance of the mass media dur- 
ing the previous year and they have judged which stories have been the 
“most censored” storics, 

And in 1994 (beginning with the mast censored stories of the pre- 
vious year), Project Censored began publishing its annual secics of 
books, mentioned above, not only detailing the censored stories, but also 
providing supplementary material on the nature of media censorship, 
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For more on Project Censored, sce its website at prajectcen- 
sored.org, where you can find a complete overview of its historic work 
and information about the availability of its yearly volumes which are 
published by Seven Stories Press. 

I'm pleased to sty that for the year L990 my own employer, The 
Spotlight. won not one, but two, awards fram the project, including the 
prize for having publicized the most censored story of the year, namely 
that the George H.W. Bush administration had given Iniqi leader Saddam 
Hussein acgreen light’ to invade Kuwait, only after which the American 
rezime then reversed course and decided to wage war against Iran, 

The sccond winning report published by The Spottight deculed an 
outrageous scheme by then-Rep. Newt Gingrich to effectively scrap the 
Bill of Rights via the egis of a so-called “crime” bill which he introduced 
in Congress but which, thankfully, was never pissed, 

It's no surprise to read regular commentary in American free Press 
(AFP) about how corrupt the American media really is. In fact, that per- 
ception is growing Widely, particulirly as new revelations continue to 
emerge regarding the complicity of the media monopoly in perpetrating 
the Bush administration's outrageous lies about Saddam Hussein and his 
mythical cache of weapons of mass destruction. But you may be sur: 
prised to hear a bevy of big-name journalists with roots in the self-styled

the print and broadcast media, confirming everything you ever thought 
was bad about the media is exactly (rue. 

In his introduction, Vidal reminds readers of how President Bush 
himself actually warned the press,” You better watch what you say” but 
the truth is that the media actually proved itself to be a friendly lapdog 
for Bush and the intrigues of his neo-conserviutive cabal that we have 
dubbed “the high priests of war? And as Vidal comments, “In the lun- 
dreds of wars that the United States has fought since the Union was 
invented, at every ime Of true crisis a small group can always be count 
cd upon to use the crisis of the day to stifle Iree speech.” In fact, that 
small group includes the masters of the American media. 

Although, of course, it is well Knewn Gt least to informed 
observers) that the American media has a peculiar proclivity for pro- 
molting the interests of the state of Israel and forever “talking up" events 
of mid-20th century recalled as “the Holocaust,” the multiplicity of writ- 
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ers whose works appear in /ato the Buzzsaw point out Chat the mass 
media can also be counted upon to cover-up or atherwise distort rele: 
vant news and imormation about a wide varicty of topics, often to pro- 
tect favored special interests or to suppress misdeeds by the high and 
mighty, both within government ind in the corporate arena. 

Many tend to view the major media as being somewhat “liberal” and 
while this is truc,in many respects, the writers of Buzzsau demonstrate 
conclusively and effectively that the majoc media and its controllers are 
indeed rather “conservative” in that they actively work to maintain the 
status quo: cule of America Gund the world) by a select, well-placed few 
(including, of course, that clique of families and financial interests who 
control the media at the highest levels). As Bizesae'’s editor, Kristina 
Borjesson notes, describing the reality of the “buzzsaw™ 


The buzzsaw is what can rip through you when you try to 
invesligale or expose anything this country’s large institu: 
tions—be they corporate or government—want kept under 
wraps The system fights back with official les, disinformation 
and stonewalling. 

Your phone starts acting funny. Strange people call you al 
strange hours to give you steange information. The FBI calls you, 
Your cur is broken into and their thief takes your computer and 
your reporter's notebook and leaves everything else behind. 
You feel like you've been sucked into a game of Dungeons ancl 
Dragons. 

It gets harder and harder to distinguish truth and reality 
from falschood and fiction. The sense of fear and paranoia is, at 
times, overwhelming. 

Walk into the buzzsaw and youll cut right to this layer of 
reality. You will feel a deep sense of loss and betrayal. A shock: 
ing shill in paradigm, Anyone who hisn't experienced it will 
call you crazy. Those who don't know the truth, or are covering 
it up, will call you a conspiracy nut. 

The word “conspiracy” is commonly used now (either as an 
adjective or part of a phrase) to maligo those who raise unpop- 
ular questions about sensitive issues, The fact is, conspiracies do 
exist. There are laws on the books addressing Urem and Justice 
Department officials deal with them all the time. 


For her own part, Borjesson—an award-winning former CBS and 
CNN journalist ~encountered the “buzzsaw” when she was investig:t- 
ing the downing of TWA Flight 800 off the coust of New York (the topic 
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of two essays in Bezzsaw).The very bosses who assigned her the story 
ultimately played a part in the effort to help the government cover-up 
of what really happened.

According to the sworn testimony in federal court of a 
twenty year Viking Press editor, William Decker, the term was 
used in the industry to describe how publishers killed off 
boaks without authors’ awareness or consent ... The mecha 
nism used is simple: cut off the book's life-support system by 
reducing the initial print run so that the hook “cannot price 
profitably according to any conceivable formula,” refuse to do 
reprints, drastically slash the book's advertising budget, and al 
but cancel the promotional tour The publisher's purpose is to 
kill off a beok that, lor one reason or another, is considered 
“troublesome” or potentially so . 


Later, in these pages, we'll find another example of “privishing,” 
numely the active effort by a publisher to suppress one of its own books 
on the life and times of Katharine Grabam, longtime graide dane 
behind the Weshfrgton Post media empire. But the truth és that there 
are probably a lot more examples of privishing that we've never heard 
about—and never will 

Suffice it to say, there's a lot more in Bezzsa: that readees will find 
are including Monika Jensen-Stevenson’s riveting account of the 
official U.S. government cover-up of American POWs alive in Vietnium 
long after the Wir Was over—a topic most thoroughly written about for 
some 25 years by the late Mike Blair.a decent chap who was at longline 
correspondent for American Free Press and The Spotlight hefore it 
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Into the Buzrzsau is iculy “must” reading for those who want first: 
hand insights into the corruption of the major media by some of the 
very journalists who lived through it, sometimes at risk to Uber own 
lives. Readers will learn a tot about how the media really works, from a 
behind-the-scenes perspective that is sometimes quite chilling. 

Now having addressed the fact that the power elite bave managed 
to grib contral of —and misuse—the mass media in America, living 
gained that mechanism of influence through the vast financial resources 
wt their command, it's appropriate, at Unis juncture, to digress Jor a 
moment and take a look at several of the major media empires that hive 
such an immense stranglehold on public policy in America today as it 
consequence of their wide-ranging influence: their domination of news: 
papers, magazines, television and radio—and, increasingly, the Internet. 

And as we shall see, the truth is that these media combines are cis- 
linctly Jewish and devoted to the New World Order agenda.

Most Americans—citizens of the wealthiest, most powerful 
and most idea-swathed country in the world—by a very wide 
Margin own nothing more thin their household goods, a lew 
vliticring gadgets such as automobiles and television sets Cusu- 
ally purchased on the installment plan, many at second hand) 
and the clothes on their backs. A horde if not a majority of 
Americans live in shacks, cabins, hovels, shanties, hand-me- 
down Victorian eve sores, rickety tenements and flaky apart 
ment buildings. ... 

At the same time, a relative handful of Americans are exifiv: 
agantly endowed, like princes in the Arabian Nights ates. 


Now, today, in the 21st Century, America’s elite: Princes they are— 
but not Arabian The media taiks about the wealth of the Arb sheiks but 
the accumulated wealth of American Jews—and the political influence 
that comes with i—awarls that of those Arabian princes, 

So although Lundberg’'s books are dated and do not aderess the vast 
uccumulation of Jewish wealth that has spiraled in the years since 
Lundberg assembled his panoramic study of the American plutocracy — 
they are a valuable contribution to the lore. And the fact is that Jewish 
media influence has likewise spiraled, along with the rise of Jewish 
influence m1 other areas of American life. 

lt should be noted —in regard to the aspect of Jewish wealth in rela 
tionship to America’s ruling elite today—what Professor Norman 
Cantor—a respected fewish scholar—remarked in his controversial 
book, The Sacred Chath: The History of the Jews s (HarperCollins, 1994), 

Cantor's hook was s harshly criticized by muiny Jewish commentators 
for its free-wheeling candor, Cantor wrote: 


Jews in the four decades after 1940 came home in American 
society to suburban comfort, to penetration of academia and 
the privileged bastions of the learned professions, (o Corporute 
business, Lo politics and government and controlling levels of 
the media. Jews were over-represented in the learned profes- 
sions by a kictor of five or six. 
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in 1994 Jews were only three percent of the American pop- 
ukuion but their impact was equivalent to aq ethnic group con: 
prising twenty percent of the population, 

Nothing in Jewish history equaled this degree of Jewish 
accession to power, wealth and prominence. 

Not in Muslim Spain, not in carly 20th century Germany, not 
in Israel itself, because there were no compiurable levels ot 
wealth and power on a world-class scale in Uiat small country 
to attain, 


Cantor concluded: "The Morgins, the Rockefellers, the Tirrim.ans, 
the Roosevelts, the Kennedys, the titins of bygone eras, they lave been 
superseded by [the Jew] as flawless achiever... 7 

In fitet, Cantor specifically cited Lawrence Tisch, the now-<leceased 
Jewish billionaire whose family gstined control of the ¢ ‘BS medi cnipice, 
as the very personification of the “flawless achiever” who ad super: 
seded the old-line fimilies of wealth and power. And there cain be no 
denving that their influence in the media has helped make Jewish 
power Brow ever stronger 

So we do have these Jewish Gumilics that have emerged to become 
so powerful And while most of them, as | noted in The New Babrion, 
are lite known to the public at large, theee are a baundful whose names 
have become synonymous with very real wealth and power in America, 
certainly in the mings of those “in the know? 

Here we'll examine severbal books focusing on a number of those 
families who are particularly influential in the mass medic. 

Foremost among them are the Bronfmans. This fimily rose to the 
top of the crime syndicate in Canada, during the early part of the 20th 
century, acting in close partnership with the US-based based Cut inter- 
nationally influcatialy Mever Lansky, the longtime chicl of the crime syn- 
dicate, Much more about whom we will learn liter in these pages 

In fact, as | noted in The New Babylon, in a chapter devoted to the 
Hronfmans, they were among the primary forces Cilangside Meyer 
Lansky) behind the Jegendary Al Capone, to the point that Capone wits 
hardly more than yet another “front man” for the Jewish kings of crime 
operating behind the scenes while Capone stole the headlines, So care- 
ful study of the Bronfman family is critical to anyone with a serious 
interest in the real forces shaping our world today, 

In any case, despite his mob connections, dynasty founder Sam 
Bronfman still rose to utter distinction and prominence as a respected 
“philanthropist” and head of the World Jewish Congeess, a titan of indus- 
try, hard-nosed to be sure, but a gooxl public citizen—ar so they say 
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There are two notible books about the Bronfmans that are worth 
anyone's time, Peter _C. Newman's Phe Bronfman Dynasty: The 
Rothschilds of the New World (McClelland & Stewart, 1978) and 
Nicholas Piuith’s The Bronfinans: The Rise and Fall of the House of 
Seagram (Thomas Dunne Books, 2006). -_ 

While ouiny people only connect the Brontman name with 
Seagnanr’s liquor, these books demonstrate iat the Bronfmans have had 
an extraordinary cole in all realm of finance, industry, real estate and in 
the media. And the Brontmans’ media holdings are immense. 

The biggest by far of the Bronfmans’ media holdings, Time Warner. 
was, al one point, the largest media corporiution in terms of annual rev- 
enues, actually 50 times Lirger in terms of annual sales than the world's 
50th largest media firm 

Onee the lieldom of American media icon Henry Luce, founder of 
the Time-Life publishing empire, this global media conglomerate was 
dominited by Edgar Bronfman, who was, for miny years—tike his father, 
Sum, before him—president of the World Jewish Congress. The mergec 
in the 1980s of the former “Lucepress” (as it was known in its heyday) 
with Warner Communications set the stage for expansive growth of this 
nuissive worldwide empire, which has more than 200 subsidiaries. 

Although Bronfman’s Seagrim Company did not purchase a con- 
trolling interest in Time-Warner until 1993, longtime Bronfman associ- 
ites with Lansky crime syndicate connections badd already established 
themselves in this once eminently American media empire. 

The Warner Brothers Studios, the fimed Hollywood film company, 
wits actully merged with the Seven Arts Production Campany, based in 
Canada, in L967 The founder of Seven Arts was Louis Chesler, a longtime 
front man tor Lansky and the Jewish crime syndicate. The new operition | 

formed by the merger was dubbed “Warner Communications 

Not surprisingly, a major stockholder in Warner was the infamous 

“fight capital” money laundering empire known as Investors Overseas | 
Service, which was headed by Bernard Cornfeld 

A flamboyant, highly-publicized playboy, Cornfeld was actually no 
more than a functianary for Swiss banker Tibor ' Rosenbium—again, 
much more about w ‘hom later in these pages—a hightes level arms pre- 
curement Official for Isracl’s intelligence service, the Mossad 
Rosenbaum’s Bangue De Credit Internationale, based in Geneva, also 
functioned as the chief money laundry for the Lansky crime syndicate's 
drugs and gambling enterprises. 

Considering all of this, it was probably inevitable the Bronfmans — 
moving trom their organized crime antecedents into the world of “legit- 
imaucy” —would emerge as key phivers in mobbed-up Time Warner. 
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What follows is a representative (although far from: complete) list of 
the more eminent holdings in the Time Warner octopus And although 
some of the specific holdings have, over the years, varied, this initial list- 
ing typifies the extraordinary nature of the wide-ranging media ele- 
ments that have heen controlled by the Bronimans over the years:

* Cable Franchises reaching 11.7 million subscribers; 

* Turner Broadcasting, including all of the CNN holdings, including

* Magazines: Tine, Peaple, Sports ilustrated, Sports Uitestrated for 
Kids, Life, Fortune, Money, Vibe, in Site, Parenting, Buby Talk, Martha 
Stewart Living, Sunset, Health, Hippocrates, Asia Week, President, Whe, 
Entertainment Weekly, Cooking Light, Southern Living, DC Comics 
(50% holdings), and American Lawyer (83.25% holdings); and, 

* Book Publishing: Oxmeor House, Sunset Books, Little, Brown &

And although Time Warner was very much a Bronfman-dominated 
operation through the Time Warner shares held by the Scapram compa 
ny, Seagram became a major media conglomentte on its own, Edgar 
Bronfman’s son, Edgar Ir, operated Seagram as his personal plaything 
after Seagram boveht control of Hollywood tient agency-turned-studia 
giant, MCA. This brought MCA subsidiaries—such as Universal Studios 
and the Universal Music Group, the largest music firm in the world, 
along with Polygram, a major music company, as well as TV channels 
throughout Europe and Latin America—under Bronfman control, 

(Later, in our chapter on the literature on organized crime, we'll find 
out much more about MCA and its role in the cise to power of one of 
America's most respected political leaders—and its a shocker ) 

That the Bronfmans should have ended up in control of MCA, with 
its own ugly history of mob connections. is no surprise. considering the 
longtime Bronfman link to the Jewish crime syndicate and its connect. 
ed elements in the mass media and the global Zionist movement. 

In more recent years, the Bronfman media empire—like all majar 
media conglomerates—has gone through many changes, but the fact 
remains that this powerful Jewish family has been ane of the foremost 
forces in the media world today. 

Another particularly influential Jewish family in the mass media is 
that of S. L“SiT Newhouse and his brother Donald who are among the 
wealthiest people inAmerica today They are the sons of the lace Russian: 
born Samuel Newhouse, the founder of the Newhouse meclia dynasty. As 
readers of my previous work, the Cataphas Complex, will perhaps 
recall, the Newhouse family bought control of iat fine little rural weekly 
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in the small community in Central Pennsylvania (neve the capital in 
Harrisburg) where | was raised. However, my concerns about the 
Newhouse empire go far beyond my own personal interest in their 
affairs, for their gigantic publishing dynasty reaches fur and wide across 
the American republic and they control same of the most importiunt 
media in America «xlay. Newhouse hoklings, in recent: years, have 
included such publications as the following:

There are two key books on *Si7 Newhouse who is the driving force 
behind the Newhouse conglomerate today and, interestingly, both of 
these books are quite negative in their assessment of Newhouse and his 
enterprises. The first book is Newhouse: AU the Glitter, Power and 
Glory of America’s Richest Media Entpire and the Secretive Man 
Bebind ft Johnson Books, 1997), The author, Phomas Mater, spares noth- 
ing in detailing the nature of this media monopoly,

Another book is Citizen Newhouse: Portrait of a Media Merchant 
(Seven Stories Press, £998) by Carol Felsenthal whose book was 
deseribed, in part, by Publisher's Weekly as "an often penetrating look at 
the Machiavellian politics that lie just beneath the ultra-sleek facade of 
the Newhouse empire” 

The story of how the Newhouse family geabbed control of Tbe 
Harrisburg Patriot, the staily in the Pennsylvania state capital, is inter 
esting. to say the least. The longtime publisher of the paper was a man 
of the classic liberal and populist persuasion, an old-fashioned progres- 
sive Who was opposed to newspaper Monopolies of the Iype repre: 
sented by the Newhouse dynasty, He was also, apparently, somewhat 
anti Semitic, In fact, the publisher told his wife that, upon his death, he 
wanted her to make sure that no Jewish publishing barons would step 
in and seize the paper That was the fast thing he wanted, hut that is pre- 
cisely what happened. 

Old Samucl Newhouse—the aforementioned founder of the 
Newhouse dynasty —arranged for a Gentile front man to come in and 
purchase the Harrisburg daily on his behalf. And the former publisher's 
widow was, needless to say. quite taken aback to learn how she had 
been bad through Newhouse trickery 

And it's probably worth noting that when Sam Newhouse bought 
control of the distinguished Times-Picayune newspaper in New 
Orleans, he bragged “1 just bought New Orleans” 

Later. in these pages, we will come across the Newhouse family and 
its media empire in our review of organized crime and the published 
books relative thereto, These details will likewise prove most revealing 

In The fdas Goats | examined the strange history (and intluence) 
of the media empire of Rupert Mucdoch, sponsar of much of the neo- 
conservative peo-Zionist propaganda that is so prevalent in the avss 
media today, Through his Fox News, Murdoch has been kirgely respon 
sible for the cise of such media icons as Sean Hannity and Bill O'Reilly. 
but his media outlets (which seem to be growing in number) hive also 
given voice. in one form or another, to such other conservative Hgures 
as Rush Limbaugh, Glenn Beek, Lvura Ingraham, Anne Coulter, etc The 
list of those in the Murdoch sphere of influence is immense. 

Beyond question, Fox has emerged—perhaps even more so than 
the theee “liberal” networks—ABC, CBS, and NBC—as one of the most 
dangerous and divisive forces operating in our world today. Let’s take a 
quick look at just what this formidable media empire constitutes: 

* The Weekly Standard magazine, run tor Murdoch by “neo-con- 
servative” William Kristol. son of the “ex-Trotskyile” neo-conscrvative 
godfather, Irving Kristol. (This magazine is one of the most loudly —not 
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humor and the Christian faith was constantly upheld as somehow being 
a virtua torm of evil, responsible for the ceagedics of the past. America’s 
Founding Fathers were painted as evil and counter-culture figures were 
held up as role models for American youth. The list of very valid com- 
plunts about the three major networks, their “news” coverage and their 
programming could go on and on. 

As Americans became more ind more aware of the filth and the 
dibeeal” propagandizing, many peaple—but not enough, sac to say— 
begin to take a closer look at the “who"—nather than the “what"—ot 
the three major networks, That is,Americans began to recognize that the 
three major networks were tightly-controlicd mega-corporations held in 
the hands of a tiny clique of interlocking Mumilies and finanenil groups 
who were hirzely of Jewish origin, 

Whats more, the Jewish influence in the editorial and manigement 
levels in the “news” divisions of the three major networks was also 
becoming increasingly more obvious. In short, people began to reco: 
nize that the “liberal! networks were effectively the media voices of a 
Jewish elite whose vilues—ind interests—did not. in any way, shape or 
form, represent those of the vast majority of the American people. 

As a consequence, there began to emerge a distinct dissilisiichon 
with the three major networks, bul a growing talk in the hearthinds 
theut “fewish control of the media” To he sure, many folks were not so 
yocal about discussing the Jewish aspect of the problem with Uhe oet-

And on occasion, some big names in American life—ringing from 
former Vice President Spiro Agnew to General George Brown, chairman 
af the Joint Chiets of Stuf and even Lollywood giants such as Robert 
Mitchum and Marlon Brando and famed author Truman Capote —iactua- 
lv dures! to say publicly that there was an inordinate Jewish intiucnee 
upon Cor control of} the major media outlets in America, 

in the end. this disillusionment with the broadcast industry and its 
machinitions actually set the slage, in ouiny respects, for the rise of 
Ronald Reagan and his election to the presidency in 198Q. Americans 
were looking for a change and while Keagan promised a “new conser- 
vulism,” in the end it proved to be something entirely different. Bul 
Americans were cager for an alternative to the “liberal” media—and 
tlong came Rupert Murdoch to the “rescue” —or so it seemed. 

Americans fed up with the “liberal” media now had a selfappoint- 
ed savior, a colorful foreign-born media tveoon who scemed to share 
their dissatisfaction and who seemed lo provide a real “allermative” [ut 
that “alternative is not what mast Americans were really looking for, and 
many folks don't realize they've been conned—in fact, conned big-time. 
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Although iready well-established in Australia as a growing, media 
power on lis own, Murdoch quiedy received the international sponsor- 
ship and financial backing of some of the world’s most wealthy and 
powerful Jewish families: the Rothschilds of Europe. the Bronfmans of 
Canad suid the Oppenheimers of South Africa. With their firm support, 
he began expanding his empire into Britain and around the planet, 

In short order, Rupert Murdoch became the “hottest” item in the 
global media, and soon wis On his way to achieving vast wealth beyond 
his wildest dreams and immense political power through the rise of his 
News Corporttion empire and the lucrative advertising industry. It is 
thus no wonder that Murdoch himself came to be counted, along with 
the Rothschilds, Bronfinans and Oppenheimers, as part of a group quite 
correctly described as "The tillionaire Gang of Four? 

And incidentally, although it is an “established fict” —if you believe 
everything you see on the Internet—that “Murdoch is Jewish” there's a 
litte bit more to the story than niceis the eye. 

Although Murdoch's crities elien point to his mother's maiden 
mime—which was “Greene"—as “proof” of Murdoch's Jewish 
antecedents, is my understanding—from a hightly-placed Australian 
source who was, for many years, closely associated with Murdoch—that 
while Murdoch does have Jewish anteccdents trom his mother’s lineage, 
the Greene family itsell was not Jewish Gts the name, which is often 
Jewish, might stiggest). However, there was Jewish blood within the 
Greene finily duc to intermarriage st one point in its history 

In ay case, the truth is dat Murdoch was sponsored by powerful 
Jewish interests aad remains their very powerful front man today, 

Now well established, Murdoch's media voices, particularly Fox 
News, press “hot button” issues—such as abortion, sy rights, prayer in 
schools—that stir up animositics between the so-called "Christian Right” 
orgintzations aad the groups to which they stand in opposition. 

Meanwhile, ironically, other Murdoch media outlets, such as Fox 
Television, are responsible for promoting some of the worst garbage 
ever (o ippeur on American television scecens. Yet, for some reason, the 
Christian Right folks who revel in Fox News’ “conservative” slant scem 
to miss the point Chat Rupert Murdoch's media conglomerate is caking 
in advertising billions by sefling sleaze. 

All che while, of course, the Murdoch media is busy promoting the 
interests of the Zionist movement. And that, above all, is the most impar- 
tant point that needs to be recognized. 

Although Murdoch ane his media play the game of providing an 
“alternatives they are, in fact, providing a "controlled opposition: keep- 
ing the “conservative” and “craditional’ American ranks in line, touting 
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the Zionist cause its an “American” one, a cause that is fully in line with 
not “making America great again” (in the imagery of Ronald 
Reaganesque rhetoric) but in reality making America into their engine 
of empire—and one Uhat is ruled by the Zionist clite. 

In other words, Fox News is loudly —and proudly—promoting the 
theme that America is the world’s voice for sanity and democracy and 
that it is, quite simply, America’s job to rule the world. 

And that is the Zionist agenda today; America’s capital and 
resources, its oulitiry men and women, its massive arsenal, are to be 
used for the establishment of a global imperium to advance the agenda 
of the well-heeled Jewish plutocrats and their international network of 
allied corporate interests and Kleological soulmiates. 

While there are many good Americans who believe the Fox News 
Ghat is, Zionis) propaganda line that America must use its power ‘for 
good, —even at the sacrifice of the thousands of lives of Americans and 
others—there are many more Americans (and others worldwile} who 
don't share that philosophy. 

However, Fox News—and other clements in the Zionist propagan- 
da network—have begun to advance the theme that iinyone who stands 
in the way of this global agenda is somehow “anti-American” and cee: 
tainly “anti-Semitic” ind also, even, “anti-Christian’). 

Legistition such as the so-called Patriot Act and other mechanisms 
of control are being put into place in order to suppress dissent against 
the Zionist agenda. And Fox News is on the frontlines promoting these 
Orwellian schemes. 

Americans must surrender to the winds the idea that “well, Pox 
savs many good things, and to abandon the rationale that such voices 
from the Fox stable (or should we say “gutter™4) as Glenn Beck, Bill 
O'Reilly, Sean Hannity ind others are "often right? Fox and its adherents 
are dangers to America and they are dangers ta the world 

While Fox presents the “conservative” side of the coin—ostensi- 
bly—the other major media forces in America join Fox in promoting the 
Zionist agenda (hrough and through. 

And this brings us full circle, for there is absolutely no question thit 
it is through the control of the major medi in America that these pow- 
erful Jewish families have gained such a foothold in the American polit- 
ical arena.

o while there is a distinct Jewish favor to the “new clite” in 

America, there ace still certain Gipparenty) non-Jewish families 

who bear examination, if only because of the political GP nat 
financial) power that they have accumulated 

The terms “philandering. “bootlegging, and “wheeling and dealing’ 
are almost synonymous with the legend of the Lic Ambassador Joseph 
Kennedy and his sons, hick, Hobby and Ted. However, according to one 
yetenin American author, the terms “arois deals” clandestine operons, 
“money Lundering banks” and also—iappropriitely—" cover-up” are vir- 
tually synonymous with one of America’s prominent political dynis- 
tics—the Bush fanmih 

In his devastating—even daring—expose, American Dynasty 
(Viking/Penguin, 2004), prolilic weiter and commentitor Kevin Phillips 
laid bare much of the truly sordid story of the intrigues and corruption 
of not only President George W Bush and his brothers and their father 
but also of several generations beforchand. (Earlier, on pages 41-42 we 
reviewed some of Phillips other significant writings on the nature of the 
American phitocracy Truly, all his books are very much of wterest,) 

Subtitled “Aristocracy, Fortune, and the Politics of Deceit in the 
House of Bush, American Dynasty ts a quite Liscinating 397-page lis- 
tory of the Bush family that is, in a sense, also a ltistory of many of the 
most shattering political and financial scandals that have engulfed 
America during the past 100 years, 

What Phillips has written—and which is based on a wide-ranging 
array of sources coming [rom a variety Of points of View —stgpests that 
while the Kennedys were engaged in miucous selfsatisfaction, often iat 
the expense of conventional moral standards and in contravention of 
the law, the Bushes were hardly different at all and certainly even more 
broad-ranging Gind dangerous to the world) when all is said and done 

Lalke the Adams dynasty—which produced a bevy of public-spir- 
ited (albcit sometimes mean-spirited and even personally Contentious) 
political figures such as Presidents Joba Adams and his son Jolin Quincey, 
along with writer and philosopher Henry Adams and diplomat Charles 
Francis Adams—the Bushes (rom the beginning) have kirgely been 
money-oriented all along, using the political arena as a means to enrich 
thei personal wealth and that of their clite cronies And in the process 
of so doing, Phillips reveals, (he Bushes have —as a consequence—sub- 
jected the Americun political process (and our nation’s place in the 
workl) to a series of events, even upheavals, that have set the United 
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States on a disastrous course that threatens ta undermine the 
Constitutional foundations upon which this mation was built 

Pointing out that—despite their claim (real or not) of being related 
lo the royal family of the British empire, the Bushes are “the notquite 
roval family” of America and that “Unrough four vice presidential and 
presidential terms, (Wo emblematic wars with Iraq, and an unknown 
number of covert operations, the fortunes of the United States in the 
world’s principal cockpit of diptomaecy and religious fervor would be 
significantly swayed by a single family’s entanglements, mistakes, finan. 
cial alliances, and commitments.”A mouthful for certain—but quite fae: 
tually correct indeed 

Over the veaurs—widely scattered in reports in the major media— 
there have been hints regarding this pattern of Bush misbehavior, but 
only independent media voices such as Amertcan free Press have 
dared to give direct and sustained focus to this “hidden history” of the 
Bush dynasty. 

In fact. while reading American Dynasty, you may find yoursell 
thinking: Chis sounds a lot like what Ive already read in American Pree 
Press, GF you hippen to be a reader of that newspaper, and you should 
be) and—chinces are—you have indeed read it there, plus lots, lots 
more Phillips’ catalogue of Bush family shenanigans is by no means 
complete, but it puts much of it on the record all between Uwe covers. 

In that regard, i's really no coincidence that—nearly a decade 
ago—some of AFP's editors were responsible for publishing (in the now: 
defunct Spotiight) a bricf but telling overview of the first Bush presi- 
dency frankly addressing the rather controversial question “fs Your 
President a Crook?" Nat only does Phillips book answer that question 
conclusively but it establishes, beyond question. that such tendencies 
are widespread within the Bush family through successive generations. 

The BCCI scandal, the secret arming of Iraq, the corrupt 
Punamanian dictitorship of the CLAS favorite dictator, Manuel Noriega, 
the fran-contrit arms smuggling and monev-liundering debacle—all of 
this and more directly involves the Bush family and its longtime involve- 
mentin the underworld of intelligence intrigue, all of which, in turn, is 
linked to the predatory practices of the international banking and oil 
industry clites of which the Bushes have long been a part, ranging back 
1© the earliest days of the 20th century 

The modern-day Enron and Halliburton corruption scandats that 
were swirling around the "Dubya? Bush administration were only the lip 
of a very large iceberg and simply part—as Phillips notcd—of a pattern 
that was becoming all too clear. 

Citing economic policies pursued by both Bush 41 and Bush 43. 
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Philips charged that the Bush chin favored “the small rich geoup of rich 
Americans” at the expense of the vast portion of the American popula- 
tion, Phillips—a_ veteran weiter with a host of informative books under 
his belt {see pages 41-42)—is no conventicnal “left wing” eritic carping 
it Republicans, In fret, as noted cartier, Phillips is widely recognized as 
the philosophical architect of the GOP's famed “Southern Strategy” that 
brought Ronald Reagan to the White House and Inid the groundwork for 
GOP dominance in Congress for much of the last quarter century. 

However, Phillips has come to recognize—although many of his for- 
mer GOP stalwarts have not—that the Republican Party's policies are 
anything but “papulist”"—although they claim to be—and have, instead, 
enriched (10 an increasingly greater and ever-escalating degree) an ever- 
more smaller portion of the American population 

In previous books he produced, Phillips brooded upon this phe 
nomenon and predicted, more than once, the emergence ol a genuine, 
RAIssroots populist rebellion against a lop-heavy, moneymad, power: 
grabbing plutocratic clite. Phillips's blast—aimed al the Bushes— 
focused on one elite family in particular, one that censains highly influ. 
ential in the political machinery of the Republican Party 

Phillips aiso treaded on “dangerous” ground by delving into the fact 
that President George W. Bush (even in conteast to his father) was guid- 
ed in many of his initiatives in the conduct of U.S. involvement in the 
Middle East by a particular Christian religious fundamentalist tradition 
that places Israel's security at the center of American foreign palicy mak- 
ing. In tact, Phillips revealed that Bush's chief speech writer, Mark 
Gerson, & college theology major. had thoroughly mastered a technique 
that one amilyst. cited by Phillips. says is the art of “double-coding” the 
presuleat’s speeches so that Bush “could relay one message to sceular 
listeners and another to the fithhal awaiting their reassurance” 

Considering this, it's oo wonder then that pro-Isract hard-iner and 
Republican Party operative Gary Bauer said (during the "Dubya" reign of 
terror) Chit Junior Bush was, at Jeast at that point, the “leader” of the so- 
called “Christian fundamentalist right’ in America. And that also explains 
why Dubya Bush geared his policies in the tashion he did. 

All of this—and much more—appears in the pages of American

ing—but not limited to—the Nazi Party, 

American binks and corporuions did work with the Hitler regime, 
usually a continuation of previous financial arrangements with German 
governments going back decades, but this was not part of any grand 
conspiricy to bring Hitler to power, In short, the cltim that the Bush 
family was integral to the cise of Hitler is just a myth. 

Kevin Phillips—no admirer of the Bush dynasty—examines the

Bankers, ostensibly written by one “Sidney Warburg” one of those 
Jewish bankers.” But this document, ts we've said, isa fraud. And the 
truth is that those who cite this fraud as proof of Jewish bankers having 
backed Hitler have clearly not even read the document which—by the 
way—stiles emphatically that it was aot Jewish bankers who financed 
Hitler, but, instead, that it was a collection of noa-fewish bankers and 
financial interests.

The late Antony Sutton’s Wall Street aud the Rise of Hitler has pro- 
moted this theory, based in part on the Warburg travesty, and has given 
further institutionalization to this mythology—the truth be damned, Io 
fact Sutton’s aforementioned book, which also hints at Rockefeller back: 
ing for Hitler, exploring the topic at some fength over several pages, 
actually concludes with the assessment that there is, in fact, no real 
proof ot even Rockefeller support for Hider! 

It is as simple sts that There was no big conspiracy by the Bush fiun- 
ily, or the Rockefellers or iiny Jewish financial interests to advance Hider 
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wnd the Nazi Party. And anyone who is interested in the truth about who 
financed Hitler, they need only refer to the foremost study on the topic, 
Who Financed Hitler: The Secret Funding of Hitler's Rise to Power, by

Irom snuul contributions and—believe it or not—from the sitle of party 
initorms, booklets and literature, badges and other memorabilia 

Large contributions from corporations were relatively few and far 
between and, despite the ever-present myth that “Jewish bankers 
financed Hider” the truth es that the one definite contribution from a 
Jewish financier, one Paul Silverberg, to anvone associated with the Nazi 
Party was actually provided lo Gregor Strasser, who was actually one of 
Hitler's rivals inside the Nazi Party, such donation having been given to 
stop Utitler rather than to support him! 

For the moment, however, we must make a critical digression, to 
explore the muchaliscussed rekuionship between Nazi Germany and 
the Zionist movement This has been the subject of so much misinfor- 
mation aud deliberate disinformation, much of it spread by well-mean:

While National Socialist Germany did initislly form some loose tac- 
tical arrangements with Zionists in Europe and Palestine, seeing Uhis as 
a way to usher Jews out of Europe, these ties soon disintegrated as the 
Germans recognized that collaboration with the aati-Zionist Arabs in 
North Africa and the Middle East was far more productive for German 
gots.

Let it also be sail that many of those who have adopted the stance 
hat “Hitler was st Zionist” often tend to be incdividuals—however well- 
mMeaning—who use Unt term to > prove” that they aren't “anti-Semitic,” as 
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if to say" Well.even though I'm a critic of Iseaci, Pm not ‘like Hitler’ since, 
after all, it was Hither who helped bring about the state of Iseael.” 

Those who tout this line fail to understand that the Jewish Power 
Elite ancl the Zionist movement scoff at this stance and consider anvone 
who even flirts with this theory to be just as bad as those others who 
are outright, open critics of Isracl, Zionism and the Jewish Agenda. 

The most responsible studies of Germian-Zionist collaboration are

For those who are genuinely interested in the facts, there is proba- 
bly no more comprehensive a volume available today than Warwolves 
of the Iron Cross: the Union Jackal. compiled through the collabora- 
live efforts of Wilfried Heink and Veronica Clark. 

While primarily devoted to a review of the Jewish imperialism (per- 
sonified by the Rothschild family) conducted through the egis of what 
has heen called the “British” Empire—although * Yiddish” is more appro- 
priate than “British” —this volume also covers some pivotal ground aud 
blasts to oblivion some outhindish claims (particularly of recent vears) 
that have received an extraordinary amount of attention on the Internet.

There readers can find access to 
other important works by Clark and her associates, providing factual 
information On Hitler's life and times and other related subjects that

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In addition, a Glented American writer, Martin Kerr, has written an 
authoritative study,’The Myth of Hitler's Jewish Grandfather” which can 
be found on the Internet. Keer examines all of the theories and mean: 
derinygs on this topic and tiys the theory to crest 

But, again, that doesn’t stop the sensationalists frond saying “it must 
be truce: Hitler was aJew and a Zionist. 

Now despite the very accessibility of these facts, this has done neth- 
ing lo prevent aot of ramormongers from spreading the falschood that 
“the Rothschilds” or “ihe Warburgs” or other Jewish money kings 
brought Hitler to power. However, fir too many self-styled “patriots” and 
“truth seekers” (led by Internet icon Afex Jones, perhaps the most noto- 
rious and egregious among them) have latched on to these legends jind 
have, by repeating them relentlessly and with free abandon, have pete 
tically made it appear as though they are facts written in stone. But noth. 
ing could be further from the truth 

While all of this has been a distinct digression, is been a necessary 
one, precisely because there is so much misinformation and deliberate 
disinformation regacding the relationship between Adolf Hitler and the 
Nazis and the Zionist and Jewish Agcnaia that has littered the Internet 
and published works throughout the last half ceatury.And now even the 
indubitably bad Bush gang have been dragged into the picture! 

So, unfortunately, in order to bring history into accord with the 
facts, is critical to address the nonsense 

Now what about that other powerful American political dynasty — 
namely the Clintons? Very few folks are indifferent to Hillary Clinton and 
her husband Bill anc there are (wo books from “mainstream” publishers

What about the Rockefellers? Aren't they the most powerful family 
in America?

Now this will disappoint many people, but here are some facts: The 
often-touted “proof” that “the Rockefellers are Jewish" is not proof «at all 
The rumor about the Rockefellers being lewish stems from the fact that 
author Stephen Birmingham—in his 1971 Harper & Row book, The 
Grandees, & profile of the history of America’s Sephardic Jewish elite 
(descended from Spanish and Portugese fewish families) —mentioned 
that the name “Rockefeller” can be found in a rare 1960 genealogical 
study, Americans of Jewish Descent by Malcolm H. Steen 

Although some sources jumped on thitt information and began cir- 
culating the story that this was “proof” that the Rockefellers are of 
Jewish descent, a close and careful read of the entire commentary by 
Birmingham will demonstrate that the Rockefellers who do have Jewish 
blood in their veins stent from the line of Godfrey Rockefeller who mar- 
ried one Helen Gratz, who was Jewish. Their family members and heirs, 
by the way, were raised in the Episcopal Chureh and have had lithe —if 
anything—to do with Jewish or Israeli affairs. 

Godfrey Rockefeller, in fact, was from a separate line of the 
Rockefeller family, descended from one of the brothers of Jahn D 
Rockefeller, Sr. and was a second cousin to the famed Rockefeller broth- 
ers— Nelson, David, Laurence, and John D. ILL Thus, any traces of Jewish 
blood in Godfrey's heirs cannot be ascribed to the better-known branch 
of the Rockefeller family 

This, of course, is not to suggest that there is not aay Jewish btood 
in the veins of the “famous” Rockefeller brothers, but any charges to that 
eHect should be based on facts, not misinterpretation of a passing refer- 
ence in a book. While there have been a number of undocumented 
claims over the years about alleged Dutch or Spanish Jewish ancestry in 
the John D. Rockeleller line—and they ovay well be accurate—the siost 
widely circtlated story (referenced above) ts just not proof at all. 

It is n© pleasure to sink the popular myth that “the Rockefellers are 
Jewish" that has been widely circulated by many well-meaning people, 
bul the facts about the origin of this rumor speak for themselves 

As far as the Roosevelt family is concerned, there has been widely 
published information suggesting that the Roosevelt family did indeed 
have Jewish forebears, that the original family name was “Rossacampo” 
a name borne by Sephardic Jews who were among thase expelled from 
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Spain in 1620.The name, it is said, was ultimately chanved as various 
family branches settled elsewhere in Europe. Descendants of the Duteh- 
bused members of the family—evidently named Rosenvelt—emiprated 
lo the United States and ultinyiutely the name evolved into the nume 
“Roosevelt” that we know today. 

In the meantime, within several generations, there was inter-miar: 
riage with non-lews and by the time Franklin and Eleanor Roosevelt — 
cousins who became husband and wife—were wealthy young members 
of the American elite, the family had shed its Jewish religious practices. 

During the Roosevelt era, a widely-circulated Roosevelt: family

The lettce added that Mrs. Roosevelt had tokl [Mrs, Wise] 
that “whenever mention is made of our Jewish preat-erancl- 
mother by cousin Alice or myscll, Franklin's mother gets very 
angry sind says," You know that is not so. Why do you say it? 
According to Rabbi Wisc, Mrs, Roosevelt jlso told his wife,“ You 
must make no use of this.) think it is best to let the matter lic 
down now” 
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So while although FDR's anti-Semitic critics may have been right, it 
should be pointed out that both Franklin and Eleanor Roosevelt were 
known to make private anti-Jewish utterances even though they were 
evidently of Jewish extraction—a point that will surprise many, needless 
tO sty. Despite this, both became icons in the Jewish world view, 
However, this phenomenon has scemed to fade during the last years of 
the 20th century Gand the opening years of the 21st ¢ 2eNCUCY) as ageres- 
sive Jewish writers are now contending FOR—despite his bloody world. 
wide war against Hitler—“dida’'t do enough to stop the Holocaust.” 

In any case, it should be noted for the record that this author does 
recall reading, many years ago, in American Herftage magazine, that a 
researcher had found information suggesting FDR's maternal forebears 
in the Delano family were of Jewish origin, an interesting detail consid- 
cring that FDR's mother was herself known to make antijewish 
remarks The author would be pleased if some researcher might be able 
to locate this valuable historical tidbit from the archives of American 
Heritage—unless it has been relegated to the Orwellian Memory Hole 

Later in these pages, when we explore the literature surrounding

quotation is a fabrication and [can never recall ever seeing a distinct 
citation lor the origin of the quetation. 

Now although it is entirely possible that Lam wrong about this mat- 
ter (but I don't believe Lam), am open to input from any readers who 
Gin supply me with (he exact, first-ever original source for this remark 
supposedly made by Wilson, either orally or in writing. | urge those read- 
ers who tave cited this remark to diligently seck out its origin, for the 
truth és that these are precisely the kind of fabrications (created—per- 
haps—with good intentions) that do discredit otherwise good causes. 

Sometimes those “great quotations” sound good and “prove a point, 
but my philosophy bas always been that we—honest truth-scekers— 
lktve enough genuine feets, easily-cited as to their source, available co us 
and we don't have to rely on fabrications to win our argument. 

That having been said—and TE have said it time and again in my writ- 
ings and in my broadcasts—I can refer readers to an important bock 
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about Woodrow Wilson and that is the provocatively titled Woodrow 
Wilson: Disciple of Revolittion (Paustey Press, 1938) by author Jennings 
Wise whose work on Wilson I've cited in my own book, The Calaphes 
Complex The Wise book is what | believe to the most authoritative vol- 
ume on Wilson ever published I you refer to the standard works on 
Wilson, they are all exhorbitandy laudatory, painting Wilson as a high- 
minded, if perhaps too idealistic, worktsaving global statesman, Wise 
doesn't buy that position and from my perspective, the Wise book is the 
final word on Wilson, whom T belicve to have been certainly one of the 
most dangerous trouble-makers ever to occupy the White House 

However, since Wise’s book wis published, there have been a num- 
ber of works that have come forth that have provided us pew revela- 
lions about various jspects of history that have not only confirmed the 
foundation of Wise's research but which have made Wilson and his fel- 
low warmongers and internationalists look all the worse, 

Specilically, | refer to the book Lusitania OWalker & Co.. 2002 ) 
Dianna Preston's engaging account of the sinking of the British liner, the 
Lusitania, by 4 German submarine, a sea tragedy somewhat eclipsed by 
the sinking of the Tftanic, Not only is the book a wellowritlen account 
of the actual disaster, but, more importandy, it underscores the intrigues 
within the Wilson administration and in the higher circles of the British 
establishment that led up to the disaster and certainly those machina- 
tions by the masterminds of mischiet that followed. So inasmuch as the 
loss of the fesitaria was a pivotal event during the Wilson administra- 
tton—arml lor world history—the Preston book is one that should per- 
haps be read in conjunction with Wise’s important volume.

bur patriots are concerned about And these same patriots are also 
among the first to condemn the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 

Now while it is is true that the ACLU. over the veurs, with ils pre: 
ponderince of Jewish attorneys, has been responsible for lobbying in 
support of many laws iid court decisions that have been contriry, ia 
some respects, lo traditional American culture and values, however 
defined, by whomever, the truth is that the ACLU has often been teading 
the vanguard in the fight against many of these police-state style deci- 
sions by the Supreme Court and other courts that have concerned patel: 
ots. Lwoukl remind patriots that the Ti of Rights Gwhich protects the 
libertics of Americans) is, in Lact,as a whole, the first ten amendments ta 
the US. Constitution, 

And while there are those who will argue that the Constitution 
doesn't need any further amendment, those first ten amendments sre 
the bedrock of what does represent liberty in America and do nced to 
be preserved, st least in my Opinion. That brief commentary aside, there 
wre guile a number of interesting books that have come from main- 
stream publishing houses that do provide us some interesting accounts 
of how the government and its kaw enforcement and intetligence aven- 
vies have monitored—chit is, spied upon—and worked ta suppress dis: 
sidemt political movements in Americi 

One of the earliest worth mentioning is The American Potice: State. 
The Gover nent Agatist the People (Random) House, 1976) by David 
Wise. While this is a book that is perhaps dated in that it focused on 
some of the more obvious outrages by the Nixon administration and the 
Johnson administration that preceded it, this volume is a wellewritten 
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cximination by a strtightshooting author giving us a good solid back- 
ground on the kind of high-level machinations that laid the groundwork 
for more recent muncuvers against liberty, most notably by the Dubya 
Bush administcation in the wake of 9/11 

Frank Donner’s the Age of Surveitiance. the Aims and Methods of 
Americas Political intelligence System (Vintage, 1981) is a must-read 
book that covers the antics of the CIA, the FBI, the IRS—you name it. 
The author hats covered it all, discussing case histories, reflecting on the 
public debates that have jcecompanied revelations of government 
agency misdeeds. It's a book that stinds the test of time and is as fresh 
reading today as when it was first published so many years ago. 

In 1992 Pracger Books published Spyfig on America: The BI's 
Domestic Connterintelligence Progrant by Janes Kirkpatrick Davis 
This isa most Soni nrenieaaine ne secount of the FBI's infamous “COINTEL- 
PRO” operitions about which vou can find details, incidentally, in my 
own book, ie fdas Goats, 

Now the Davis book is a good one, but—like muny establishment 
published books on COINTELPRO—liuts that consistent Maw in that it 
seems lo suggest that the COINTELPRO operations against so-called 
“right wing” organizations were somehow accepttble, philosophically, 
mortlly anc politically, I not necessarily legal, whereas those operations 
aginst “Iefl wing” groups are portrayed as being outrageous in every 
sense possible. But, that having been said, the Davis book is a generally 
reliable account of COINTELPRO. And it’s probably worth noting that, in 
fet, COINTELPRO was effectively rejuvenated by the Dubya Bush 
administration in the name of Shomelind security” 

Soin the past, while there were some conservative Republicans — 
though not too many. it might be added—who expressed concerns 
bowl such operations. once they were instituted by a GOP regime the 
Republicans thought such tactics were quite dandy, especially if aimed 
ut Anth-Americauns and Muslims and critics of the Zionist War Party and 
its nco-conservialive hes in high-ranking policy positions in America. 

In 1996, Scribner's published Above the Lau: Secret Deals, Politicat 
Fixes and Other Misadventiires of the US. Departinent of Justice by 
David Burnham The book tells of precisely what its litle suggests ane 
this is a frightening overview of our “Justice” Department and its 
enforcement arm, the Federal Burcau of Investigation. 

My book, target Traficant (published by Ayerican Free Press in 
2005) detailed one such later case: the set-up and take<lown of populist 
Rep. fim Trafieant CD-Obio) who is todayv—by the way—a regular week- 
ly correspondent for American Free Press. Mv book on Traficant also fea- 
tured a lengthy appendix detailing the equally invidious Justice 
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Department campaign to destroy former Pennsylvania State Treasurer R 
Budd Dwyer, resulting in his tragic public suicide, However, Burnham's 
book provides « good background of the history of such outragcous 
behavior, covering a wide array of cases of this type 

Burnhant'’s earlier book, A Law Unto ttself: Power, Politics and the 
IRS (Random House, 1990), dissected the Internal Revenue Service in 
equally-devastating fashion—and it's worth noting Unat the aforemen- 
tioned Traficant was an outspoken critic of both the Justice Department 
ind the IRS—and demonstrated that this government agency has a sor- 
did history of being used for heavy-handed political purposes, targeting 
individuals and organizations that have not only crossed the IRS itself, 
but who have stood up in same way to challenge the powers-that-be. 

John A. Andrew II's Power fo Destroy: The Political Uses of the IRS 
from Kennedy to Nixon (van R. Dee, 2002) covers much similar ground 
and is also well-worth adding to one's reading list 

And—not inclentally—if you're interested in reading some IRS- 
related fiction, [can't fail to mention one novel, written by my friend 
and fellow American Free Press correspondent, Pat Shannan, His book, 
the absolutely fast-reading and vastly entertaining One i a Million, cells 
the story of one American—his family was victimized and devastated by 
the IRS—who decided to take action in response. You'll laugh and youll 
ery and you'll cheer “right on” as you read Pat's account of how the hero 
at his story, in league with other like-minded citizens who were “up to 
here" with Federal Reserve funny moncy, confiscatory taxation and the 
destruction of American liberty, launched a no-holds-barred Second 
American Revolution. Quite a book. What a shame that more writers 
from the American dissident movement haven't successfully Cor effec- 
tively) used fiction to make the important points that need to be made.

(My own newspaper, American Free Press, is a regular source of 
information on these topics and often makes available the latest, cutting: 
edge research and books related thereto. To even ittempt to explore the 
wile realm of material regarding alternative health would require a full 
book in and of itself and there are many such books available today.)

cfforts and notable among those exposed is the now-nfamous Irving 
Kristal, one of those “ex-Trotskyites” who, with his son, William Kristol, 
became a major force in the Zionist neo-couservative movement that 
now phys sucht havoc with cubis wd ths. world pend 
America (Harvard University Pee, 2008) Soa Hieah Wilford The book 
description appearing on anwizon.com is instructive and demonstrates 
the wide-ranging nature of this fascinating volume: 


In 1967 the magazine Raaiparts can an expose revealing 
that the Central niclligence Agency had been secretly funding

And a third book worth considering is Cloak and Gow: Scholars 
dit the Secret War 1939-1967 (Harvill Press, 1987) by Robin W Winks, an 
eye-opening decount of how the World War Ibera Office of Strategic 
Services (OSS) and the CIA that followed played a major part in placing 
ils OWN assets Into the ranks of historical writing, particularly at such 
scholarly institutions as Yale, essentially charged with the writing of’ offi- 
chil history” as seen by the power elite 

That great Revisionist historian, Dr. Harry Etmer Barnes Cafter whom 
Willis Carto, his longtime friend, named The Barnes Review, at my sug: 
gestion) called these clite writers of history “the Court Historiuns® and 
this important book explains the rote they played in telling us what to 
think Gind why to think it} about World War tl and the Cold War. 

So if you want to have a comprehensive “who's who” of the intelli- 
gence operitives who knew the truth (but bent it), this is the book you 
need Lo read. You will be astounded at the number of intelligence oper- 
ulives—former propaginda specialists—whe proved that, in terms of 
writing history afier wartime,“to the victors belong the spoils. 

Perhaps the most authoritative work examining the CIA's activity in 
the infamous realm of mind control is The Search for the Manchurian 
Candidate, subtitled “The CIA and Mind Control The Story of the 
Agency's Seeret Efforts to Control Human Behavior” Certainly no 
“extremist tract,” the book was first published in 1979 by a subdivision 
of no less than the prestigious New York Times and in 1991 was ce- 
issued by WLW. Norton. The author was John Marks, best known as the 
co-author, with flamboyant former high-ranking CIA official Vietor 
Marchetti, of The CIA and the Cult of intelligence, the first book ever 
censored prior to publication by the CIA 

(Marks book title was a play on the title of a famous 1958 Richard 
Condon novel—kter a populur motion picture—The Manchurian 
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Candidate. tn Condona's horrifving scenario, an American soldier is 
brunwashed by the communists during the Korean War, falsely set up as 
a war hero! and hater manipulated in an assassination plot upon his 
return to the United States. 

cht turns out that the hero's own mother is actually a secret com- 
munist agent—despite the fact that she is one of the best known “anti- 
communists’ in America~and is using her san as part of a communist 
plot to seize control of the United States in the guise of fighting com- 
munism. The mind-control victim never knows he is being, manipulat- 
cd—until it is too late, Read the Condon book and see the original ver- 
sion of the film. Both are worth your while) 

Marks’s book was not a novel. Instead, Marks’ study was based hinge: 
ly on some 16,000 pages of documents that Marks pried out of the CIA 
through the Freedom of Information Act. 

Several years before Marks’ book came out, the fiest details about the 
CIA's adventures in this bizarre field reached the pages of daily newspa- 
pers in the wake of a controversial series of Senate heacings conducted 
by Sen. Frank Church (D-ldaho) into the activities of the CLA. Until then, 
Americans believed that only “the Communists” and “the Nazis” lad 
enziged in unpleasant experiments lo manipulate human behavior. 

In truth, the CLA had delved into mind control beginning just short- 
ly after its creation in 1947 The CIA's mind control project was initially 
known as Bluebird’ and then liter expanded into “Artichoke” by 1954. 
The overall code name for the operation became known as MK-ULTRA. 

There are, all told, many books about the intrigues of the CLA and 
other intelligence agencies, but, in a closing note, one important point 
should be stressed: the absolute fact is that (contrary to What many oth-

lard Meyer Lansky in these pages. it is peobably thus appropriate 

to then proceed and discuss those miany books rehiung (o dhe 
topic of organized crime and how it tas impacted upon the Americin 
system. And if you haven't alceady figured it out, you will soon see the 
topic of organized crime —that is, the Lansky Crime Syndicate —is tight 
ly interconnected with that of the cole of the Isracli lobby in Ametica 

Thus, we should note up front, for the record, that while the image 
of the Mafia” is highly popular in the American imagination, thanks ta 
the Hollywood film, The Godfather, and other extravaganzas of cial 
type, all serious evidence indicates that organized crime, while indeed 
having a certain Italian-American taint, has, in fict, been dominated at 
the highest levels by people of non-ltalian origin, that is, Jews 

Historically, those figures were grouped around Meyer Lansky, the 
best known and most powerful of thea all. Born in a portion of Pokind 
which is now in Russia, Lansky grew up in New York ind hater came to 
be associated with gambling in the Caribbean, parcticulirly Cuba, and 
through other venues, not the least of which was Las Vegas, concicted 
in association with his longtime friend, eajamin “Bugsy” Siegel, 

There have been three biographics of Lansky published. Only two 
ace worth mentioning. The first is Leaaisky, by Hank Messick, first pub: 
lished in 1974 hy Robert Hale, Ltd. Messick’s work, the first full-length 
book devoted to Lansky, is Ue most Objective and most accuniec. A spe 
ciulist in crime reporting, Messick was accused, over the years, of being 
anti-Semitic” for daring to point out the hirge Jewish contingent in the 
crime syndicate, exemplilied by Lansky and his many [ewish assocnites, 
The Anti-Defamiution League (ADL) of Bnai B'rith was particularly exer 
cised by Messick’s book because carly promogonal efforts lor the book 
cmphasized that while the mob ruled America, Lansky ruled the mob, 
pointing out (hat Lansky was Jewish 

Messick wrote an array of fine books on organized crime bul imiong 
the most notiuble is Messick’s colorful The Seut Syrdicate (MacMillan, 
1967), an account of Lansky-allied Jewish criminals, originally based in 
Cleveland, who ultimately came to play a major role in Las Vegits, with 
the infimous Morris “Moc” Dalitz, perhaps the most distinguished of 
them ail In his hater vears Dalitz was hailed as a ~phihinthrapist, and 
was cven recipient of the aforementioned ADLs caveted “Torch of 
Liberty” award, perhaps no real surprise since figures from the Lansky 
Crime Syndicate have long bnkratled the ADL. 
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Another major biography of Lansky came fron) three Israeli writers, 
Dennis Kisenberg, Uri Dan and Eli Landau. Published in 1979 by the 
Paddington Press, Meyer Lansky? Mogul of the Mob was written in col- 
liborition with Lansky and is quite revealing, although shaded, of 
course, by Lansky’s awn personal considentions. The theee writers 
cemented their working rebuionship with the Jewish mob chief when 
he moved to Isracl and sought refuge when facing possible prosecution 
in the United States in the hitter days of his long carcer. (in fact, in the 
cnd, Lansky was not prosecuted The case was thrown out, no doubt duc 
to blackmail or bribery, bul not because Lansky was innocement. 

Some critics of my book, Faal Judgment, have pointed out—in 
regard to my thesis that the Laasky Syndicate, in collaboration with ele- 
ments of the CIA and the Mossad, orchestrated the JFK assassination — 
thar when Lansky sought celuge in Iseacl that the fact that the Isracli 
xovernment denied him the opportunity to live in exile there—despite 
his tong years of service to Isracl in terms of gunerunning and money 
laundering—was iron-chad refutation of my thesis of a close link 
between Lansky and Isracl Critics said that if Isracl had indeed played a

The Mega? book is particularly interesting since a delves in detail 
inta the relationship between Lansky and Rabbi Tibor Rosenbaum, A 
Jewish hero of World War Howho engaged in daring escapades rescuing 
Jews from the Nazis—which ventures have been commemorated by the 
wnteNuzi Simon Wieseathal Center in a video documentary entitled 
adtikely Heroes—Rosenbaunrs postwar activities were equally inter: 
esting but are not so widely heritded by the Jewish community. 

As a Swiss-based banker Rosenbaum not only functioncd—though 
the Banque de Credit internationale (BCD he founded in Geneva—as 
the chict money liunderer for the proceeds of the Laasky Syndicate's 
drugs and gambling operations, but he was also « high-level arms pro- 
curcmient ofticee for Isracl’s Mossad. using BCI to advance Isracls arovs 
manufacturing and international arms trading, as well as its top-secret 
development of nuclear Weapons of nviss destruction. 
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Above all. it should be noted, Rosenbaum and his BCI were inti- 
mately involved in the affairs of a shadowy European-bascd operation 
known as Permindex. The founder of Permindex was another anti-Nazi 
Jewish hero of World War I, Ernest Mantello, and the chairman of its 
board of directors was Montreal-based Jewish Zionist banker and attor- 
ney Louis M. Bloomtictd 

A longtime close associate of the Lansky Syndicate-connected 
Bronfman family (discussed earlier on pages G4-66), Bloomfield was also 
one of the earliest financial backers of Iscacl’s nuclear Weapons program 
and—note this—a legal representative of the interests of Judaism's royal 
family, the Rothschilds of Europe, 

Serving alongside Bloomfield on the Permindex board was a New 
Orleans trade executive (and CHA asset}, one Clay Shaw (not Jewish) 
who was unsuccessfully prosecuted by New Orleans District Attorney 
Jim Garrison for his at-least-peripheral involvement in the JFK assassina- 
tion conspiracy. Not, I'm sure, by coincidence, Shaw's defense was fund- 
ed by his Jewish friends in New Orleans, the wealthy Stern family, wha 
were among the sharcholders in the NUMEC nuclear plant in Apollo, 
Pennsylvania that was linked (at the time) to the illicit smuggling of 
American nuclear material to Israel's nuclear weapons program. 

Now here is where the Permindex connection gets interesting. 
While many JFK assassination researchers do believe the Permindex link 
is relevant to the circumstances surrounding the president's murder, 
they claim—and | kid you not—that Permindex (despite all its high-level 
links to Jewish and Isracli intrigues) is actually “proof” that surviving 
remnants of the Nazi Third Reich were actually behind the president's 
murder! Again, | kid you net. 

And itis worth noting that the original promoter of this claim was 
4 tamed “conspiracy theorist” named Mae Brussel] who—it just so hap- 
pens—was the daughter of Rabbi Isaac Magnin, the spiritual leader of 
the powerful Jewish movie moguls in Hollywood, 

So despite the evidence to the contrary, some folks claim Permindex 
is a” Nazi" link to the JFK assassination when nothing could be further 
from the truth, Bue, then again, the truth has never been something of 
concern to those who refuse to discuss Jewish and/or Isracli connec- 
tions to the JFK assassination, the Oklahoma City bombing, the 9/11 
tragedy or 10 any others intrigues where such links can be found. 

In any case. having been a correspondent for The Spotlight, | was 
particularly delighted to read in the Lansky biography by the Isracli writ- 
ers that Lansky was aware of The Spotiiebt’s extensive coverage of his 
activities. In one of the closing paragraphs of the book, Lansky reflected 
on his career. His biographers wrote: 
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He talks a bit about his long war with the press, and it is 
apparent that he still cares a lot about what is satd about him.

Lansky, it) said, had even penetrated the Carter 
Administration, and he was given the tithe he and Luciano had 
laughed jit so long ago: “Boss of all the Bosses.” 


In regard to the American Mafia, while many have heard of the late 
Itdian American mob icon, Charies “Lueky” Luciano, and perceived him 
to be the Grand Old Man of the crime syndicate, The Last Testament of 
Lucky Luciano (Lite, Brown & Company, 1975), authored by Martin A, 
Goseh and Richard Hammer in conjunction with Luciano before his 
death, is especially interesting, lo say the least. particularly because of 
the that one thing is made clear: It was Lansky—ia Jew—who came to 
dominite American organized crime, with its tentacles reaching Lar and 
wile, bevond American shores.

When f realized that Meyer Lansky was right in the middle 
of this, Chat's when | knew he had us all by a string, Why should 
Lansky, bein’ a Jew, give a shit whether or not some fuckin’ 
movie hada bunch of ttatian names in it? Because he was puilin’ 
the wires und everybody was dancin’ to his tune on the other 
end, like a bunch of puppets. 

Lansky held the purse strings, too; he was the treasurer and 
he was really trvin' to be the boss of everythin’, [He was so hun- 
ury for power behind the scenes he'd kiss anybody's ass and do 
anyuiin' he had to do so that in the end. he—Meyer Lansky, my 
old partner and a Jew —would wind up the real boss of bosses 
of all the Italians and the Jews—and without a single fuckin’ 
vole on the [organized crime syndicate] council. 
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ho while the book Meyer Lansky: Magid of the Mob doesivt neces- 
sarily admit to all of the truth, this book is still, a realistic and accurite 
ussessment of the pivotal role the Jewish crime syndicate, and Meyer 
Lansky in particular, played in shaping the history of organized crime. 

Now the gambling mecca of Las Vegas has become synonymous 
with organized crime. And there are two books about the history af Las 
Vegas that tell us not only about organized crime and its influence in 
Auicrica, but around the world—and especially its tics to Israel. In par- 
Gcular | refer to the book by the husbane-and-wife team of Sally Denton 
and Roger Morris entitled The Money & the Power: fhe Making of Las 
legas and its Hold on America (Vintage, 2002). 

Morris, a former officer on the National Security Council under 
Richard Nixon, and Denton are forthright in their examination of the 
Lansky syndicate, which played a considerable part in the development 
of Las Vegas, and in regard to the fact that Isracl and fsracli-connecicd 
clements, along with the CLA, have always had a very big hand in the Las 
Vegas gambling operations of Meyer Lansky and his satellites. 

Contrary to the popular image of the Mafia” being in control of Lits 
Vegas. the book makes clear that it was Lansky and company who were 
very much in charge, offen operating in Gindem with elements advane- 
ing the cause of the Zionist state, And bear in mind that this is a book 
hy a respected team of writers published by a distinctly mainstream 
publisher This ts not some “anu-Zionisl’ or “anti-Semitic” screed, 

The career of a highly respected conservative Republican U.S.

Another interesting aspect of the book is the description of the 
fimous “takeover” (or so it was publicly perceived) of Las Vegas by the 
eceentric billionaire Howard Hughes, In fact. as the authors explain.

While Hughes thought he was taking over when he bought control of 
the Lansky syndicate casinos, although Hughes was, on paper, the offic 
cial owner, the Lansky crowd remained in control and those casinos 
were not only utilized for the legal profits therefrom. not to mention the 
illegal skimming of profits, but also for the laundering of other syndicate 
funds and—note this—the mobsters permitted the CIA to utilize the 
casino for hindering funds for its own covert activities 

The Money and the Power is a book Unit will provide you some eve 
opening insights into the realities of power polities in America today. 

In regard to the Jewish control of the Las Vegas gambling casinos, as 
recently as 1995, two professors of criminal justice at che University of 
NevadicLas Vegas, Ronald A. Farrell and Carole Case. dared to put forth 
the controversial contention, in their hook The Black Book and the 
Mob: The & ‘ntold Story of the Control of | Nevada! Ss Casinos (T he 
University of Wisconsin Press), that enforcement of g gambling laws and 
regulations in Nevada jis largely been targeted against relatively smull- 
lime Ralian Mafia figures, In contrast, they noted, the “regulatory reac 
tion ta Jews" has "heen somewhat al variance with that to Italians” 

In short. the primary big-time casino owners and controllers—niny 
of whom were Jewish and tied to organized crime—were relatively 
unhindered by law enforcement. This, Farrell and Case suggested same- 
what gingerly, may have to do with the fact that political interests were, 
as they put i, becoming sensitized to the persecution of Jews.” 

Farrell and Case also added an interesting wist to the picture. They 
note that the strong Mormon religious influence in Nevada may have 
something to do with the bias in favor of Jewish gangsters and against 
Italians since, they sity."Mormons doctrinally identify with Jews" and that 
“Jews may thus be buffered from the more negative assessments that 
members of outgroups face mare generally” The Jews—farrell and 
Case—seem to have not only avoided being censured “but also to have 
obtained major interests in the [gambling | industry.” 

So although we have organized crime, we also find the biggest, bad- 
dest lawman of them all—longtime FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover—had a 
very unusual relationship with the Lansky crime syndicate and some of 
its ostensibly “respectable” allies in the world of business and finance 

The aforementioned crime writer, Hink Messick, disturbed many 
people (particularly conservatives) when in 1972 the David McKay 
Company published his book joby Edgar Hoover, subtitled “A Critical 
Examination of the Director. and of the Continuing Alliance Beoween 
Crime, Business and Politics” When the book was published, most 
Hoovee critics were from the “liberal” community, taking the FBI dirce- 
tor lo task from a civil liberties standpoint (and rightly so) 
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However, at the time, other Chan Messick’s book, there were none 
that explored Hoover's lies to the underworld. In more recent years 
there have been a number of books that have broached the topic, but 
none so directly and forthrightly as the Messick book which is 2 partic: 
ularly revealing volume in a number of starving respects. 

As in his previously-mentioned work on Meyer Lansky, Messick’s 
hook on Hoover dees delve in some detail on the upper-level Jewish 
control of the crime syndicate, even to the extent that Messick includes 
excerpts of secrcetly-recorded FBI wiretaps of Iuilian-American crime fig: 
ures who speak of Lansky’s preeminent role in lording over the mob. 

Messick also describes how Hoover deliberately promoted the 
theme of "Lia Cosa Nostra” (hat is, Italian-American or” Mafia") control 
of crime, perpetuuting the stories told by a relatively low-ranking and 
insignificant Italian-American criminal, Joe Vilachi, who became almost 
legendary figure in the lore of “the Mafia" and organized crime, but 
who was not the supreme source Hoover and others touted hint to be. 

Another importint part of the Hoover book explores the story of 
the late Sen. Joseph R, McCarthy (R-Wis.). And while this is most dis- 
turbing to many people who revere the meniory of McCarthy, it should 
be pointed out that Messick’s book explores a critical portion of the 
backgeouncd of MeCarthy’s cise to prominence that is not widely 
known—but should be. And while in The fides Goats related some of 
that for my readers, some details are worth repeating here. 

Messick wrote about the founding of a group known as the 
American Jewish League Against Communism, which played an inipor- 
lant role in estublishing Sen. McCarthy as America’s premier communist 
hunter, demonstrating that there was actually much more to the story 
than what might otherwise meet the eye and that there was an unusu- 
i, shall we say, Jewish twist” to the whole affair, Messick wrote 


Varied were the motives of the League's founding, but one 
of them was selfprotection, ... Many of the intellectuals in 
America were Jewish. During the New Deal some had achieved 
high position. Morcover, Kart Marx himself was the son of a Jew 
who kiter became a Christian To adopt the sine position, to 
resist unfair smears and the attempts of bigots to portray the 
Jew as pro-red, might only make people mad, Beiter to go on 
the offensive against the Communist menace itself Such was 
the attitude of some Jews—or at least the excuse they offered 
their friends—as national hysteria built up in 1918, 

The possibility of the anti-Conmmunism attick turning into 
a persecution of the Jews was very much on the minds of the 
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government officials charged with prosecuting the alleged 
tom bomb spics, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg. Por that reason a 
Jewish judge was chosen, and the prosecuting staff selected to 
try the case was composed of Jews, One ... was Roy Cohn. 

More than concern for the Jews was involved in the for- 
puition of the League. however. Anti-Communism offered both 
political and business opportunities. 

The League was formed at the home of Eugene Lyons, it 
right-wing author of note. Taking part in the first meeting were 
other crightowingers, including Louis Waldman, Lawrence Fertiz, 
isaac Don Levine, and George Sokolsky. The prime mover was 
Alired Kohlberg who, along with Lewis Rosenstiel, supplied 
most of the funds 


According to Messick, Kohlberg had tong had business interests in 
China and now, as leader of what came to be known, in part, as “The 
China Lobby” hoped to stoke up a war agtinst China—in the name of 
“fighting communism’ —in order to win back his lost source of lucre. 

Rosensticl, a fiquor baron with Jongstinding Ges to the Lansky 
yodicate, had his own interests in mind. Rosenstiel had procured big 
supplics of liquor prior to World War Hand then profited immensely 
Qvhen, during the war, government limits on the production of liquor, 
clfectively gave him a quite profitable monopoly on liquor supplies). So, 
with the possibility of a new war against China Cor even Russia of both), 
Rosensticl evidendy dreamed of repeating his previous success. 

As such, Rosenstiel and Kolilberg and their Zionist allies initially 
lined up behind 1948 Republican presidential candidate Thomas E. 
Dewey—who had long been quietly allied with the Lansky Crime 
Syndicate, Dewey's reputation as a” gang-buster notwithstanding—who 
was Challenging President Harry Truman for the White House. 

Although, of course, President Harry Truman is kirgely remembered 
as the American president who recognized Israel upon tts founding in 
1948, there were many “insiders” in the Truman administration, inchid- 
ing Truman, who were not quite so enthusiastic about giving the nod to 
Isracl, recognizing the dangers of setting wp a Zionist stare on Tiand 
stolen from the native Christian and Muslim Palestinian people. As a 
result of this, the Zionist movement was less than enthusiastic about 
Truman and was quicly working on behalf of Thomas E. Dewey, 

However, to the surprise of victually everyone —with the possible 
exception of Truman—Dewey did not defeat Truman, And this set the 
stage for the virtual “creation” of no Tess than Joseph R. MeCarthy as the 
unwitting veice for the Zionist clements. Messick fills in Che details: 
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The unexpected defeat of Dewey in 1948 upset a good 
many people, and made it necessary for the American Jewish 
League Against Communism to revise its program. [It needed a 
new political figure behind whom it could rally. Coincidentally, 
the league had come into possession of a one-hundred page FBI 
report on Communist influence on government. The report was 
originally leaked to an intelligence officer in the Pentagon with 
instructions to pass it on to leaders of the league ...We have 
the word of none other than Roy Cohn that the secret FBI doc- 
ument was read, and conferences held, in New York and 
Washington.As Cohn put it,“a small group” took “upon itself the 
responsibility of getting the story across to America.” 

The League decided it should approach a senator rather 
than a representative. At a meeting in Washington in November 
1949, a special committee of the league sifted carefully 
through the roster of United States senators for one who might 
successfully undertake the task of cducating his fellow 
Americans.” they narrowed the list down to four possibilities, 
il Republicans. In turn, cach senator wits given a look at the FBI 
report. Each was urged lo go on the warpath. Each was prom- 
ised financial support. The first Giree men on the list refused. 
The fourth took the document home and read it carefully. Next 
morning he called a member of the League and told him he was 
“buving the package "That fourth senator was Joseph McCarthy. 


Not long afterward, on February 9, 1950 McCarthy spoke before 
the Ohio County Women’s Republican Club in Wheeling, West Virginia 
and announced that there were 205 “security risks” in the State 
Department. And so it was that the Trotskyite Zionists launched the 
“McCarthy Era’—which the Jews today so hypocritically denounce 
when, as we'e seen, the McCarthy “witchunts” were actually orchestrat- 
ed by the anti-Stalinist communist elements of the Trotskyile tradition. 

And ithough McCarthy was correct in saying there were “com- 
munists in the government,” it is probably safe to conclude that the war 
fought out on Capitol Hill during the McCarthy hearings was actually 
mere of an overflow, into the United States, of the long-standing war 
between the Russian Nationalist Communist clements in the Soviet 
Union Gormerly fed by Josef Stalin) and their bitter enemies in the 
Jewish-Zionist-Trotskyite movement now ensconced on American soil, 

All of this, of course, is not to say that McCarthy was not sincere in 
his motives, but he was very clearly being manipulated by forces chat 
were far beyond his comprehension. So all told Messick's revelations 
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about McCarthy and those forces surrounding him provide us hereto- 
fore litde-known facts that have been otherwise suppressed, And | 
should mention, for the record, that my book The fdas Gaats provides 
additional disturbing information [rom other sources underscoring 
what Messick wrote about the origins of "MeCarthyism.” 

The fact McCarthy's chief “advisor” was the ubiquitous, tforemen- 
tioned Roy Coha—who, in years to come, would emerge us a major 
Zionist political “fixer” (at the same time functioning as hawyer tor the 
crime syndicate)—points precisely toward those forces that were guid- 
ing, MeCarthy toward ultimate destruction 

A close friend of |. Edgar Hoover, Cohn wits also a close associate 
of ex-CIA man William E Buckley, Ir. and, alongside Buckley, was a major 
behind-the-scenes player in the modern “conservative” movement. In 
nuiny respects, Cohn represents it perfect case study of the itersection 
benwveen the Isracli lobby and organized crime and power politics in 
America, in this case, within chat very conservilive movement Now Con: 
tralled lock-stocks«ind-barrel by Trotskvite pro-Israel interests. 

And in that regard, Coho's name popped up ia most interesting con- 
nection relative to the Israeli lobby and the American media when 
Cohn's friend Buckley sucd our national weekly newspaper, The 
Spotlight, for libel, a case Unit resulted ina devastating deteat for Buckley 
in federal court in Washington, DC. During the trial it came out that— 
during the early 1950s—Cohn bad made a seeret deal with the Anti- 
Defamation League on Buckley's behall, ensuring good newsstand cis. 
tribution of Buckley's then newly-launched magazine, National Review 

Nicholas von Hoffman wrote a revealing biography of Cohn, 
Citizen Cohn (WMoubledity, 1998), examining Colin's widely-varying per 
sonal and political contacts in both the upper world and the under- 
world, including, perhaps most significantly, Cohn’s closest friend, bit- 
lionaire publishing tycoon §, 1, Newhouse, Jr, whose media empire we 
examined earlier on pages 66-68. Among other things, Yon Hoffman 
reveled that Cohn used his association to influence the reporting by 
the Newhouse press, quoting a Cohn associate who said: 


[Cohn's] connection with Si Newhouse was a very impor- 
tant connection. ... Roy once told me that... in those towns 
where there was a Newhouse newspapers, it was the only news- 
piper in town, which means the editor of that newspaper ts 
quite influential. So if anyone ever got into rouble in any CiLy 
in Which there was a Newhouse newspaper, Roy could go to Si 
and Si could go to the editor and there you have a leading mem- 
ber tn town who could do a favor. 
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According to yon Hoffman, the result of Cohn's manipulations was 
that: Given the long, public association of Roy with the Newhouse 
name was to turn over to Roy the political power which such wealth 
und the ownership of such media properties bring.” 

Von Hoffman also revealed that “When Jesse Helms, the conserva: 
live Republican senator fram North Carolina, found himself in a close 
and expensive race for reelection, he approached Roy about switching 
the Now of Jewish campaign contribution money from his opponent to 
himself. Roy said he would set up a meeting with Si Newhouse” 

This demonstrates (hat Newhouse is very much a key player in the 
Isracli lobby. And so although many did recall how Heims reversed his 
long-stinding America First policy and became a two-isted devotce ol 
Israel, it was von Hoffman who filled in the behind-the-scenes story of 
who "fixed the deal with the Isracli lobby on Helms’ behalf. 

But there's more John Klotz wrote an intriguing piece for the now- 
delunet Spy magazine for its March/April (995 issue, asserting flatly (hat 
“For more than 30 years Newhouse and his media empire have played a 
unique role in the controversy surrounding events at Dealey Plaza.” 

The article cited several instances in which Newhouse publications 
and subsidiaries such as Random House Publishing (since sold by 
Newhouse) had played a part in suppressing dissident voices about the 
possibility of conspiracy in the JFK assassination, 

Klotz specifically cited the widely-heralded book by Gerald Posner, 
Case Closed, that rehashed the Warren Commission's claim that a lone 
assassin killed JFK. The article concluded by asking the question: What 
has driven Newhouse’s devotion to Kennedy cover-ups? The questions 
should be asked: What does Si Newhouse know and when did he know 
uw? This allegation regarding a Newhouse role in covering up the truth 
about the JFK assassination is interesting for at least two reasons: 

* Random House is known to have published several books on 
behalf of the CIA which has been implicated in the JFK assassination, As 
we've seen, several responsible “mainstream” books cite how the CIA 
has secretly collaborated with journalists and publishing companies 

* The aforementioned Newhouse collaborator Roy Cohn, was an 
investor in the Isracl-connected Permindex operation (discussed on 
page 96) on whose board CLA asset Clay Shaw served. When New 
Orleans District Attorney Jim Garrison prosecuted Shaw for involve- 
ment in the JFK conspiracy (as described earlier) Garrison was relent- 
lessly attacked by The New: Orleans Times Picayune which was then (as 
today) published by the Newhouse empire. 

In truth, the intrigues surrounding the Newhouse family and Cohn 
very much reflect the realities of America’s dark political underbelly The 
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“JFK Connection, however, is intriguing indeed, The biography of Cohn 
by von Hoffman tells much about how the world really works and about 
the corruption found even in “respectable” circtes. 

And as far as the intersection of the upper-world and the under: 
workd, there is, frankly, perhaps no one who represents that any better 
than beloved former President Ronald Reagan, 

In 1986 crime writer Dan Moldea upset quite a few folks with his 
book Dark Victory: Ronald Reagan, MCA and the Mob (published by 
Viking) MCA refers to the Music Corporation of America Founded by 
Jules Stein, a Jewish optometrist-turned-music promater, MCA became a 
major Hollywood talent agency and then assumed ownership of 
Universal Studios, ultimately coming under the control of the Bronfman 
family whose intrigues we've examined cartier in these pages. A key Tig 
ure in MCA was Lew Wasserman who—along with Stein—sponsored 
Ronald Reagan's rise in Hollywood and liter his political career 

The Moeldea book makes it demonstrably clear that Reagan's rise lo 
political power was made possible largely by mob-connected MCA 
showing how Reagan was personally enriched through such associ 
tions. In fact, Reagan barely escaped indictment by the Kennedy Justice 
Department a atime when he was president of the Screen Actor's 
Guild, Ostensibly representing the interests of his fellow union mem- 
bers, Reagan was actually working behind the scenes in underhanded 
dealings on behalf of the studio kingpins and their mob allies. White 
Reagan's admirers would prefer this be forgotten, the shocking facts out- 
lined by Moldea say mich about this major figure in American history. 

Interestingly, though, before Moldea came along, there was a book 
entitled The King Maker, published in 1972 by David McKay & 
Company, which told the MCA-Reagan story in the form of a roman a 
clef—that is,a novel based on realtife characters and events, in this case, 
not so thinly disguised. Written by Henry Denker, a well-known New 
York-based Jewish writer, producer and director with wide “inside” 
knowledge of show business. it was well-known that the book was 
about the behindthe-scenes story of Reagan's questionable dealings 
with MCA that helped bring Reagan to the governorship of California 

In The King Maker, Reagan is “Jeft Jefferson,” a has-been former 
actor catapulted into the California statchouse through his associition 
with Dr. Inwin Cone, founder of the mob-connected Talent Corporation 
of America (TCA), which emerges a political foree in its own right. 
Denker's “Dr. Cone” is the real-life-Dr. Jules Stein, and TCA is, obviously, 
MCA. Evidently the book was too much on the mark: Dr Stein's associ- 
ate Lew Wasserman, described the novel as*a piece af garbage” although 
Wasserman wasn't even characterized in the novel at all. 
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The book is not easy to find That may well be because—if you read 
between the lines (or not even between the lines)—you'll discover 
some unpleasant things about Reagan and the sordid figures who made 
Reagan into the American political powerhouse of the 20th century. In 
fact, When Denker died in 2012 not even The New YorR Times men- 
tioned this controversial book in its otherwise-detailed obituary of 
Denker, ihustrating the fact that even Ronald Reagan has became one of 
the “untouchables” as fir as the Jewish-controlled media is concerned. 

P should mention that a longtime friend of mine, the late De West 
Hooker (protiled in part in different contexts in my books, Fret 
Judgment, The Judas Goats wd Confessions of an Anti-Semite) lad 
been it tilent agent at MCA and, for a time, was involved in managing the 
Reagan account, a point Iclt out of “mainstream” reports on Reagan's 
MCA association for reasons which, in a moment, will become obvicus. 

Hooker, you sce—despite his Hollywood Jewish connections—was 
in American nationalist and a highly colorful figure who ultimately 
broke with MCA, in large part because of the fiet that Hooker was 
frankly antisewish, a point that (naturally) rubbed Lew Wasserman the 
wrong way, However, in The King Maker one of the characters in the 
book, “Carl Brewster” is modeled on the amazing Me Hooker whose 
own file story would be the stulf of a larger-than-life novel all its own, 

In any event, the truth about the organized crime syndicate in 
America goes much higher and deeper and in directions the mass media 
has consistently ignored. This point has been well made—if nonctheless 
unreported by the Jewish-contralled media—in Saperniod, a fascinating 
aad disturbing fict-filled book published in 2006 by Bloomsbury.

* Thit (as we have already seen in part) Ronald Reagan owed his 
carly career in the entertainment industry and later his political career 
in California to a group of saungsters (many of them of Russian Jewish— 
not Tuliin-American—origind who started out in Chicago and in other 
Mihwestern cities such as Cleveland and Detroit.

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Through methodically nurtured political ties, the 
Supermob effectively insulated itself from prosecution, They 
were above the law. They propelled the making of the movies 
we watched, the music we listened to, the politicians we voted 
for, and the hotels and resorts we frequented 


tory of the famed Chicago "Mafia," revealing certain significant never: 
before-told details that further confirm high-level Jewish domination of 
“the Mafia’ and—although the authors don’t say a directly —the likelt- 
hood of Israeli Mossad involvement ia the JFK assassination 

The book's author, Michact Corbitt —the mobbed-up former police 
chief of a Chicago suburb—joined writer Sam Giancana—nephew of 
the legendary Chicago Malia figure by the same name—in producing a 
stardling expose that unveiled, for the first time, the surprising identity 
of the little-known “mystery man” who was the real “power behind the 
Ubrone” in organized crime in Chicago and whose influence reached ill 
the way to Israel, Panama, ean, Las Vegas and Washington, D.C. 

Despite his famous “Mafia” name, Corbitt's coauthor, Giancana, was 
never involved in the family business and earlier wrote Donble Cross 
(Warner Books, 1994) an account of the life and crimes of his late uncle, 
who was murdered in 1975. Now Giancana told "the rest of the story." 

Giancana and Corbitt dare to report something that had never been 
published anywhere before: that a shadowy Jewish, Mossad-connected 
gingster numed Hyman "Hal" Larner was the real, continuing behind

Despite the media-ballyhooed “revolving door” of thilkin-American

As Corbitt advanced in organized crime circles under the patronage 
of Lacner’s man, Giancana, Corbitt ultimately began to learn the sceret 
of how and why the Chicago mob was able to operate so freely. It wis 
the partnership with the Mossad—running gurts to Isracl—that gave the 
Chicago mob its “pet out of jail Tree” card as far as Israeli sympathizers 
high up in the Justice Department were concerned.

At the insistence of Meyer Lansky, [Giancana] and his pals 
started working with the Isrich Mossad, smuggling weapons in 
the Mickle East.

Contrary to legend. the authors say it was not Gianewunt nor anoth- 
er famed Chicago mobster Jolinny Roselli, whe cemented the now-infa- 
mous CLA-Matia plots to kill Castro, Instead, it was Lansky and Larner 
The authors reveal that Larner was also deeply enmeshed with Lansky's 
high-level licutenants—Carlos Marcello in New Orleans and Santo 
Teaflicante in Tampa—who ngaged with Larner in lucrative guns and 
drugs smugeling opertions in the Caribbean, and in gambling as well, 

Larner and Gianeana were also Ged up in gambling deals with casi- 
nos based in Iran, then the fiefdom-ol the Shah of fran whose infamous 
secret police, SAVAK, was a joint creation of the CIA and the Mossad—a 
major point of contention when Iskunic fundamentalists overthrew the 
Shah and forced him into exile.

In the end, though, the arrangement between Giincana and Larner 
came to an end Larner was almost certainly behind Giancana's 1975 
murder, Larner, however, continued to thrive, even as a series of 
Giancana's successors were faced with a series of federal prosecutions, 
widely hailed by the media as “the end of the mob in Chicago." 

So ance again we see that the myth dit “the Halians" controtied

In rehition to the subject of organized crime and its role in interna- 
tional drug trafficking, the literature on this is interesting indecd, if 
somewhat a bit censored in certain ways, most particularly in the realm 
of misdirecting attention away from certain elements that have partict 
pated in the illicit trade in narcotics. However, there arc a number of 
writers who have delved into this uncomfortable arena. 

First and foremost, above all, students of the global drug trade are 
indebted to Dr. Alfred McCoy of the University of Wisconsin at Madison 
for his ground-breaking expose of the real origins of the modern-day 
drug crisis. First issued by Harper & Row in 1972—despite the strongest 
efforts of the CLA to block its publication McCoy's s classic work, The 
Politics of Heroin tr Southeast Asia, Nas withstood the lest of time. 

In 1992 McCoy re-issued the w vork under the title the Politics ics of 
Heroin: CIA Complicity tn the Global Drug Trade and it has since been 
updated in a 2003 edition published by the Chicazo Review Press The 
new edition is an equally remarkable work which not only includes 
additional findings uncoverce in the subsequent years since its initial 
publication, but also a valuable preface in which McCoy outlines the 
CIA operations against his rescarch and the publication of the book. 

Although the Establishment media has repeatedly pinpointed the 
bite Santo Pralficante, Ir, Mafia boss of Tampa, as the brains behind the 
Southeast Asian drug traffic, McCoy makes it very clear that Trafficante

1990s alt his initiation—and his co-author Jeffrey St. Clair, put forth a 
remarkable L997 book, published by Verso, entitled, The CLA, Drugs and 
the Press The foundation of this fascinating study is based on the 
authors’ eye-opening review of how the American media responded so 
yociferously in smearing Cwifornia-based journalist Gary Webb after he 
penned a series of articles in The Sacramento Bee exploring the CIA's 
connections to the crack cocaine trade explosion of the 1980s, 

Necdiess lo savy, as the authors make ail too clear, the mainstream 
media did its uimast to cover for the CLA and pain Webb's allegations as 
some mad conspiracy theory based on shoddy journalism, when noth- 
ing could be tucther from the truth. Cockburn and St. Clair explore the 
unpleasant carly history of the CIA’s collaborttion in the drug racket 
(first outlined by Dr, Alfred MeCoy) and supplement that record with 
additional data outlining the whole sordid story.A “must” read which is 
especially important for its analysis of the manner in which the 
“respectable” media has covered—or nat covered—this story 

Regarding Gary Webb, mentioned above, I would be remiss in not 
mentioning that Webb’s death—some years alter the publication of his 
controversial series of articles—was officially ruled a suicide. But there 
are many who continue to insist dat he was murdered, making their 
claim an the basis of the fact that the authorities say Webb fired two gun- 
shots into his own head before killing himself, 

While there are those who insist a bwo-shot scenario is unlikely ini 
suicide, the truth is that such scenarios are common, as many homicide 
detectives and pathologists can attest. So we will probably never know 
whether Webb died a suicide o¢ whether he was actually murdered 

There is one thing, though, that I can say about Webb for certain: he 
most definitely didn't publish everything he knew about the global drug 
trade, and | am referring specifically to Webb's own knowledge of the 
pivotal role of Israel's Mossad in that dlicie traffic 

As you will see, there is a reason why | can say that with certiinty 
and this story will shock many of Gary Webb's admirers, But it also says 
alot about how even otherwise couragcous journalists will cower at the 
thought of daring to say anything negative about the state of Israel 
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The fact is that my longtime colleague at The Spotlight, the inim- 
able and harcddriving Andrew St. George—a man who knew where 
many bodies were buricd—had occasion to meet in a New York deli to 
teade information with Gary Webb. 

‘This was at a time when St. George was working on a series of arti- 
cles for The Spotlight celiting ta Mossad intrigue in the drug racket. The 
story of whit happened at that mecting between St. George and Webb 
is remarkable indeed, 

In this particulir instance, St George and Webb had hardly sat down 
tor lunch when St. George mide specific reference to the matter of 
Isracti involvement in the drug trade and Webb nervously asserted that 
he could “never” write about what he knew about Mossad involvement 
with the CLA in the drug racket or otherwise he would lose his job 
Webb fled the deli, refusing to discuss the matter further. 

So it was that Webb took his knowledge of the Mossad’s cole in the 
international drug triude—alongside the CLA, whieh Webb could write 
about—to the grave 

Much of what we lave examined in this chapter has been most 
Unpleasant, casting new fight on some heretofore highly-regarded 
American icons and exposing the dark underbelly of American 
ufatrs,demonstrating that some of our most respected public figures 
have heen hardly more than well-paid and favored front men for some 
of the most unsavory elements operating in our world today, 

And while politic scandal has always been a slice of American life, 
the truch is that even what we do hear about some of those momentous 
scandals that have impacted upon the course of our nation’s history is 
not always necessarily the trauth—despite the fict that we hear “the 
facts” repeated to us over and over again in the mass media and in the 
history books that our children read in school 

tn the chapter that follows, we ll review the infamous “Watergate 
affair that toppled Richard Nixon—and briefly we'll also touch on Bill 
Clinton's “Monicagate*—and find that what we think we “know? about 
those events is not necessarily the truth at all. 

Agiin, some unpleasant reading lies ahead, but these are the facts 
we need to make sound judgments about our future Gind our past).

CHAPTER SIX 


America’s Most-Publicized Political Scandal: 
The Hidden Facts About Watergate 


though the Watergate affair has been one of the most-writ- 

tem and talked-about scandals in American history, it remains 

renerally misunderstood And because Watergate was such it 
pivotal event in modern American aflairs—the subject of relentless 
media cavenge—it is quile appropriate to examine the literature on 
Watergate which provides us an “alternitive’ to what might be 
described as the “official” accounts of the affair that are so rife in the 
media today. Like so many other matters of history, Watergate has been 
so deliberucly and thoroughly misreported The example of Watergate 
deumonstnites the necd for independent media to challenge the lies and 
deceptions purveved by the controlled niedia in America. 

The general perception of Watergate is that a crooked president, 
Richard Nixon, got cuight in criminal misdeeds and was then forced out 
of office ther a massive and very public congressional inwestigation that 
was leading Coward his impeachment. 

Yet, there's probably only one book that seriously examines the 
Watergate scandal in a miunner that sets hit book apart from virtually 
everything else that has been written about on the topic, That book is 
Jim Moughan’s Secret Agenda: Wateryate, Deep Throat and the CtA 
(Random House, 1981) which explores the subterranean aspects of 
Watergate and reaches the ultiontte conclusion that the Watergate bur- 
glary was. a proverbial “setup” by the CIA designed to entrap Nixon and 
his associates and take down the president, 

Now, of course, anything that presents Nixon in anything other than 
at Villainous lashton, or, which, in this case, suggests that Nixon was, in a 
sense, as much of a viet of Waterggite as he was a perpetrator, is not 
considered quite politically correct. 

Especially mleresting ts Houghan’s analysis of the little-known con- 
nections of famed Washington Post reporter Bob Woodward —who rose 
to fame with his reportage on Watergate—to the world of intelligence, 
pointing further toward the likelihood that Woodward Gvho, to this day, 
is mucl-promated in the elite media) was acting as a media “cut-out” for 
the CIA in its efforts to destroy Richard Nixon 

Houghin’s book provides us some interesting perspectives on a fol 
of the behind-the-scenes machinations taking place, an the part of hoth 
Nixon and his enemies inside the CUA, and that makes this book an espe- 
cially valuable book for those interested in what really did—or cdidn't— 
happen at Watergate and in the months and years that followed. 

Another similar book relating to Watergate, reaching similar conclu 
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sions, in many respects, is Silent Coupe The Removal of a President (St. 
Martin's Press, 1991) by Len Coloday and Robert Gettlin. OF the two 
books, however, | think Houghan’s is far more instructive. 

More recently, a new Watergate epic has come to the fore from the 
pea of Lamar Wakiron, Entitled Watergate: The Hidden History, Nixon, 
the Mafia and the CiA (Counterpoint, 2012).A massive volume which 
is, in many respects, more a rehash of other material relating to the life 
and covert dealings of Richard Nixon and clements of the crime syndi- 
cale, not to mention Nixon's intrigues with Gind against) the CIA, 
Waklron’s book is interesting and is certiinly a*must" for those with a 
penchant for so-called “deep politics” 

However, a word of caution is in order. From my perspective, 
Waldron’s book is more puff and fluff than hard history and tends, in 
nuany respects, to reflect the conventional estiblishment media per- 
spective of Nixon and, in a certain fashion, even scems somewhat favoe- 
able to the CIA which (again, in my view, seems to be more the villain, 
than Nixon, in the Watergate affair) 

Waldron has also written several books on the JFK assassination 
which, frinkly, are a bit dubious in my mind, tending to reflect the theme 
that “the Mafia killed JFK,” while, of course, carefully misdirecting atten: 
lion away even from Meyer Lansky, preferring. naturally, to pin the bkime 
on Italian-American crime figures. So Waldron’s general body of work is, 
well, suspicious, to put it lightly, in my mind and does not accessarily 
come recommended. 

One particularly interesting book that touches on Watergate, but 
which has been widely ignored, even by many intrigued by conspiriey 
thearies, is the book Katharine the Great, a critical biography of long: 
time Washington Post publisher Katharine Graham whose newspaper 
played the preeminent role in publicizing, Watergate and destroving 
Richard Nixon’s presidency 

First published in 1979 by Harcourt, Brace, Jovanovich, the hook 
was withdrawn and pulped by its own publisher after only a few copies 
were sold after Mrs. Graham and her aflies Cincluding the CIA) put 
immense pressure on the publishers 

The idea a publisher would trash its own book naturally surprises 
many peopic, but—as we noted earlier on pages 61-62—this is a phe- 
nomenon that has happened on more than one occasion, and it is 
known in the publishing world as “privishing, 

However, fortunately, Miss Davis’ book was reissued in 1991 by 
Sheridan Square Press, featuring a fascinating foreword by Miss Davis 
deseribing the shocking series of events that led to her book heing 
deepaixed by her original publisher 
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A brict review of the record of Mrs. Graham is worth commemora- 
ing here, inasmuch as The Washington Post Compiuny is one of America’s 
most powerful media empires, owning not only the famed newspaper 
but also, for many years, Veestecek magazine as well as a host of broad- 
casting ventures all across the United States. 

And it should be noted that although Katharine Graham and her 
family have long held a major share in The Washington Post Company, 
there is absolutely no question that substantial controlling interest in 
the newspaper has also been hekl in the hands of a series of banks and 
financiil institutions in the sphere of influence of the European-hased 
but internationallyinfluential Rothschild Dynasty. And among Uose 
inchide the noted American financice, Warcen Butfeu who, though quite 
wealthy in his own cight, has largely functioned! as an American open: 
live of the Rothschild empire 

Katharine Griliam’s father —and the founding father of the moderin- 
day Washington Post cmpire—wis Wall Strect-based Jewish wheeler 
dealer Eugene Meyer, who bought 7he Washiigton Post in 1944—just 
shortly alter resigning as a governor of the Federal Reserve System. 
Meyer was related to a number of powerful Jewish faniilics, including 
that of the grand cabbi of France as well as the family in contro! of the 
niti-billion dollar Levi Strauss garment giant of San Francisco which 
remains one of the work's kirgest Jewish family fortunes today. 

In 1940 Meyer's duughter marricd poor-boy-turned- Harvard lawyer 
Philip Geaham in 1940. In just six vears, alter Meyer assumed the first 
presidency of the new World Bank—an outpost of the Rothschild 
Dynasty’s global money manipulations—Mever named his son-in-law 
publisher and editor-in-chief of the Mast, setting the stage for a reniirk: 
uble series of events that followed 

la 1948, Meyer transferred his actual control of the Post stock to his 
daughter and her husband. However, Katharine received only 40°. of the 
stock. Her husband received 70% of the stock, his purchase financed by 
his father-in-law who trusted Graham and believed quite simply that no 
man should have the burden of working for his own wite 

Under Philip Graham's stewardship, the Post blossomed and its 
empire expanded, including the purchase of the then-moribund 
Newsweek magazine and other media properties. 

Following the establishment of the CLA in 1917, Graham also forged 
close ties to the CIA to the point that he was described by Deborah 
Davis, as “one of the architects of what became a wiklespread practice: 
the use and manipulation of journalists by the CLA°—a CIA project 
known as Operation Mockingbird. According to Davis, the CLA link was 
integral to the Post's rise to power “Basically the Post grew up by trad- 
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ing information with the intelligence agencies” In short, Graham made 
the Post into an effective propaganda conduit for the CLA, 

Despite all this, there was, by the time of Eugene Meyer's death in 
1959, a growing gull between Graham and his wife and his father-in-law, 
who was having second thoughts #bout turning his empire over to 
Graham, The Post publisher had taken a mistress, Rabin Webb, whont be 
setup ina large house in Washington and a farm outside of the cily, 

A heavy drinker who is said to have had manic-depressive tenden- 
cies, Graham, in some respects, was his own worst enemy, stridently 
ibusive to his wite, both privately and publicly 

Later cited by Evan Thomas (a writer for Versweek) as evidence at 
Gribam’s emotional instability was that Grahium Ovho was not Jewish) 
‘would mike anti-Seniitic cemarks about lis in-laws, his wife, even his 
children.” In this context, the fict that Graham was also a very close 
Iricacl Of some years with President fohn E Kennedy who, during the 
same period, was engiuged in a bitter struggle with the leaders of the 
American Jewish community—who perceived that the president was 
insullicicnily supportive of Isriel’s interests —wis surely not something 
that went unnoticed. 

Deborah Davis pointed out in her book that Philip Grahani liad also 
started rattling the CLA:*He had began to ik, after his second break: 
down, about the CIA's manipulation of journalists. He said it disturbed 
him. He said it to the CLA... He turned against the newsmen and politi- 
cians whose code was mutual trust sind, strangely, silence. The word was 
that Phil Graham could net be trusted” 

In fact, Graham was actually under surveillance by somebody: Davis 
has noted that one of Graham's assistants “recorded his mutterings on 
scraps of paper” 

There are those, however, who have suggested that Graham's tep: 
endary “mental breakdown" that developed over the next several years 
Was more a consequence of the psychiatric treatments to which he was 
subjected than of any illness itsel€ One writer has speculated hat 
Graham, in fact, may have been the victim of the CLA’s now-infamous 
experiments in the use of mind-altering drugs. 

Of no doubt is the fact that the Graham split was a major social and 
political upheaval in Washington, considering the immense power of the 
clite newspaper ind its intimate (ies to the CIA. 

In The Man to See (Simon & Schuster, 1991) his biography of 
Graham's friend and Washiigton Post attorney Edward Bennet 
Williams, Evan Thomas weote that Graham startled Williams by saying 
that not only did he plan to divorce Katharine but that he wanted to 
rewrite bis 1957 will and give everything “Kav” stood ta inherit to his 
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mistress, effectively depriving Katharine of what most would perccive 
to be her birthright with which Katharine’s father had entrusted him. 

Although Williams kept putting off Geaham’s demand for a divorce, 
the will, as Thomas admitted, “was a trickier matter” Three times in the 
spring of 1963 Graham rewrote his original will of 1957. Each of 
Graham's 1963 revisions reduced his wife's share and expanded the 
share he intended for his mistress. Ultimately, the last version cut out 
Katharine Graham altogether. 

A big fight was looming. Katharine knew something was afoot 
because, as Deborah Davis reports, Mrs. Graham “tok (her own attor- 
ney) Clark Clifford that the divorce settlement must assign control of 
The Washington Post, and all of the Post companies, exclusively to her” 

Matters finally came to a head when Philip allended at newspaper 
publishers convention in Arizona and delivercd a blistering speech 
aitacking the CHA and exposing “insider” secrets about official 
Washington—even to the point of exposing bis friend John Kennedy's 
affair with Mary Meyer, the wife of a top CHA official, Cord Meyer (no 
relation to Katharine Graham), At that point, Katharine few to Phoenix 
and snatehed up her husband who was captured after a struggle, put in 
i straitjacket and sedated) He was then flown to an exclusive mental 
clinic in the Washington suburb of Rockville, Maryland. 

Gn the morning of August 4. 1963, Katharine Graham reportedly 
told friends that Philip was “better” and coming home. She drove to the 
clinic and picked up her husband and drove him to their country home 
in Virginia. Later that day, while “Kay” was reportedly napping in her sec- 
ond floor coom, her husband died of a shotgun blast ina bathtub down- 
stairs. Although the police report was never made public, the death was 
ruled a suicide Deboral Davis described the aftermath: 


During probate, Katharine’s lawyer challenged the legality 
of the last will, and Edward Bennett Williams, wishing to retain 
the Posf account, now testified that Phil had not been of sound 
mind when he had drawn up Phil's final will for him, 

As a result, the judge ruled (hat Phil had died intestate, 
Williams helped Katharine take control of the Post with no sig- 
nificant legal problems and ensured that the final will, which 
lett The Washington Post t another wonna, never entered the 
public record, 


In her biography of Mrs. Graluim, Davis never suggested that Philip 
had been murdered but has said in interviews that “there's some specu 
lation that either {Katharine} arranged for him to be killed or somebody

said to her, ‘don't worry, we'll take care of it” and chat “there's some 
specukition that it might have even been Edward Bennett Williams: 

So the story of the behind-the-scenes machinations surrounding 
ihe Washington Post is something of immense interest and certainly rel- 
itive Co the story of the corruption of the mass media in Americd today. 

hut coming back to Watergate: In Katharine the Great Deborah 
Davis perhaps provided the real key to Watergate, charging that the 
Post's famed Witergate source —"Deep Throat” —was almost certainly 
Richard Ober, the righthand man of James Angleton, the CIA's counter: 
intelligence chief and longtime liaison (o Isracl's Mossad. 

Miss Davis revealed that Ober was in charge of a joint ClAdsracli 
counterintelligence desk established by Angleton inside the White 
House. From this listening post, Ober Gut Angleton’s direction) pravided 
insisle information to the Post about Watergate that helped bring down 
the Nixon administriution. 

And although the worementioned Post reporter, Bob Woodward, hits 
come forth with the claim that ex-€0) official Mark Felt was the Bincus 
“Deep Throst,” there are more thang afew researchers of substance wha 
doubt the chum, suggesting that Felt was but one of at least several 
sources who provided data used to undermine Nixon. 

In Maret Judgment 1 included a substantial appendix outlining 
much of Miss Davis's research and emphasized the point that at the very 
line the Watergate scandal was crupting, Richard Nixon was at logyser- 
heads with Israch. The truth is, as British journalist Alan Hart has pointed 
out, Nixon was actively aligaing himself (behind the scenes) with King 
Feisal of Sidi Arabia in wtempting to resolve the Israeli-Palestinisain con- 
flick once and for all, See Hart's L984 volume, Arafiet—Terrorist or 
Peacemaker?, published by Sidgewick & Jackson, 

In Unt book, Hart described Nixon's efforts (through the pood 
offices of Feisal to engage Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat in back-chan- 
nel Negotiations Jor & comprehensive Middle East peace settlement. 
ltowever, when Secretiry of Stite Heary Kissinger learned of the nego- 
hations Ovhich had initially been conducted behind his back) he inter- 
vened and puta kibosh on the Nixon-Feisal peace effort, evidently view: 
ing it as a threat to Israel 

In acldition, Hart has noted that Nixon Limsell told Feisal chat if the 
Israclis sind their American lobby continued to frustrate Nixon's efforts 
to settle the Middle East conflict that he—Nixon—was intent upon tear- 
ing up bis pre-prepaced State of the Union address and zo on national 
iclevision and cadio and explain to the American people haw Isricl and 
ts American lobby were the real obstacle to peace in the Middle East 

All of this was taking plice when Israel's lovalist at the CIA, kines 
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Angleton, had his man, Richard Ober, in place at the White House, along 
with another longtime Angleton ally at the CLA, James MeCord, who was 
among the Watergite burglars and who is believed by many to have 
played a part in deliberating sabotaging the Watergate burglary for the 
very purpose of entrapping the Nixon administrauon,

So the use of the “Deep Throat” code name wits obviously a nolse- 
subue way of signaling to those in the know in official Washington Git 
the real force behiad the leak of information to the Post was, in fact, 
isract's ally, James Angicton. And thus, anyone in the loop would realize 
immediately that the "Watergating” of Richard Nixon wis a dirty tricks 
operation being conducted out of Angleton's Israclt desk in the White 
House, Although Richard Ober appears to have been the actual “veice™ 
for “Deep Throat," Angleton was the ventriloquist behind the scenes. 

Former American diplomat, Richard Curtiss, executive editor of The

Another book that touches on Watergate, but which, in the bigger 
picture, explores the hidden underbelly of international intelligence

Since 
the beginnings of the American intelligence community, literul- 
ly thousands of spies have left tederal employment to work for 
those industries and those individuals that are wealthy enough 
to afford them. ...America has become ‘haunted’ by the spooks 
its government has (rained and then turned loose on the pub- 
lic, Private CIAs and Mission Impossible agencies-for-hire have 
sprung up in virtually every major commercial center, and with- 
in most of the ‘Fortune 500, corporations as well... 

Spooks reveals the spooks who haunt this land: who they 
are, how they work, and what they've done to us. The people in 
this book—-Ivy League bagmen, Mafiosi, meres, wiremen, 
counterintrusion specialists, counter-terrorists, and dassassins 
with perfect manners and private jets at their disposal—-are 
real. As are their coups d'etat organized for private profit, their 
surveillance ‘colleges,’ and their assassination devices manutac- 
tured in small shops and “safe houses”... In amore general way, 
Spooks presents some stacting revelations concerning promi. 
nent figures and events 


Making a notably (and typically) colorful appearance in Spooks—in 
fact, he is memorably quoted in the opening line of the book—is my 
Spottight colleague, the aforementioned Andrew St. George, portrayed in 
relation lo his association with flamboyant arms dealer Mitch WerBell 

Andrew —by the way—was perhaps the very first American medi 
figure to have genuine inside information about Watergate gleaned, in 
fact, from one of his other friends, no less than Watergate burglar Frank 
Sturgis whom Andrew had known quite well going back to the time 
Andrew was a key Time-Life correspondent in Cuba before, during and 
after the Cuban revolution in which Sturgis played a part-—first working 
with Castro and then against him—a period in which shifting alliances 
were par for the course in that remarkable episode in history. 

Another book in which Andrew figures, once again larger than life, 
is The Fish is Red: The Story of the Secret War Agatist Castro 
(Harper ‘ollins, 1981) by Warren Hinckle and W illiam W Turner, later ce: 
published as Deadly Secrets: The ClA-Mafta War Against Castro and the 
Assassination of JFK (Thunders Mouth Press, 1991). This hook is defi- 
nitely for anyone interested in the subject and explores the wide-range: 
ing array of individuals and interests who were part and parce! of that 
olten-bizarre series of events that played such a major role in the course 
of modern history. 
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And as a footnote to Watergate, it's important to briefly mention that 
other great scandal, the “Monica-gate" affair that disrupted the Bill 
Clinton era. Despite the common Gnd imiccuntic) perception that the 
media ionized Clinton during his presidency. nothing could be further 
from the truth. The record demonstrates that it was the Jewish-con- 
trolled mass media which played such a large part in provoking pubtic 
knowledge of the Lewinsky scandal. 

Writing in the fin. 4, 1999 issue of The Nation, Michael Tomasky 
pointed out it was The New York Thes—the flagship “liberal” paper— 
which was foremost in leaking many damaging revelations from the 
investigation of Clinton by Special Prosecutor Ken Stuer Tomasky wrote: 
“At every crucial turn and pivot. the Zanes’ editorial page has marched 
in Jockstep with the prosecutor and his cheering section” Asking: “Why 
is this worth cemarking on?”

They are anti-niation, anti-nationalist And that brings us to the important 
topic of nauionalism snd, in particular, American aationalism, and the 
populist precepts upon which it has historically been founded since the 
earliest days of our Republic 

AL this juneture. in this chapter and the one which follows, we wall 
explore what nationalism is and what is isn't and examine not only the 
weitings that put nationalism into proper perspective, but we will also 
meet some of the foremost figures in the pantheon of American nation- 
wlism—protiles in populism, 

Nationalism—in its various incarnations throughout history and all 
across the globe —hias always been and certainly always will be a pre- 
eminent factor in dictating the course of mankind's direction. 
Nationalism and the counter-force of internationalism together form the 
axis around which the events of our world today revolve. Vhere ts hard: 
ly any conflict anvwhere on the face of the planet that does not hinge 
upon the strugele between nationalism: and internationalism, 

This will be a Jengthy chapter and it should be, for the concept of 
American nationalism is, beyond question, one of the most abused ind 
misunderstood aspects of political discussion in modern times, particu 
lurly in the wake of the 9-11 tragedy thit gave “nationalism” a new 
veneer, but one which does not reflect what nationalisn really is 

Afier 9-11. nationalism became cquated with Tagewaving and 
“super-patriotism” (in its most negative sense) and confused with untet- 
tered American @vflerndtionatisin—imperialisn, warmongering and 
“nation-building “in the name of “democratic ideals 

In fact, nauionalism is reve of these things now, it verer has been 
and it verer will be. 

For my own part, [ve always considered myself an advocate ol 
American nationalism and the coneept of America First and have never 
hesitated Lo sav so, 

However, when I was visiting Malaysia for the first time in 2004—at 
atime when America was cngiaged in the foolish, necdless, destructive 
War against Iraq Cin fact, che second such war), Leame to realize how the 
concept of “America First’ and that of being an American nationalist 
Wis misperceived by people abroad 
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In the course of one of my public lectures in Malaysia, | referenced 
the fact that 1 did support America First and that } was an unabashed 
nationalist, and one member of my audience cose and asked the ques- 
lion, “If you are a nationalist, why then are you criticizing the neo-con- 
servatives in the Bush administration who are waging the war against 
Iraq? How are you any different from those warmongers? 

It was then it dawned on me that not only in the United States but 
around the world the idea of nationalism is so very much misunder- 
stood and that nationalism hud become a dirty word, 

The word “nationalism” —and the general knowledge of the history 
surrounding the concept of nationalism—raises negitlive images im the 
minds of those people—even largely educated people, largely polit. 
cized people —whoe actually do bother to think about the subject 

Nationalism is often ranked by the Jewish-controlled media wong: 
side “the evil of Nazism™ and “the horrors of fascism”’—two popular 
catch phrases, to say the lestst. 

‘Taken might from the comics or a Hollywood drama, that in essence, 
sums up the common-place perce ption—indeed, really, the more of less 
“official” detinition—of what constitutes “nationalism” 

And this is no accident. The writing of both popular and academic 
history and the authority and power to define “nationalism” was co- 
opted and has since been dominated—at least throughout the second 
half of the 20th century, and in the Anglo-American world, in particu- 
lar—by persons and institutions distinctly hostile to nationalism in all its 
varieties and forms. 

Now while prior to World War I, Germany and [aly were indeed 
nittionalist states in the chissic sense, since the vears following that stu- 
pid war, nationalism has been ranked right up alongside child molesting 
as one of the ereat crimes against humanity Gilong with so-called “anti- 
Semitism” —said, perhaps, ta be the greatest of all crimes).

There are some (albeit naive) classic “rock- 
ribbed Republicans” who would call themselves nationalists—however 
inappropriately—revering the-“Big Stick” philosophy of ‘Theodore 
Roosevelt, reveling in the idea that Uncle Sam should make his presence 
and his considerable military might felt ‘round the globe —America right 
or wrong. This, to these folks, is “nationalism” —but. of course, it isn 
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Although nutny remember the first President Roosevelt is an syvm- 
bol of American greatness, the ugly truth that the controlied media 
ignores is that it was “TR” who—even before Woodrow Wilson—begian 
calling upon the American people to sacrifice their tives and treasure in 
the cause of global conquest ostensibly in the name of bringing peace 
to the planct. 

This is not nationalism, It is internationalism, advancing the theme 
that the United States should act as a work! policeman promoting some 
undefined dream of “democracy, which has now become the rallying 
cry of the modern Zionist-Trotskyite schemers whoa are populicty 
known as the “aceconservatives” 

SOTR was vot a nationiist. TR was an bedernationatist And no true 
Amenean nationtlist should look to TR as &@ model of American preat- 
ness.

During the 2012 election campaign, a toc was heard about 
“American exceptionalism, particularly from the Republican presiden- 
tial candidates, Newt Gingrich made the concept a centerpiece of lis 
cumpiuign Cand bis wife—the current one, that is—has produced a dac- 
umentacy on the topic). Mitt Romncy's campaign book was entitled Ve 
Apology. The Case for American Greatiess. Sarat Palin's serced bit it 
chapter entitled “America the Exceptional.” And former Semator Rick 
Santorum and Minnesota Governor lim Pawlenty were also heard tout- 
ing this internationuist agenda 

But don't he fooled by this rhetoric that does have a tot of patriotic 
appeal In fact. the concept of “American exceptionalism” —and the 
related theme known as “national greatness conservatism” —are really 
modemhty propaganda miusks for olddashioncd Trostkyite commu 
hiss cupacious imperiism and internationalism now wrapped in the 
American fag, but no different from the age-old dream of a work! 
imperium—a plobal government, the New World Order. 

The grind wizards who conjuced up these themes are three key liz: 
ures in the so-called “neo-conservative” movement 

* William Kristol, founding editor of The Weekly Standard Jong puls- 
lished by Zionist billionaire Rupert Murdoch; 

* David Brooks, a former Kristol underling at the Stenderd and now 
a columnist for The New York Times, and; 

* Marshall Wittmann, a Jewish Trotskyite-turned ncoconservative 
and regular Saedard contributor. 

Kristol and Brooks began their crusade for “nationitl greatness con- 
servalism" with a September 15, 1997 Well Street Jornal article that 
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urged Americans to "reinvigorate the nationalism of Alexanders Hamilton, 
Henry Clay and Teddy Roosevelt” 

And during the 2000 presidential campaige, Wittmann chimed in 
with a fengthy piece in Tae Weekly Standard promoting John McCain, 
hailing McCain as a tribune of “national greatness conservatism” and as 
a madern-day Theodore Roosevelt, 

Another disciple of “American exceptionalism, Yale Professor David 
Gelernter—another Weekly Standard fixture—promotes the idea that 
“Americanism” is a modern-day incarnation of Biblical Zionism and that 
Americans have “a divine mission to all mankind” and that*every human 
being everywhere in entitled to freedom, equality and democricy” 

Ina book grandly catitled Amertcanism: The Fourth Great Western 
Religion, Gelernter expressed the contention that the United States 
(base of what he has called “American Zionism”) is now charged with an 
imperial (even God-given) duty to remake the world, that “Americunisay’ 
is “the Creed,” of this global agenda, Unit this “Fourth Great Western 
Religion’ is the driving foree bebind—and which must establist—a 
new phinet-wile regime, He wrote: 


We are the one and only biggest boy [in the world today}. 
I ahere is to be justice in the world, America must create it... . 
We must pursue justice, help the suffering, and overthrow 
tyrants. We must spread the Creed. 


This is the New World Order. And this is the underlying theme of 
“national greatness conservatism” and “American exceptionalism.” But 
there is nothing “American” about it. So don’t be fooled by what sounds 
like “patriotic” rhetoric from the Republicans. {t isn't. 

In marked contrast to these “neo-conservalives, there are many 
other Americans—who truly are nationalists in the chissic sense of the 
word—who question the very idea that the United States should act as 
a work! policeman, putting out brushlire wars and advancing, some 
undefined deeam of “democracy, which has now become the rallying 
ery of the neo-conserviative (hit is, Zionist-Trotskyite) schemers. 

In recent years there have been a number of writers who have put 
forth a number of important books warning against the dangers of so- 
called “American exceptionalism” which, as we have scen, poses as Cor 
is otherwise popularly confused with) nationalism but which is imperi- 
alism at its worst 

Notable among those raising warnings about this concept of 
“American exceptionalism" is Col. Andrew J. Bacevich, a West Point grad- 
vate vind at retired career U.S. Army officer and professor of internation- 
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a relations at Boston University, an outspoken critic of the warmonger- 
ing policies of the George W Hush administration and the nco-conser- 
vitives, Ironically, his son, a U.S.Army officer, died in the Iraq war that 
his father so vehemently opposed. Four of the five books by Bacevich 
are purticularly worth referencing. They are:

The titles of these books, | think, speak for themselves and E have 
learned more from Bacevich than | have learned from many athee writ- 
ers who have addressed similar topics. As a military man who sees the 
very real dangers of war and the consequences of imperialisny, his his- 
torical overviews are absolutely devastating counterpunches aimed at 
those who would have America reign as a global empire, forever 
cngaged in wars and international meddling, 

Another writer who ranks alongside Bacevich is the late Chalmers 
Johnson who was « longlime consultant for the CLA and who served as 
a professor of international relkutions at the University of California - San 
Diego. He authored three books on the topic of “American Empire" and 
his works are tremendous They are: 

* Blowback: The Costs & Consequences of American Empire 
(Metropolitin Books, 2000). Johnson writes of the consequences of 
“blowback, saying that, blowback “does not just mean retaliation for 
things our government has done to and in foreign countries. It refers to 
retaliation for the numerous illegal operations we have carried oul 
abroud that were kept totally secret from the American public This 
means that when the retaliation comes—as it did so spectacularly on 
September 11, 2001 —the American public is unable to put the events in 
context, So they tend to support acts intended to lash out against the 
perpetraters, thereby most commonly preparing the ground for yet 
another cycle of blowback” 

* The Sorrows of Fimpire: Mititarisn:, Secrecy, and the End of the 
Republic (Metropolitan Books, 2004) explores the consequences of per-

That having been said—tor the benefit of thase who will rush for- 
wird to denounce me for daring to say something nice about Scheuer 
(and there will be thase who will do se. saying my endorsement of 
Scheuer's book is “proof” that “Michael Collins Piper is somehow “cov 
ering up the truth? whatever that “truth” oa be)—the fact is that 
Scheuer’s hook is one of the most level-headed, honest and well-written 
examinations of the bankruptey of modern American forcign policy 
that’s been produced in the last 30) years. 

Now while I personatly believe that 9-11 was orchestrated by Israeli 
intelligence—a point | have written and spaken about, literally since 
Day One of the tragedy—I remind the skeptics that the big and over- 
arching importance of Scheuer's book is that, even while he accepts the 
thesis that angry Muslim militants were responsible for 9-11, Scheuer 
says in no uncertain terms that the anger in the Muslim world against 
the United States—which is very real, no matter how much some 9-11

conspiracy theorists would like to say that it’s all part of some eniuid 
sige playv—was stimulited precisely by the power of Isracl's lobby in 
America in bending and misdirecting American foreign policy and the 
reaction to that phenomenon by Isracls enemies in the Muslim world 
Scheuer reflects upon this reality 


Bin Laden and other Islamists believe that because of the 
American publics unwarranted emotional guilt: over the 
Holocaust, the wealth and resultant political influence of pro- 
Israchi figures and organizations in U.S. domestic politics and 
Isracl’s superb covert action inside the United States—which 
has created a situation where Americans damn other Americans 
for questioning the U.S.-Isricli relationship and try to limit their 
willingness to speak out by slinging the anti-Semitic slur—U)S. 
foreign policy is all but welded to support Isracl without limit 


In fact, for writing and frankly speaking out about such issucs in a 
number of controversial press interviews. Scheuer hus been accused of 
being an “America hater, and a*cank anti-Semite who wanted to abandon 
Isracl, But Scheuer has refused to back down, despite the attacks, and of 
his critics, Scheuce writes that 


{Their words) clearly sav that their fellow Americans cannot 
be patriots i they use their right to free speech to question any 
aspect of the US -Isracti relationship: that U.S. citizens should 
not be allowed to work at CIA—or presumably anywhere else in 
the U.S. government—il they wre not Isrucl-lirsters and a pogrom 
is necded to remove critics of Isracl from federal employment, 
and that ny American who claims that the impact of unquatilied 
U.S. support for Israel in the Mustim world is unreservedly clam: 
aging ta US. interests is ...a Mere Kampfrcading Nazi 

I have never accepted and will forever rejeet the idea that 
to intensely dislike the nature of the relationship the US. gov- 
ernment bas fabricated with Israel, and to believe chat that rela- 
tionship is aot only a burden but a cancer on America’s ability to 
protect its genuine national interests—which | do believe— 
equates to cither anti-Semitism or a lack of American patriotism, 

Indecd, My Own view would be that those Americans who 
ure quickest to wiekl the debate-silencing anti-Semitism sword 
are cither the Most suspect in the realm of loyalty or simply res- 
olute liars who champion the fintasy of identical U.S. and Israeli 
national interests 
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Scheuer pulls no punches in laying out his forthright nationalism and 
patriotism which only a fool (or a Zionist) would question: 


Let me be clear: the only country [care about is the United 
States. | care not a whit whether or not Isricl survives. 

I likewise do nat care if Zambia, Saudi Arabia, Bolivia, Papua 
New Guinea, Spain, or most any other nation survives, 

Forcign nations are importunt only insofar as they can ben: 
elit America, and our relations with them should be predicated 
on that consideration and not on emotion, irrational guilty, 

Pollyanna-ish ideas about democracy, or the political influ- 
ence bought by corrupt and corrupting lobbies, be they sup- 
porting Isracl, Saudia Arabia, Armenia, Greece, of Lebanon 
America should associate with those nation-stittes that benefit 
America, steer clear of hose that do not, and run as fast and far 
as possible from those that seck to involve us in fights in which 
we have no stake. particularly fights between religions 


Scheuer does have some general exceptions: Great Britain, Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand, ta cach of which, he says,“we owe a debt of 
honor duc to our collective, bloody, and successful efforts to prevent the 
iriumph of weranny in the 20Uh Century’ (For my own part, 1 would dis- 
avree with Scheuer's enthusiasm for Britain.) AC any mate, Scheuer says to 
his pro-Isracl antagonists: 


In sum, let me bluntly say to the Israel firsters, in (he words 
of Franklin Roosevelt, used to dely the New Deal opponcnts te 
cwled Economic Royalists: ‘They are unanimous in their hatred 
foc me—and bt welcome their hatred” 


In discussing Gearge Washington's Farewell Address— which warned 
of the United States becoming catangled too closely in a “passionate 
auachment” with a “favorite Nation" granted special “concessions” and 
“infusing into America’ the “enmities” of that nationa—Scheuer said that 
Americans today should decide if America’s current relationship with 
Isrucl is in America’s national interests: 


Is there a beuer descciption of the danger America faces 
because of its governing elites “passionate attachment” 10 
Israel? Is not our adversarial relationship with the Palestinians 
and Muslims generally an example of the “infusing into America” 
of the “enmities” of Israel? 
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And what better definition of the double standard that our 
Islamist foes cite is there than the “concessions to the Sivorite 
Nation” of privileges denied to ethers in the form of the con- 
stunt US. veto of any UN resolution condemning Israeli actions. 


Scheuer savs that his criticism is “not for Israel but for US. govern: 
ments that have knowingly put America at risk on Israel's behalf” adding 
candidly that “Nothing in America's rekutionship with Isrtel rises to the 
level of at U.S. mational interest, ...° He writes: 


Given this reality, it is dingerous and ultimately selfdetect- 
ing to confuse the tremendous emotional attachment some tS. 
citizens and most of the American governing elite have for 
Isracl—with campaign contributions of many of the former 
often cementing the support of many of the latter—with the 
actual existence of a genuine LOS, national security interest in 
the survival of Iseact. 

No such interest exists, ind what substantive ties do exist 
hirdly justify the conterbution they make to what is becoming: 
an endless war between the United Stites and the Mustim 
workl Much of the unecatity in U.S, attitudes toward (seat is a 
result of ahistorical arguments that tsrach his “the right to exist” 

Clearly, no nation his the “right” to exist; Darwinkin logic 
upplies to nation stutes as well as to the other components of 
the animid kingdom. 

If (here was such i right, the nations of the world would be 
working to resuscitate the Soviet Unien, Sparta, Hannibal's 
Carthage, and the Latin kingdom of Jerusalem. 

Nilions exist as long as they can defend themselves, contain 
internal socieau rot at non-fatal levels, maintitin economic vie 
bility, and do not gratuitously make a constellation of more pow- 
erful cnemics 

This truism applics cqually to all the United States has no 
more right to exist than does Isriel, Puestine, Bolivia, Saudi 
Arabia, Belgitm, or Russia.” You form your country and vau take 
your chances,” is a pretty good synopsis of history over Ue past 
several millennia, 

In regard to Israel, the US. governing clitle—especially its 
neoconservative and liberal elemeots—have compounded the 
right to exist doctrine with the demand that Iscael’s enemics 
wecept that right to exist before there can be udks ar negotia- 
tions, 
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Supporting Israel's “right to exist” is especially ahistorical 
when it is advocated by Americans, as it is a “right” they have 
never insisted on lor their own niution. (f they had, we would 
never talked of negotiated with the Soviets aller Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev promised that the USSR would “bury” the United 
States—surely a failure to acknowledge America’s right to exist 
if ever there was one 


Scheuer Lakes a broad historical look at the recent misadventures in 
Iraq and Afghaniscun and pats the blame for the state of American foreign 
policy squarely in the lap of our foreign policy making elite: 


Without exception, U.S. political leaders, Republican and 
Democratic, approached the wars with Cold War assumptions: 
America was the sole superpower, undefeattble, and was fight- 
ing on behalf of the civilized world: the wars would be localized, 
short, and mininwly bloody; precision weapons would intimi- 
dite and eliminate a transnational enemy that was not a navion- 
stuc, small in number, lacking in popular support, ind therefore 
not at life and death national security Chreat to the United States; 
most of the fighting and bleeding would be done by U.S. prox- 
ies; and liberated populations would joyously welcome inva- 
sion, occupation, and the installation of secular democnicy. 

Our bipartisan governing clite was wrong on every count, 
They were also ignorant of the malodorous foreign policy bag- 
gave they brought with them to the wars in the Muslim world 
and, as iniportant, the fact that those policies had been used mas- 
terfully by Osama bin Laden to Iity a trap for the United States 
gmong Muslims and nvartia their support 

Bin Laden's frequently repeated six-point indictment ol 
U.S. foreign policy —U.S. presence on the Arabian peninsula; mil- 
itary presenee in Muslin lands; unqualified support for Isriel; 
support for Russia, China, and India against. Muslims, theft of 
Muslim oil; and protection of Muslim tyrtnnies—was known by 
few American Ieaders and was largely dismissed, when read, as a 
madouin’s irrational ravings 

Thus, U.S. leaders launched theie wars with burdens that 
were both terrific substantive handicaps and virtual unknowns 
to themselves and. especially to American citizens. The arro- 
gince, hubris and risk<tversion of America’s governing elite set 
the stage for sel-imposed tragedies of unplanned-for length and 
Shakespearean proportions 
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He scores those warmongers who attempted to convey the lie that 
Bin Laden and Saddam Hussein were collaborating against America—an 
idea that some nitive folks still hold near and dear to their hearts: 


Intelligence officers who had been working against Sunni 
extremism since the late 1990s understood that the looming 
Iraq War wis certain 10 destroy wo of our most important and 
reliable de facto allies in that anti-lslamist struggle: Iraq and 
Syria. And they were the best kind of allies, in that Washington 
did not have to arm, coerce, bribe or cajole them into acting in 
the most murderous manner against most Islamists. In fact, 
Saddam's [rag and Hafez and then Bashir al-Assad’s Syeia were in 
i permanent war footing against then... . 

Both the Baghdad and Damascus regimes viewed the 
Islamists as a significant threat to their hold on power. Neither 
state allowed istamist groups bent on attacking the United States 
to establish permanent training camps or save havens on their 
tereitory and their security services dealt: summarily with 
Islamists who overstayed their welcome or became involved in 
inappropriate activities while visiting. 

Bach stite tended to deal even more harshly with its 
domestic Islamist militants. In short, Saddam's [rag and al-Assad’s 
Syria were inherently helping the United States by standing as 
very clfective bulwarks against any easy and secure westward 
movement of the Sunni fihad’s main base in South Africa, toward 
the Levant, Isract and Europe, 


Scheuer also has some tough words for those who simply could not 
see the ultimate consequences of the American intervention in the 
Middle East and the occupations that followed, 

While so many Americans (particularly Republicans) still bold on to 
the idea that the United States is “bringing democracy to those people,” 
a real authority such as Scheuer savs otherwise: 


Generally speaking, history shows that most nation-stite 
populations, with the possible exception of the French, do not 
like to be invaded and occupied, even if the invaders hand out 
MREs to families, candy to children and fistfuls of greenbacks to 
all and sundry 

History's list of unwelcome and ultimately vanquished 
occupiers is far lengthier than history's list of successful occu 
pations. [raq and Afghanistan were not Panama and Grenada. 
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Ironically, in a sense, the Muslim-hating fanatics in America, who 
enthusiastically followed their leader—"General” George W. Bush—into 
iraq and Afghanistan scem to have coded up strengthening the hand of 
those very Muslim fundamentalists that they were so worried about in 
the first phice. Scheuer writes: 


Nota lick of classified intelligence information was needed 
to knew what repercussions the invasion of Iraq would cause. 
All that was needed was to read the words of our Islamist cne- 
mics, know « bit about Ishim and its history. and ignore the 
wlvice of politicallysmotivated experts and the rest of that 
pro-war media fobby that helped sink U.S. interests in the sands 
of Iraq... Onee US and Western forces set foot in Iraq. bin 
Laden's predictions were validated. 


Scheuer warns Americans not to be fooled by the power clite when 
the finger-pointing and the blime game for the disaster in leg, in his 
words, “becomes clear and unquestionable” 


Most of this blather will emanate from the Democratic 
‘arty Which will argue that the use of military force against the 
fslamists has been unsuccessful and thea urge the spending of 
untold billions of U.S, dollars on a* New Deal" Deal for the Middle 
East” This. they will contend, will de-radicalize Muslims and 
outke them peaceful, moderate, prosperous democrats, in short, 
al-Qaeda and its allies will be made into a slightly more aggeres- 
sive version of the Rotary Club. 


Scheuer adds that: “JAt} the level of federal elections a candidate 
who demands major changes in these policies—or in the case of [sract, 
even minor ones—knowingly tikes the risk of fatilly handicapping his or 
her chances of victory” 

He points our that, fully a decade after 9-11/only a single member of 
America’s governing clite, Rep. Ron Paul, has publicly indicated that he 
has caught on to the reality that our enemies are motivated by U.S. for- 
cign policy. Instead, he notes: 


US. government officius and the leaders of bath political 
partics simply and ceflexively cepeat that the Islamists: lite 
American and are waging war against it because of our free- 
dams, liberty, and gender-equatity, not because of what the U.S 
government does in the Istamie world. 
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This claim is a blatant lie, bad for that reason alone but 
worse because it keeps Americans from clearly gauging the 
enemy's Motivations and intentions, or bin Laden's enormous 
potential appeal among the world’s 1.4 billion Mustims. Frankly, 
persisting in this lic amounts to a death wish. 


Scheuer says that he hoped that “Americans would be relieved to 
learn that the Iskunist threat was not the nihilist and apocalyptic one 
described by their leaders—the annihilation of American society, all 
Christiins and Jews, Western Civilization, etc—but rather a much more 
limited one, that focused not on U.S. culture and society bat almost exclu- 
sively on whut the OLS. government did in the Iskimic world, 

It was bettce for Americans to know, he thought, “that they faced a 
smart, thinking enemy, with limited war aims, and not the irrational, 
inchoate loc President Bush described: “They hate Christianity, they hate 
Judaism, they hate everything that's not them.” 

In Scheuer’s view, “Americans must begin to do the thinking, that 
their elites have proved themselves incapable of doing” He writes: 


Foreign policy must be changed to focus only on genuine 
mulional security interests; nonessential political, diplomatic, 
and military intervention abroad must be stopped; and when the 
use of military force is mandatory, it must be applied with more 
ferocily and less discrimination. 

Domesticully, homebind security must become a reality, ane 
Not just a catch-phrase used to justify enormous, nan-productive 
federal expenditures 

And finally, a beginning must be made te return the 
American political system to the framework of cesponsible 
republican government crafted by the founders 

The people themselves must become the cngines of their 
own and their country’s survival. And time is cunning short for 
them to do so 


According to Scheuer: “The greatest and most dangerous divide in 
American society is between our governing clites—political, economic, 
military, and media—and the great bulk of work«day Americans on the 
issucs of foreign policy and war? His words are a clarion call for tradi- 
tion American nationalism—taking care of America’s needs first 


Non-clite Americans are slowly coming to confront a reality 
in which those who govern them are cager to be “citizens of the 
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world” and are more concerned with affairs outside the United 
States than they are with fixing such daunting domestic prob- 
Icems as illegal immigration and funding for Social Security. 


Ironically, Scheuer points out “Even leading private sector 
Americans do not seem immune from this aspiration,” noting Una: 


With so much to deo in furthering equity, health care and 
basie infrastructure rehabilitation, our leading and richest citt- 
zens prefer to donate their excess funds to foreign endeavors. 
Bill Gates, Ted Turner, Warren Buffett, and others live adopted an 
America second attitude and are engaged in large. high-profile 
and Davos-pleasing donations outside the country that nurtures, 
protects and awards them breath-taking tax deductions 

And now Bill Clinton, the ultimate Europeansavannabe ring: 
master for this circus of aspiring world citizens is scrutting about 
the world seeking donations for humanitarian activities outside 
America. Even President Bush's multi-billion dollar pkin to com- 
bat HIV/ALDS in Africa seems an oddly-ranked priority when the 
District of Columbia has an AIDS problem worse thin some 
countrics in subSaharan Alrica, 


Ultimitely, says Schcuce, “the most dangerous aspect of the division 
between the domestic focus of Americans and the international fixation 
af their elite, however, lics in the clite’s easy willingness to sacrifice the 
lives of the former's sons and daughters in wars meant to install freedom 
und democracy in the Islamic world” OF the internationalist world-savers 
he concludes: 


These men and women have consciously made the decision 
that they will steadily spend the tives of our chiklren to bring 
democracy, Women’s rights, parliamentary government, human 
rights, and secularism to those who want no part of them and in 
the Westernized form that is offered. 

And even if they did want them, it is no part of the U.S. goy- 
ernment’s responsibility or Consticutional writ to spend the lives 
and treasure of Americans to satisfy the desires of foreigners 


Pointing out Uhat while the-forcign policy clite now raises the ban- 
ner of war against [stamic fundamentalists, the truth is that the efforts by 
those same elites to dislodge Saddam Hussein and Bashir albAssad in Syria 
were foolish and miscalculated campaigns against “strong, ruthless and 
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rehable U.S. ilies in the war against Sunni Istamist militincy” who were 
“the cork in the bottle’s neck that prevented the easy westward flow of 
Islamist lighters from South Africa to the Levant to Turkey, Europe and the 
Arabian peninsula” OF the secular rulers in iraq and Syria he writes: 


Neither regime necded convincing, arms, or funding fram 
the United Stites to resist and persecute the Iskumists; as is 
almost always the case, regimes that are scared to death for their 
survival, as were those of Saddam and abAssad, make the best 
ales. Faced with the chance lo use this cost-free bulwark, dhe 
Bush administration and Congress destroyed it in the name of 
trying to outa Woodrow Wilson, a human scourge who is not 
often enough ranked with the 20th Century's top bloodlettces. 


In short, Schever puts forth an America First, nationalist agenda — 
one for genuine “homekind security” —that has never been so eloquent 
ly and simply oudincd by any “mainstrcam” writer sas Scheuer bas done 

Noting that “the workl’s best and most expensive military is fully 
deployed overseas and losing Wilsonian wars meant to install the secuker 
democnicies that Mustinis are resisting to the death,” Scheuer denounces 
"those elected to cun the federal government [who] lave, for decades, 
failed completely, knowingly and deliberately to ensure the physical secu 
rity of U.S. borders” Here is what Scheuer says the United Stites niust do 


Deploy the US.Army and Marines along U.S. kind borders t 
prevent the entry of illegals and to an effective network of 
fences, trenches, water towers, radars, and if necessary, mine: 
ficlds cin be built in a crash program along the Canadian and 
Mexican borders. 


Scheuer is also candid in his assertion—a classic advocacy of states’ 
rights—in saying that "Stute and local governments must effectively lets 
the federal government by working together” adding that “this is the only 
means by which U.S. domestic security can begin to be protected.” The 
former CLA official pulls no punches: 


Defiance will require blatantly refusing to obey 
Washington's edicts. But in cither case, state governors must for 
now be the leading agents of this defiance 

I America is to be protected, the governors must work 
across parly lines and focus solely on the security of their citi- 
zens and nation, 
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The governors showld exert their control over the military 
reserve units that fallunder state jurisdiction and refuse to trans- 
fer control of them to the federal government. 

The governors showukl thea mobilize and deploy these 
units to stall and administer state-mandated border control 
regimes to stop the How of legal immigration. 


Then, says Scheuer, “lf federal authorities threaten legal or physical 
actions against the states, (he governors must defy them. Washington will 
quickly find that the electonuc in time of war will cally to governors who 
uct to protcet dem when the federal government will not! AL this point 
he says, “Washington also will fil itself impotent: cun any American 
imagine a US, soklicr shooting a fellow citizen for defving the lederal 
government in iin effort to protect all citizens?” 

In the end, Scheuer says, the states —by asserting their sovercigaty — 
will be able to set the stage for putting an end to un-Constituttonal un- 
declared foreiga wars 


The governors can also use their control over military 
reserves to begin to reign in the president's unilateral and un- 
Constitutional warmuaking wbilitics. Nothing in our Constitution 
is clearer Ghan the requirement for Congress to declare war, By 
retuining siue military units under their command, the gover- 
nars will provoke a long-needed Constitution confrontavion 
between the electorite and the federal government that mity at 
fast retuen Constitutional sanity to the issue of making war, 


It is no accident that the final chapter in Scheuer’s remarkable book 
is titled simply: "A Humble suggestion—America First” 

Anyone who doubts the sincerity of Scheuer’s words or who fails to 
understind the very real insights that he has conveyed is—quite sim- 
ply—a fool, Resl American patriots can only pray that.in the years ahead, 
more American politicinns heed Scheuce’s warnings and put his advice 
and counsel into effective public policy. 

During the past decade we hive seen the rise—and rise—of the war- 
Mongering intecnationvists and imperialists (he very forces of the New 
World Order) in the highest rinks of our nation’s policy-making clite. 
While some call them “neo-conservatives, they are Gis we shall sec) 
much more than chat, 

In the chapter that follows, we will dissect these outlaws and other 
like-minded enemies of America Gind mankind) and examine the impar- 
hint literature thi outlines what real American nationalism is all about, 


CHAPTER EIGHT 


Populism & Nationalism 
vs Internationalism & Imperialism 


n fact, the genuine American nationalists—as opposed to the 

“neo-cons” (who truly are “cons”)—are the modern-day heirs of 

at traditional American (and, ironically, largely Republican-based) 
philosophy heralded by the late Sen. Arthur Vandenberg (R-Mich.) when 
he affirmed: *Nationalism—not internationalism—is the indispensable 
bulwark of American independence.” 

In his now long-forgotten, but still quite timely, volume, The Trail of 
a Tradition (G B Putnam's Sons, New York, pices Vv ne th tite to 
ment with the world at rc igecticea the days of our Founding Fathers 
through the era of Woodrow Wilson and the attempt to enforce a world 
regime through the engine of the failed League of Nations. 

In the end, of course, Vandenberg himself underwent a remarkable 
transformiation—uhinks Lirgely, it appears, to having been blackmailed 
and otherwise “influenced” by British intelligence operatives—and shilt- 
ed into the internationalist camp, acting as an oulspoken advocate of 
Iree-wheeling US involvement in global affairs. 

However, in his early years, Vandenberg was indeed very much a 
part of what we might rightly call the genuine “nationalist” camp—one 
that oceupied quite a large bit of territory in the land of American polit- 
ical thought and in the ranks of both major political parties. 

But let's digress for a moment and talk about imperialism—the 
antithesis of navionilism and the foundation of the New World Order. 

In my early years of political research and delving into the writings 
of American conservatives und Republicans, 1 came to find that the 
terms “imperialism” and “imperialist” were generally perceived as being 
“communist” terms of political act. In fact. nothing could be further from 
the truth. Imperialism is what the New World Order is all about. Is what 
internationalism is all about. And imperialism stands firmly against 
nitionalism. And rea? nationalism stands against imperialism. 

There is one book, not widely circuluted, that is devoted to the topic 
of imperialism and contains a diverse selection of writings from inter- 
national authors commenting on the topic from a wide variety of view- 
points, That book is The _ Imperialism Reader: Documents and 
Re eadings on Modern Expansionisni (D. Van Nostrand, 1962), edited by 
Louis L. Snyder. Studied carefully, this volume demonstrates precisely 
what I've said about imperialism. Every patriot in every nation around 
the world who stands up for his nation is a nationalist and is thus anti- 
imperialist, as he should be. 
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The term “imperialist —while common tn the rhetoric of interna 
tional communism—is not, as some Might think, a Cerm of art parucular 
to the communist ideology. 

And the fact that so many people think that those who denounce 
imperialism are “Communists” demonstrates how the term has been so 
thoroughly misunderstood by American nationalists. And then, ironical 
Ivy, there are those American conservalives—the neo-conservalives— 
many of whom no doubt consider themselves “nationalists” — who are, 
in fact, intermationalists and therefore advocates (most of them unwil- 
tingly) of the New World Order imperialist agenda. 

There is an author who has written wo excellent works that are 
highly cccommended for understinding the fet that nationalism ancl 
anti-imperialism are very much a part of the traditional Americsia—anel 
Constitutional—point of view. The aulher is Bill Kauliniin, Mis first 
work, America First: tis History, Cutturve and Politics (Prometheus 
Books, 1995) and his second work, Aft My America: The Long Noble 
History of Anti-War Conservatism and Middte-American Anti 
huiperiatisn (Metropolitan Books, 2008) are lively, entectaining, color- 
ful, lact-lilled and easy-to-read volumes that explore this tradition in the 
United States going back to Une earliest days of the Republic, on theough 
io those days when American nationalists cose up to challenge the drive 
for war in Europe against Hider that Col. Charles A. Lindbergh menio- 
rably declared was being so energetically pushed by “the British, the 
Jewish and the Roosevelt administniiion— 

Kaulfiman's books explore the America First Committee and the 
Wide-ranging array of personalities, liberals and conservatives, 
Democrats and Republicans, populists and even clitists, who joined 
together to fight for America jind against imperialisny and international 
isi and warmongering. 

So while Kaufiman’s books commemorate the history of the nation: 
alist movement, as fur as Em concerned, it bas been my longtime 
employer—and friend — Willis A. Cacto who has firmly estublished him- 
self, Chrough more than sixty years of determined efforts. as having been 
responsible for maintaining triditional American populism and national 
ism as a thriving force in the political debate over the conduct of 
America’s domestic affairs and its cole in the global arena. 

An carly eritic of the New Workl Order (betore most people ever 
even heard of the term) and a no-holds-barred Joe of war and imperial 
ism, Carto has been responsible ler the publication of literally thou 
sinds of books, newspapers, magazines, monographs and other fitera- 
ture with a consistent message of no-holds-barred wationatisu: for alt 
peoples—he calls it imerniational nationalism 
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Nothing—absolutely nothing —has ever been “too controversial” for 
Carto and the publications he’s sponsored. Through weekly newspapers 
such as The Spotlight and American Free Press and such widely-read 
journals as The Barnes Review, Carto has been « major influence on the 
thinking of literally millions of people in the United States and around 
the globe including many who have emerged as major political figures 
in their own right, 

For example, David Duke —who is perhaps the best known figure 
on the so-called “tar right"—has said time and again, publicly and pri- 
vately, that his personal work! view, in the earliest stirrings of his own 
political thinking and beyond, was largely shaped by reading books and 
other publications sponsored by Carto, 

So how did Willis Carto come to the position in history that he 
hokls today? 

Al least twice—Wwhile serving in the U.S. Army on the front lines in 
combat in the Pacific during World War Il—Carto came perilously close 
to dying at the hands of the Japanese. In the fiest instance, a Japanese 
sniper wounded Carto. Had the bullet struck an inch further to the left, 
it woukl have pierced Carto's heart. Instead, it struck his arm. In anoth- 
cr instance a Japanese soldier threw a grenade at Carto and the grenade 
exploded, but Carto—amazingly—was not injured at all 

There were, of course, many Americans—inecluding my own 
father— wounded in combat during World War HL, but the fact that Carto 
Wils twice spiured is interesting, considering the fact that in post-war 
years this battle-scarred veteran emerged as ane of the most outspoken 
Americin critics of the needless and senseiess American entry into that 
war and as a foremost voice behind a still-growing and now-more: 
dynamicthan-ever movement that has forced the American people (and 
the wort) to take a second look at the real causes (and consequences) 
of that global conflagcation that was so much a part of dhe New World 
Order's drive to snulf out nationalism forever. 

We can only wonder where we would be today if Willis Carto had 
been left dike many other American soldiers) a butchered corpse in the 
jungles of Asia. Would some other individual have come along and laid 
the foundation for the revisionist movement and nurtured it, as did 
Carto? We can only speculate, 

Unlike many World War U1 veterans who continued to believe the 
official wartime propaganda, Carto—who freely admits today that he 
had been terrified that Adolf Hitler was going to conquer the world— 
returned stitteside and began his own personal journey of investigation, 
secking the answers to the “how” and the “why” of American involve- 
ment in that genocidal world conflagration. 
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Ultimately, Carto came to question the necessity of US. involve- 
ment not only in World War I but in virtually all of the wars of the 20th 
century In fact, long before it became politically popular to do so—and 
certainly unlike many on the traditional “right” —Carto raised questions 
about the US. intervention in Southeast Asia, While conventional “Cok 
War Liberals” were still pushing for deeper American entanglement in 
the region, ultimately leading to the Vietnam debacle, 

Carto made a conscious effort to draw the lines and distinctions 
between American “conservatism” of the Republican steipe and tradi- 
tional nationalism. Rejecting what he considered to be the tired and 
worn and thoroughly inadequate concepts of “right” and “lef,” Carto 
worked energetically through Liberty Lobby Gwhich he founded in 
1955) to develop a thriving nationalist movement, specifically focusing 
on the dangers of internationalism, placing nationalism its central to the 
overall framework of an American populist philosophy exemplified by 
Thomas Jeflerson and an approach toward foreign relations Cin particu 
lar) as laid out by Gearge Washington in his Farewell Address, 

Carto insisted that adherence to Washington's words of wisdom 
provided not only the means Lo ensure America’s tranquil relations with 
its neighbors—near and far—but also a foundation for building a strong 
nation capable of ensuring its own domestic stability, 

Perhaps more than any other American—including Washington 
himsel!—Carto utilized the considerable media outreach at his disposal 
Lo repeal, time and time again, Washington's warnings 


So likewise. a passionate attachment of one nation for 
another produces a variety of evils. Sympathy for the favorite 
nation, facilitating the illusion of an imaginiury common uiterest 
in cases where na real common interest exists, and infusing 
inta one the enmities of the other, betrays the former into a par- 
ticipation in the quarrels and wars of the latter, without ade: 
quate inducements or justifications. It also leads to concessions, 
to the favorite nation, of privileges denied to others, which is 
apt doubly to injure the nation making the concessions, by 
unnecessary pacting with what ought to have been retained 
und by exciting jealousy, ill will and a disposition to retaliate in 
the partics from whom equal privileges are withheld; and it 
gives to ambitious, corrupted or deluded citizens who devote 
themselves to the favorite nation, facility to betray or sacrifice 
the interests of their own country, without odium, sometimes 
even with popularity; gilding with the appearances of a virtu- 
ous sense of obligation, a commendable deference for public 
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opinion, or a kurdable zeal for public good, the base or foolish 
compliances of cunbition, corruption or infatuation, 

Agiinse the insidious wiles of foreign influcnee (conjure 
you to believe me, fellow citizens) the jealousy of a free people 
ought to be constantly awake; since history and experience 
prove that foreign influence is one of the most baneful foes af 
republican government, Hut that jeatousy, to be useful, must be 
unpartial, cise it becomes the instrument of the very influence 
to be avoided, instead of a defense against it. 

Excessive partiality for one forciga nation, and excessive 
dislike for another, cause those whom they acuate to see dan- 
ger only on one side, and serve to veil and even second the wets 
of intluence on the other. 

Real patriots, who may resist the inteigues of the favorite, 
are liable to become suspected and odious: while its tools and 
dupes usurp the applause and confidence of the peopie, to sur- 
render their interest. 

The great cule of conduct lor us, in regard to foreign 
nations, is, in extending our commercial relations, to have with 
them as litte political connection as possible. So far as we have 
dready formed cogagements, let them be fulfilled with perfect 
good faith: —Here let us stop, 

It is our truce policy to steer clear of permanent allianee 
wilh any portion of the foreign work. 


In the spirit of Washington, Carto contended that true nationalists 
—of all nitions—beliceved in developing and strengthening their nation 
from within, maintaining the integrity of its cultural heritage and his- 
loric sovereign borders and placing their own niation’s interests first 
Nittionalists did not start wars of imperialism, he said, but respected the 
muttonalist instincts of others. 

Profitecring internationwist plutocrats, Carto charged, condemned 
nationuism because it intertered with their goal of profit and their aim 
to submerge all nations in a*Global Plantation” under their domination. 

In Carto’s estimation, internationalism was a dream of naive ideal- 
ists Chat the eradication of all national and racial borders would usher in 
world peace in which everyone will live happily ever after— a chimeri- 
cal dream of poets and religious leaders for millennia. 

In actual application, Carto averred, internationalism could only 
produce mass confusion, tension, anarchy and violence. Plutocrats used 
internalionilism to break down national boundaries and promote mul- 
ticulluralism, sin essential step to compicte theic conquest of the world 
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dnd the formal erection of their world super state, a Global Plintation, 
ofien called a “New World Order"—by both the nationalists and the 
infernationalists, 

Carto put it simply: the concept of a New World Order ts no less 
than the drive for a world government directed by the plutocnits who 
see it as a way to capture all of the natural resources of the globe and to 
effectively enslave all of the people under an international bureaucracy 
chosen and controlled by the financial ctice, 

Another area where the rea) nationalists part company with the 
internationalists is on the critically important issue of trade. And in 
Carto's estimation, the debate over free (ride vs. protectionism cis to 
the very core of determining “who's a nationalist and who isivt’ 

There, the conflict between real nationalism and the international- 
ist. imperial perversion of “nationalism” ts critical to the debate. Free 
trade versus protectionism dts advocted by tracdttional nationitists) 
presents a very real dilemma for self-styled “conservatives” within 
Republican Party ranks, for example, who, on the one hand, consider 
themselves “nationalists” and say they are for America First, but who— 
on the altar of free trade—are actually working to sacrifice American 
sovereignty to multinational trade organizations and global financial 
conglomerates. So there is a very basic divergence between free trade 
and national sovereignty. 

The fact is that free trade has historical ties not only to Rothschild- 
Dynasty-directed British imperialism and global capitalism, but cven 
with the great bugaboo of American conservatives: communism itsell, 

In 18-48, Karl Maex, the lather of communism, advocated free inde 
becuse, he sat, “it it breaks up old nationalities and carries antigonisms 
of proletariat [workers], and bourgeoisie {small businessmen) tot the 
uttermost point.” 

According to Marx, “the free trade system bastens the social revelu- 
tion” In short, modern day ¢ conservatives who support free trade are 
actually supporting a central tenct of Marxism. So, are these “conserva 
lives” truly “nationalist” in the classic scnse? It scents not. 

Which brings us to the real definition of nationalism—not the 
phony internationalist and imperialist New World Order-sponsored cor- 
ruption of the meaning of the word that prevails in so much public dis- 
cussion in America and the work! today. 

For a study of the American populist and nationalist legacy —per- 
haps hest represented by Thomas Jeflerson himset!—there is no better 
work than Carlo's Popelisne vs. Phitocracy. the Universal Struggle, 
published by Liberty Lobby in various editions. And | should mention 
the most recent edition inchides significant contributions by vours truly, 
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Although there are many books that focus on “populism,” Carto’s 
book is perhaps the only precise and accurate analysis of American pop- 
ulism and nationalism, two distinctly related topics that are so often mis- 
represented and distorted and otherwise suppressed by the mass media 
and academia which prefer to focus on the false and outdated *libecal- 
conservative” paradigm that never ccally meant anything in the first 
place.

And to 
the extent that “conservative” writers touch upon populism, they tend— 
of ill things—to echo their ostensible enemies in the liberal media by 
suggesting that populists are perhaps socialists, if not outright commu: 
nists, when again, nothing could be further from the truth 

In fact, as Willis Carto makes ultimately clear, the concept of pop- 
ulism Gind nationalism) cuts across the political spectrum and incorpo- 
rates the ideas and principles of what are generally considered to be 
both part of the “left” and the “right” and has included many political fig- 
ures of varying stripes among its foremost advocates. 

Populism vs. Plitocracy is primarily an assembly of biographical - 
data about a host of leading American populists and nationalists. Many

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in formulating the foundation of the populist and nationalist philosophy 
in America.

Carto also features a fascinating essay asking the question, “Was 
Jesus Christ a Populist?” and [think he answers that provocative ques- 
tion in a manner that will intrigue Bible-locusced Chiistians. 

Also included in Populism vs. Phitocracy is an appendix featuring 
relevant quotitions from a variety of public figures from the pre-World 
War ILera expressing their views in opposition to American involvement 
in the Second World War Democrats and Republicans alike—but nation- 
lists all—these statesmen opposed the internationalist warmongers 
who were scheming to divorce America from her traditional moorings.

And, consequently, bam pleased to reprint Unat list here in the clos- 
ing pages of this volume—albcit obviously updated, since Carto contin- 
utes Lo Sponsor publication of many other much-needed works through 
the venues of American Free Press and The Barnes Review, And | 
include that list because—ncedless to say—it’s a supplement to all of 
the material hat I've mentioned in these pages. 

Carto is also the subject of a full-length biography, Willis Carto and 
the American Far Right, published in 2008 by the University Press of 
Florida. The «author, George Michacl, Ph.D., is a professor at the 
University of Virginia’s College at Wise and his elite academic credentials 
us an “exposer” of “cight-wing extremists” have been burnished over the 
years through the publication of a variety of works on that topic. 

Yet, despite his obvious distaste for Carto’s populist and nationalist 
point of view, Michacl has assembled an interesting, well-written biog- 
raphy Uhat’s about as objective as someone so controversial as Carto 
could expect, Throughout the book can be found Carto’s reflections 
about various and sundry topics and even some longtime [riends of 
Carto have said that they've learned much about Carto and the 
American nationalist movement that they never knew before.

Thitt is the book Prophets on the 
Right: C onservalicve Critics cs of American Globalism (Simon & Schuster, 
1976) by leftist writer Ronald Radosh, 

This book features profiles of such—in my mind, "heroic’—ligures 
ix modern history as Sen. Robert A. Taft Ge-Ohiad, publisher Oswald 
Garrison Villard, Revisionist historian Charles A, Beard, journalist Joho T. 
Flynn, and fast but far from teast, the inimitable Lawrence Dennis, to 
whom this present volume is dedicated, 

The Radosh book not only considered the prophetic warnings of 
these notable figures who stood against Americin involvement in World 
War TL but, more importantly, it demonstrated that these Americun 
nationalisis—of definitively different political stripes, coming from bath 
the traditional “right” and “left” —also Gvith the exception of Hyon) 
hecame critics of the burgeoning Cold War, suggesting that American 
stber-ratding against the Soviet Union was not necessicily in America’s 
best interests. And these people were certtinly not “communists” — 
either capitu <C> or small “e” communists—in any way, shape or torn, 

So this book—featucing the commentary from these gentlemen 
regarding the Cold War—made me realize ata time when | considered 
mysclf iin old-fashioned conservative anti-communist Chat the anti-con- 
munist and anteSoviet rhetoric that was, in the 970s and on inte the 
19SOs, popular among conservatives was not necessarily right or good 

Neither are the importiat writings of the aforementioned Charles A. 
Beard to be missed, in particule his books A Foreign Policy for Amer. ica 
( Knopf, 1910) and The ddea of National Interest (MacMillan, 1934) 
both of which present arguments for American non-intervention and 
selfsulficiency at home—classic nationalism at its best, coming from 
one of the mast respected historians of the 20Uh Century—respected, it 
least, until he dared to challenge the international warmongers. 

Another book by historian, Justus Doenecke, Not to the Swift: The 
Old fsolationists in the Cold War Era (Associated University Press, 
1979) is an U1 interesting Volume that supplemented much of what Radosh 
had written in Prophets on the Right, exploring, in additional detail, 
how other figures from the America First movement had become critics 
of U.S. interventionism and internationwism ducing the Cold War. 
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This volume explained to my satisfaction that much of the Cokl War 
rhetoric that prevailed during the earliest years of my political involye- 
Menl was internationalist rather than nationalist and demonstrated that 
many of the “conservative” elements with which I initially identified 
(wrongly, | see now in retrospect) were actually part of the globalist 
Gnd indeed, one might say, Zionist) movement, their ostensible anti- 
communism notwithstanding. 

In those days of my youth—prior to the time that Ll hid read 
Prophets on the Right and Not to the Swift—twas sull dike many other 
“conservatives” or people who thought they were “conservatives”) 
immersing, myself in the work of such conservative icons as ex-CIA man 
William E Buckley Jr whose magazine National Reciew Ove were often 
tald by the mainstream medi) was “must” reading for conservatives, 

Aad trankly, although [was never cnamored with Buckley and his 
writings—1 now call them “writhings’—the promotion of Buckley by 
the media wis so prevalent that conservatives like me were more or less 
told that to be a conservative, it was occessury to worship al the altar of 
Willium E Buckley and that is what miuny conservatives cid, 

As I pointed out in The fadas Goats, among the leading American 
Trotskyites were many well-known names who ultimately emerged in 
the 1950s as the leaders of the “new” brand of “conservative internation- 
wisn" enunciated in the writings of Buckley and the inordinate numbers 
ol Jews and “former” trotskyites who were among Buckley's associates 
at his National Review magazine working assiduously, in their words, to 
“cleanse” the American nationalist movement of what Buckley called “the 
fever swamps of amiieSemitism,” 

Foremost among thase promoted by Buckley was no less than 
James Burnham who, at one point earlier in his career, was considered 
Leon Trotsky’s “chiel spokesman” within American “intellectual” circles. 

Then, of course, when Stalin began moving against the Trotskyiles, 
Burnham evolved into a so-called “anticommunist liberal” which, cltec- 
tively, was a cuphemism for the more dangerous-sounding Gad perhaps 
more accurate) term “Trotskyite” Then, during World War U1, Burnham 
worked for the Zionist and Trotskyite-infested Office of Strategic 
Services, forerunner of the Central Intelligence Agency. 

Burnham, the much-touted “intellectual,” was not just a critic of 
Stalinist Russia and of those American nationalists and others who want- 
cad to “contain” the Soviet giant 

Instead, Burnham was atso calling for all-out war against Russia. But 
among Burnham's critics was eminent American historian Dr. Harry 
Elmer Barnes, who once described Burnham's shrill calls for war as 
being “most dangerous and unAmerican” 
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Despite this record—or actually because of it—Burnham the 
Trotskyite became “Burnham the Conservative Leader” under the 
patronage of William FE Buckley, Je’s National Revie magazine, tor 
which Burnham was perhaps the key theoretical writer for slightly 
more than (wo decades, Burnham himself died in 1987 but his influence 
remains critical in the Zionist-Trotskyite-Neo-Conservative circles today. 

So it was that those whom we here call “The Buckley Gang” soon 
proved to be the guiding force within the “conservative” movement, 
even as old-line American nationalists were being pushed to the side- 
lines, Today there are more than a lew who say that Buckley's National 
Review was a CIA “front —from the start. 

And certainly it was a front—a font—for “ex” Trotskvite thinking, 
which was now evolving into what we call “neo-conservatism™ todity, 
And all throughout that evolution, a devotion to the Zionist 
Internationale remained consistent. 

In his book, the Neo-Couservative Revolution: Jewish intellectuals 
and the Shaping “of Public Policy, (Cambridge University Press 2005), 
Murray Fricdman points out that although one of Buckley's associates, 
Will Herberg, was an Orthodox Jew, Buckley considered Herberg the 
“theological conscience” of National Review, and that “although 
National Review has often been characterized as militantly Catholic and 
Irish Catholic, five Jews served on the original editorial board” 

And it is probably no coincidence to point out that while the 
American leftist journal, Partisan Revlew—the presumed “counterpoint” 
to Buckley's National Review —backed Trotsky, Partisan Reriew reject 
ed liberalism, according to Freidman, “because the magazine's editors 
were convinced that loo many libenuds were pro-Stalinist” 

Friedman notes that another famed cx-Trotskyite, Dwight 
MacDonald, would later describe this position on the part of Partisan 
Review as a form of conservatism “expressed in a radical language” 
because the magazine really “had no conservative vocabulary” 

In other words, the Trotskyites had cffectively become “conserva- 
tives” even though they didn’t use a"conservative vocabulary” to express 
their newfound point of view; in short, the Trotskyites had now found 
effective common cause with Buckley's vaunted National Revie" 

For my own part, however, as [ became more and more cognizant of 
what nationalism really was—iand was not—I! soon came to realize that 
Buckley and his ilk were not my cup of tea. nor should they be America’s 
either. Thus, beginning in 1976 when I came across The Spotlight news- 
paper—published by Willis A. Carto, whom I first came to work for in 
1980—I began to understand that Buckleyism was hardly nationalism in 
any sense of the word 
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To this day there are many conservative organizations and even a 
few ostensibly independent entities such as the John Birch Society which 
still cling to the old Cold War rhetoric, but as any serious student of his-

As a result, the country neglected its schoals, cities, roads 
and bridges, and health care system. From the world’s greatest 
creditor nation. the United States became the world’s greatest 
debtor, ia order to pay for arms to counter the threat of a nation 
that was collapsing. 


Now, in the aame of fighting “terrorism “and “Islamic extremism.” the 
old ex-Trotskyite Cold Warriors are engaged a new internationalist agen- 
da that is nothing more than a mask for Zionism and its global push for 
what we call the New World Order 

so we see the Jewish Agenda having transmogrified from Trotskyite 
ideology into an up-dated, modified variation of its original insidious 
form, posing as “Americanism” when it is anything but that—and we 
have the likes of the aforementioned William F Buckley Jr to thank for 
having helped pave its way lo power. 

al Buchanan's A Republic, Not an Empire (Regnery, 1999) and his 
more recent Where the Right Went W rong: How Neoconservatives 
Sebverted the Reagan Revolution 4 and Hijacked the Bush > Presidency 
(Thomas Dunne, 2004) are two of Buchanan's contributions to the study 
of the neo-conservative agenda, 

While perhaps overly sympathetic to the legacy of Ronald Reagan 
(for Whom Buchanan was a valued advisor), both books are still worthy 
reads. Buchanan emerged as a free-wheeling nationalist in the late 1990s 
und came to see the error of many of the Conservative ways, abandoning 
much of the ole-styie Cold War rhetoric, and ean rightly be said Co one of 
the more effective voices—intellectually and politically—tor the tradi- 
ional nationalism in the historic American sense that Willis Carto kept 
alive during the days when Buckley and the Teotskyites were working 
relentlessly to sweep the real nationalists into the garbage can of history. 

And because Buchanan has been very much a mainstream figure— 
although a lot has been done to marginalize him—his efforts deserve 
commendauon, if only for the fact he has been able to reach many more 
Americans with his message duin might otherwise be possible 
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Clearly, in more recent years, the rise of the Ron Paul Movement 
(whatever its demerits) has helped perpetuate at least some of tradition:

understand Jefferson until you read his very words and that is what Dr 
Larson provides 

And it should be mentioned that Dr. Larson was a longtime cotum- 
nist for my own longtime employer, The Spotlight, writing on subjects 
such as the Federal Reserve fraud, honest money and taxation, finance 
and economics, a good man who actually contributed his column at te 
cost to The Spotlight because, in his successtul retirement Gvhich came 
tan cary age duc to bis own diligence and careful observation of eco- 
nomic trends) he was cager lo get his message out to as many Americans 
as possible and saw our newspaper as the foremost vehicle available, 

There are many biographies of Jefferson that do exist, but for our 
purposes, Dr Larson's compilation of Jefferson's writings is an out 
sianding primer for anyone interested in the topte. 

Another American philosopher of the first order who, while well- 
known and controversial during his mid-20th Century heyday, is largely 
forgotten by American populists todiy, bears particular mention, Phat is 
the late Lawrence Dennis, to whom this book is dedicated and who is 
among those profiled in Willis Curto’s Populisir us. Piitocracy. 

Even before coming to be associated with Carto, 1 had atready 
formed an intellectual attachment to the writings of Dennis—having 
first read in«lepth about Dennis in the aforementioned Praphets on the 
Right—so it was quite fitting that | ended up working for Carto whom 
Iwas surprised Gind delighted) to learn had the honor of having forged 
a friendship with Dennis whom Carto himself credits with having been 
a major force in intlnencing Carto’s own world view.

In reading the works of Lawrence Dennis, you'll find yourself both 
agreeing and disagrecing with whit he has to say, but the bottom line is 
this: he will wake vou Mink, 

And while there has been much written about Dennis—much of it 
true, much of t not, much of what is untruc having been written by peo: 
ple who never read a word of what Dennis actually wrote—at long last 
there has tinally been published a dettiled biographical overview ol 
Dennis life and work. Entitled The Color of Fascism: Lawrence Dents, 
Racial Passing, and the Rise of Right-Wing Extremism in the United 
Safes (NYU Press. 2000), the book —by Gerald Horne—is wellwwritten, 
ecarelully and thoroughly reterenced, and contiins a remarkable itrray of 
quotations from Dennis’ writings and all told, is a muchdeserved and 
long needed account of the carcer of Chis titanic individual, 

Unfortumately, the book is a bit colored—no pun intended—by a 
certtin psychological bias revealed by the writer—who is an African: 
American acudemic—who scents overly concerned with the fact that 
Dennis “passed” for White despite his largely African-American ancestry. 
That, however, doesn't detract, in the end. from the overall impact of this 
importint book about an individual who very much so deserves to be 
honored and remembered. Granted, a Jot of White-focused individuals 
may cejecl Dennis because of his heritage, but thats their problem, 

Another contemporary of Dennis was the Mamboyant American 
poet Ezra Pound, who was not only one of the most influential literary 
figures of the 20th Century but also a foremost veice not only for the 
populist and mitionalist point of view and was a bold and forthright 
adveciate lor honest money. 

In The Confessions of An AntiSeaite tbiave included an extended 
essity which compiles some of the more notable comments by Pound 
during his infimous days delivering English-language radio broadcasts 
from [tily (directed to Americans and the British) during World War UL, 

For having conducted thase broadcasts, Pound was incarcerated 
lrom 1945 through 1958 at the St. Elizabeth's asylum for the imsane in 
Washington, DC, standing accused of treason for doing nothing more 
than speaking his mind, in his own colorful, aononsense fashion, 

(For a moment | must digress and brag: in my libracy [have a Bible 
once owned by Pound, inscribed with his signature, which he kept at 
the asylum and which his family give as a gilt to a Washington, D.C. 
bookseller Pound had been friendly with during his imprisonment.) 
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My late friend Eustace Mullins, the great populist historiin, came to 
knew Pound during the St. Elizabett's sojourn and in 1961 penned a fas: 
cinating memoir of his friendship with Pound, This Difficult Individuat: 
Ezra Pound (available via amazon.com in a reprint edition). This hook 
also features an excellent overview of Pound's amazing career, 

ut for those interested in the entirety of Pound's broadcasting out 
put during his days in Italy, the primary source for the data is the volume 

Ezra Pound Speaking— Radio Speeches of World War H (Greenwood, 
1978) which, edited by Professor “Leonard Doob of Yale, provides the 
reader a Comprehensive look at Pouncls political philosophy as it was 
verbally presented by the poet himself. 

Pound's broadcasts are the stuff of infamy, alchough, as noted by 
Robert H. Walker, an cditor lor the Greenwood Press: Thousands of peo- 
ple have heard about them, scores hive been affected by them, yet but 
a handful has ever heard or read them.” 

This ignorance of Pound's most Controversial rhetoric is POI, Hts: 
much, as Walker noted:*No other American—and only at few individuals 
throughout the workgd—has teft such a strong nuirk on so many aspects 
of the 20th century: from poctry to economics, from theater to philoso: 
phy, from politics to pedagogy, from Provencal to Chinese. If Pound was 
not always coudly accepted, at least he was unavoidably there.” 

One critic called Pound's broadcasts a“confused mixture of fascist 
apologetics, economic theory toti-Semitism, literary judgment and mem- 
ory” Another described them as “an untroly mixture of ambiguity, obscu- 
rity, inappropriate subject matters [and] vituperations adding (grudg- 
ingly) there were “a lew peirls of unexpected wisdom” 

Writings by Pound on money—perhaps Pound's foremost area of 
interest—can be found in fanpxict: Essays on Ignorance and the 
Decline Of American © fvflization (Henry Regnery, 1960), a book that 
will be of intense interest to those concerned with monctary reform, 
the problems surrounding the corrupt Federal Reserve System and the 
general stue of workd affairs as it has been impacted upon so deletert- 
ously by the international plutocracy. 

Another book featuring Pound's writings on moncy is The 
Correspondence of Ezra Pound and Senator William Borab 
(University of Mlinois Press, 2001) edited by Sarah Holmes. A Collection 
of letters between Pound and the populist Idaho senator Gvho is also, 
Vong with Pound, profiled in Willis Carto’s Poputisin vs. Plitocracy), 
this isa valuable resource for anvone interested in Pound. 

Onc of Pound's regular corresponclents and as equally intluential 
(perhaps even more so) as Pound was journalist and soctal critic, H. 1. 
Mencken, often dubbed the Sage of Baltimore, who happens to be my 
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own alltime, allaround favorite essayist in the realm of opinion. 
Mencken was very much an American original—and a populist and a 
nationalist—and anything by him is very much worth reading, agree or 
disagree with what he had to say. 

Mencken's published works are voluminous, covering all manner of 
matter and could be the subject of a book in and of itself. And Mencken, 
(00, is profiled in Willis Carto’s Populism vs, Platocracy, quite Sitting 
considering the fiet that Carto later took over publication of The 
American Mercury, the influential journal founded by Mencken. 

Wf you're not familiar with Mencken, you should be. The best-writ- 
ten, most objective, most recent biogeaphy of Mencken is Marion 
Rogers’ Mencken: The Amertcan tconoclast (Oxtord University Press, 
2005). As far as some interesting insights into Mencken's personal and 
pohtical philosophy, definitely check out The Diary of HLL Mencken 
(Knopf, 1989), edited by Charles Fecher 

Although Fecher caused a media frenzy, upon the release of the 
diaries, by remarking in his introduction to the diaries, that Mencken 
was tn “anti Semite, that is hardly correct 

Although Mencken had a healthy suspicion—like most intellectuals 
in all nations of all eras—of Jewish political agitation Gand that’s putting 
their behavior mildly), Mencken had multiple close Jewish friends— 
including his longtime publisher Alfred Knopf and Knopf's wife 
Blanche, as well as his own business partner, George Jean Nithan—and 
actually helped advance the literary careers of more than a few Jewish 
writers. But Mencken was also suspicious of fundamentalist preachers— 
they are Christians, you know—and of a variety of other creatures. 

Fecher expressed shock at certain comments by Mencken in the 
diaries, suggesting that they reflected aclark side of the famed writer, but 
this was disingenuous at best since in many of Mencken's earlier writ- 
ings which had Jong been accessible to the public, unlike the diaries) 
he had made commeats that were probably even more provocative than 
what appeared in the untilthen private diaries 

So, for what [ think is an objective and more comprehensive an 
examination of Mencken's writings eclated to lews and Jewish affairs, I 
would refer you to the extended piece that | wrote for The Barnes 
Review, published in its May/lune 1999 issue. 

In any case, af of the writings of Mencken deserve consideration 
and commemoration, :llegations of “anti-Semitism” aside. Mencken was 
an American Original if ever there was one. 

There ts another American writer and essayist of more recent years 
who ranks right alongside Mencken and deserves to be commemorated 
in these pages: Gore Vidal who just died at age 86 in the year 2012. 
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Although many people don’t realize it, Vidal—a fixture on the talk show 
circuit, in Hollywood screenwriting, and in the world of literature—hadd 
always been a chissic nationalist, and even, surprisingly enough, a gen- 
uine “populist, despite his aristocratic origins and his Ges to elite circles 

Well after he had been hailed worldwide as one of the most respect- 
ed authors writing in the English hinguage, a producer of highly read: 
able best-selling novels, including severil focusing on American history, 
Vidal started speaking his mind about “controversial” issues and nobody 
was ever able to stop him, 

Articulate sind outspoken and with casy, long-time access to the 
“mainstream” media, Vidal drove both the conservatives and the con: 
ventional liberals crazy as an wolikely spokesman for the traditional 
American populist and nationalist point of view. Always cranky aad con- 
Lentious, Vidal's hard-line public stance against warmongering and impe- 
rialism and federal tyranny—not to mention bis forthright, no-holds- 
barred criticism of [srach and its American lobby—mark him as one of 
the most outspoken figures within the world of modern literature 

The idea that a fiereely outspoken, longtime selbdescribed “liberal” 
such as Vidal should dare to deviate from the “official” establishment 
line was something that always confounded Vidal's erities. In fact, Vidal's 
views on a wide variely of issues were hardly different rom those 
expresscd by most writers in American Free Press and other inde- 
pendent populist media 

Some readers will be angry that | speak favorably of Vidal because 
of the fact that he was a sel-declared “atheist” and because of his home- 
sexual orientation, but Vidal himself! angered many homosexual rights 
groups by not being a vocal proponent of their social agenda 

However, Whatever vou might think (or not think) about Vidal's per- 
sonal life, the truth is that his writings ceficet a traditional America Hirst 
stance, influenced certainly in large part because vi his close relation: 
ship with his late uncle, the lite Sen. Thomas Gore (D-Okla.). a promi 
nent American populist and nationatist. 

And it’s worth noting, not incidentally, that the kite Senator Gore's 
former seerctary, the late Aldrich Blake. was an early friend and mentor 
to my longtime friend and mentor, Willis A. Carto, who has oiide publi- 
ction and distribution of all of my writings possible. 

Ironically, most of the “average Americans” who have read Gore 
Vidal's historical novels have missed the nationalist message of those 
writings. but the message is very much there. Vidal himself pointed out 
that his fimily, historically, were traditional “America First’ advocatcs 
who questioned the necessity of dispatching American militiey might 
around the globe to enforce some ill-defined dream of “democracy” 
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As such, there were a lot of Vidal's critics who rushed to point out 
that when Vidal was a student at exclusive Phillips Exeter Academy in 
1940, he was chiuirman of the campus unit of the America First 
Committec.a group to which then—and today—the labels “isolationist, 
“deteatist’ and—horrors—“anti-Semitic’ —have often been applied.

The four volumes of particular interest and the periods they cover 
ire as follows 

* Laipire (Random House, 1987) - covering the period from 1898 
1907 (during which time the United States was really beginning to Mex 
its muscles as an imperial power), 

* Hollywood (Random House, 1990)- covering the period from 
1917 te 1923 Cand exploring the impact of the motion picture industry 
on American sociil and political thinking): 

* Washington, DC (Little, Brown, 1967) - covering Ute period from 
1947 to 1952 (those years in which the antiwar America First move- 
ment flowered and in which—during World War I and the period that 
lollawed—the forces of internationalism solidified their influence in 
US foreign policy making. and 

* the Golden Age Doubleday, 2000) - covering the period from 
1949 to 195-4, tying together all of the events of history that were first 
explored in Vidal's previous works, 

But is not only been in his novels that Vidal has bared his political 
soul—-to the distress of the warmongers and global troublemiukers In 
his own non-fiction political writings, Vidal has always been a fordhright 
critie of American imperial ventures and the resulting police-state poli- 
cies that have emerged in the wake of the cise of the militury-industrial 
complex which [call "The Caiaphas Complex”)

These assemblies of Vidal's provocative writings express points of 
view on topics ranging from Waco and Raby Ridge, the Oklahoma City 
hombing, the 9-11 terrorist atticks, federal police-state agencies such as 
the FBI and the CLA, the military-industrial complex. and the wars in 
Afghanistan and rag. 

Virtually all of these articles could casily have appeared in the pages 
of suunerican Free Press CAFP). And, in fact. AFP readers will be delight: 
ed to see that in one of bis essays on the unanswered questions about 
9-41 Vidal, in fact, cites an article from AFP. 

Vidal has serious questions about whether Timothy McVeigh really 
was lone nut’ bomber in Oklahoma City. He also has serious questions 
about what President George Bush and others in the administration ceal- 
ly knew—and when they knew it—about the impending 9-11 attack on 
America. On these points alone, Viclal openly defied the thought palice 
and the arbiters of political correctness who said that, under no cir- 
cumstances, should one question the “official” government line.

Another equally remarkable 20th Century figure of particulir con- 
sequence is the late Huey PB Long—the fimed Louisiana “Kingfish” — 
who is also featured in Willis Carto’s Populism vs. Plttocracy 
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There is so much published material about Long, all of it very much 
opinionated, for, after wl, Long was an individual about whom there was 
much opinion, bath pro- and con. There were very few people who 
were neuind when it came to Long who was gunned down in 19345 at 
atime when he posed a very real threat to the forthcoming second term 
reelection cimpaign of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 

However, for the best overview of Long's carcer, | heartily recon). 
mend Huey Long (Knopf, 1969) by Professor T. Harry Williams who won 
the Pulitzer Prize for his effort. There are other books that are fiir more 
detiiled and fr more comprehensive, but for those interested in a good, 
solid read on the subject, Williams’ book is a sure bet

a good framework for understanding tie populist and nationalist appo- 
sition to keanklin Roosevelt, particularly on domestic issues. 

An interesting book, this delves into the werk of not only Long, but 
such figures as Father Charles Coughlin, the famed radio priest and his 
National Union for Social Justice, us well as Dr. Francis Townsend, « 
leader of the movement for pensions for the aged. 

After Long’s issassinuion in 1935, Coughlin and Townsend joined 
with the Rev. Gerald L. K, Smith (a former organizee for Huey Long's 
Share the Wealth movement) to set in motion the Union Party which 
olfered North Dakota's populist Republican Rep. William Lemke as its 
candidate lor president in 1936. 

The aforementioned Smith was once described by HEL. Mencken as 
America's best orator, bar none—and he was a Hell of a speaker—aned 
his own colorful L978 memoir, Besieged Patriot is an entertaining read. 
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Glen Jeansonne'’s Geratd LK. Smith: Minister of Hate (Yale 
University Press, 1988) is a notso-friendly profile of Smith, but is 
nonetheless recommended, as is another work by Jeansonne entitled 
Women of the far Right: The Mother's Movement and d World War 
(University of Chicago Press, ss, 1996), which, as its litle suggests, is an 
overview of the work of some of those great ladies who—alongside 
Smith snd Father Coughlin—worked to prevent America from joining 
the foolish war against Hither and National Socialist Germany, 

Father Coughlin is the subject of father Coughtin: The Tranultuous 
Life of the Priest of the Little Mower (Little, Brown, 1973) by Sheldon 
Marcus, who—despite his Jewish heritage—presents the story of the 
ridio priest with admirable objectivity and restraint, pointing out that 
the good fither also opposed U.S. involvement in Vietnam and 
expressed support for American youth who stood up in opposition to 
that war And Jike some other great populists mentioned here— 
Coughlin is also profiled in Willis Carto’s Poputisne us. Platocracy. 

And while there has been much written about the lite Francis 
Parker Yoekey, he remains largely a mystery to most people. While it is 
not secunite to portray Yockey as a conventional “nationalist’—and he 
was hardly a typical or traditional American nationalist in any sense of 
the word—his name has often been “linked” t the work of nationalists 
inAmerica and clsewhere, 

However, his fascinating carcer has been commemorated in a sub- 
stantial work by Kevin Coogan entitled Dreamer of the Day: Frarcts 
Parker ber Yookey and the Postwar lasctst International I (Autonomedia, 
1999 ) which, while oby iously biased, is a thoroughly interesting volume 
referencing many of the diverse individuals and political movements 
here in the United Stites and abroad with whom Yeckey interacted [rom 
Ihe 1930s until Yockey’s death in 1960. 

After Yockey’s death, Willis Carto republished Yockey's book 
Dapecivo and gave it far mor distribution Une it had ever had before. 
Aad vet, although this ts a major volume of philosophy that is often men- 
tioned and written about, most of its critics have not even read it, 

And although Carto contributed an often-read introduction to the 
book Gwhich has probably been read by more people than who have 
actualy read Japeriune itselt), Carto is the first to point out that not 
even he agreed with evervihing Yockey had to say. Nonetheless, 
tmiperiune is a work that contains so many penetrating insights about 
the past—and future—of the West and it is one that deserves far more 
considerition than it actually has had. 

An especially important essay by Yockey—reprinted in ils entirety 
in the March-April 2005 issue of The Barnes Revfew)—is “What Is 
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Behind the Hanging of the Eleven Jews in Prague?” This 1952 work 
expressed Yockey's opinion that anti-lewish forces were coming to the 
fore within the Soviet Union under Josef Stalin—and throughout Eastern 
Europe—and surprised many anti-communists of the period 

In fact, what Yockey had written seems to have been underscored 
by the rise in America—at Unit same time—of the American Trotskyite 
“ant-communists” who emerged under the sponsorship of William F 
Buckley, Jr. a phenomenon described earlier (see pages 149-150). 

And it might be said that this provides a foundation for the ever- 
growing and controversial view on the part of many real nationalists 
that the “anticommunist” movement in America during the Cold War 
was being manipulated in Large part Ghrough the likes of Buckley and 
company) by Stalin's Jewish opponents for their Own insidious, war- 
Mongering purposes, a point chat we will return to later in these pages. 

But before weapping up our discussion of nationalism —and it's 
been a lengthy onc indeed—we would be remiss in not touching on 
Black Nationalism in America, personified in moderna times by Minister 
Lowis Farrakhan of the Nation of Isham (whom I've had the honor of 
mMecting On two occasions, including once during an extended inter: 
view conducted with Farrakhan by The Spotifght) and his mentor, he 
late Elijah Muhammed. 

Many American “White Separatists” and Flatout White racists Gind 
they do exisO—and just plain White folks in general—erupt into hys- 
terics at the mention of Farrakhan and shudder at much of his rhetoric, 
but that is largely, in my opinion, because they do nat understand 
Farrakhan’s words and fail to place it in its historical and philosophical 
context, On the other hand, there are a few more informed folks— 
including some White Separatisis—who have come to appreciate 
Farrakhan and his followers as valuable allies—or at feast potential 
‘lies—in the war against the New World Order's Zionist clite. 

So for those who would like a Detter understanding of Farrakhan 
and his views and his origins, Karl Evanzzs book The Messenger: The 
Rise and Fall of £ijab Miubanunad (Pantheon, 1999) is a treatment of 
the Black Nationalist movement that, 1 think, provides some vatuable 
information worth consideration. 

It's clear that Muhammed, along with Farrakhan and even Malcaim 
X, were not the “communists” that so many Americans may have per- 
ceived and that, in fict, many of the positions they took—particularly 
visa-vis US. foreign policy—were quite keeping in line with old-line 
American nationalism, however bitter a pill that may be for the likes of 
some Whitefocused political activists to swallow. But it's the uth—and 
the truth is what we are seeking. isn’t it? 
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Now when all is said and done, there is one important thing to 
remember Although the muss media today is unswervingly internation: 
alist, dominated as it is by Zionist Jewish families and inaneial groups, 
there once sas a day when the mittonalist point of view reecived wide 
airing in “miiastream” newspapers in this countcy, While, today, the 
nationalist point of view is kirgely marginiwized, relegated to the pages of 
independent newspapers such as American Free Press, ib wasn’t always 
that way. There were some very big names in the publishing wortd who 
lent their names and reputations and considesable fortunes to promoting 
the America First cause.And here we will ttke a look ata few of them its 
We progress Loward our discussion of those wars Unit they opposed and 
which wars still reign prominent in our world view todiy. 

One book that [find particularly interesting in reviewing the mutter 
of United States foreign policy during the first Inf of the 20th Century 
is The View from Xanadu: William Randolph Hearst and United States 
Poreign Policy (McGill Queen's s University Press. 1995) by kin Mugr idge. 
Examining the foreign poliev views of the great American newspaper 
baron—who is a longume favorite of mine—Hearst is Cunfortunately) 
most remembered as the subject of Orson Welle’s lilm Citizen Kase 
(which, in lact, hardly portrived Hearst accurately wt all, despite popular 
perception to the contrary) and then next best remembered as having 
stoked up public climor for war against Spain after the explosion of the 
USS. Vedne in Tiwana harbor in 1898, 

And the truth is chat there have been a lew scholirs who have sug- 
sested that Hearst's role in stimulating the public demand for war was 
pol as pivotal as so widely believed. But chat having been said, Hearst, all 
told, was a classic American nationalist Gind a genuine populist, despite 
his vast wealth) and this book ts an excellent overview of his world view 
A summary of the book from amazon.com is instructive 


The Hearst newspaper chain, at its peak, one of the kirgest 
in the history of American journalism, was a mouthpiece for 
William Randolph Hearst, Ie expounded his views on mational 
and world events in editorials, becoming a major and ever-pres- 
ent figure in the political arena, Despise and Iite him as they 
might, American presidents and politiciins could not ignore 
him, even during his liter years 

This hook evaluates Hearst's atitudes toward US forcign 
policy issues and the effect of his views on national forcign pol- 
icy in the first half of the 20th century, Hearst is usually remem. 
bered as 2 fligewaving, jingoistic patriot who was anti-British, 
antiFrench, anti-Oriental—anticdmost: everyhing except the 
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United States. He was regarded as an admirer of Hitler and 
Mussolini, nt a staunch isolationist who believed that minimiz: 
ing American contact with the rest of the world was the only 
wily La achieve security. 

Using all the journalistic apparatus at his disposal, Hearst 
trumpeted his views about the conduct of his own nations and 
peoples and, more prarticulirly about the conduct of his own 
country in relation to them, 


Needless to sity, we can perhaps see why Hearst is so not-so-fondly 
recalled by the major medi in America, But he was quite a guy And for 
those whe would like an uccurate, objective overview of his colorful life 
ind times there is no better book than WA. Swanberp’s Citizen Hearst 
Which was first published some 50 years ago but which has repeatedly 
been reprinted since that time, 

And speaking of major newspaper publishers of a nationalist beat, 
there ire (wo others who should be referenced here: Colonel Robert R 
McCormick. longume publisher of The Chicago Tribune Gvhich was 
receatly, unfortunately, geabbed up by hard-line Zionist Jewish real estate 
tycoon, Sam Zell, who also now controls the once-venerable Los Ariyeles 
Hanes) and Cissy Patterson. longtime publisher of The Washregton 
Times-Herald (and who was also, by the way, McCormick's cousin). Both 
were fierce Opponents of the drive for war in Europe and of the antics of 
Franklin Detling Roosevelt, 

The life of Cofonel McCormick is vividly portrayed in The Colonel: 
The Life and Legend of Robert R. MeCornifek, 1880-1955 Moughton 
Mitflin, 1997 ) by a fine writer and historian, Richard Norton Smith. Aad 
by the way, MeCormick (ind Hearst) are both profiled in—you guessed 
U—Willis Carto’s Poputisns us. Plitocracy. 

Mrs, Patterson's fiscinaling story is told in Newspaper Titan The 
fufamous Life and Monumental Times of Cissy Patterson (Koopt, 
2011) by Amanda Smith, :t geanddauglier of that American nationalist 
tin, Joseph P Keanedy, father of President Jolin FE Kennedy. And it 
should be noted that although Mrs. Patterson was the first major female 
newspaper publisher in America, she is never commemorated by femi- 
nists, preciscly because Mrs. Patterson was “politically incorrect” vis-a- 
vis Jewish power—and that. as vou know. is absolutely not permitted. 

Mrs, Patterson was such at no-holds-bareesl critic of Jewish intrigues, 
to the point that onec, when representatives of the Anti-Defamation 
League (ADL) of B'nat Brith showed up at her office in Washington and 
threatened to enforce a boycott of her newspaper by Jewish advertisers, 
she threw them out of the office and threatened to subsklize her news- 
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paper with her own money, (ree of Jewish advertising altogether. She, you 
sve, Was one newspaper publisher who refused to be intimidated by 
Jewish pressure 

It's important to remember these publishers from the maimstream 
newspaper industry who stoad up to the warmongers and the trouble- 
makers in Our midst, There were days when there really was a “free” press 
in America, as hard as it mav be today to believe! There really were daily 
newspapers that opposed the internationalist, warmongering agenda. 

And it is the issue of war-vs-peace that has always separated die 
nationalists from the inteenationalists on American shores 

And since World War W—though fought se really long ago—almost 
scems to be « pact of our daily lives today, always made relevant (by the 
Jewish-controlled media) to our current affairs, Us appropriate to move 
forward and examine the books relating to that tragic error in mankind's 
history, global slaughter traceable directly to the misdeeds of the Jewish 
elite and their bought-and-paid-for henchmen in the political arena.

iether we bike it or not, World War IL is indeed a part of our 

dhuily lives, and the fict is chat America and the world ire 

where we jire today as a consequence of Ut egregious 
disaster, And World Ware Il itsell was a direct outgrowth of World War 1, 
wkhough that war has Largely subsided into the realm of almost forgotten 
history in miny respects 

As far as World War Lis concerned, there is one volume that stands 
the test of lime its fir as summiurizing the real causes of Ubiat first gtatal 
conthigration: America Goes to War (Little, frown, 1948) by Georgetown 
University historian Charles Callin Tansill (who, incidentally, was a friend 
of Willis Carto, the publisher of Te Barves Revie magazine, and a 
prime mover behind our weekly Aimerican Pree Press) 

Dr Tansall correctly rejects the theme of “German war guilt” and 
explores British Gand American) intrigues that helped usher the war into 
being, and with this book esttblished himself as one of the great 
“Revisionist” historians dealing with the realm of U.S. foreign policy 

‘Two other works on World War T by Revisionist schotirs also present 
hakinced views of that conflict, They are Sidney Fay’s The Origdrs of the 
Word War which has been republished multiple times in recent years, 
having first appeared circa 1929, and Road to War America 1924-1987 
by Walter Millis, published in 1945 by Houghton, Mifflin, ii 

Likewise, carlier, (see page 87) 1 cited two other books, lennings 
Wise’s Woodrow Wilson: Disciple of Revolttion and Dianna Preston's 
Lusitania that provide valuable insights into the causes of World War 1. 

We should also mention the first major work by the late Belgian 
Witten SS General Leon Degrelle, Hitler; Born at Versaifles While very 
hurd to find, dis stellar work demonstaties precisely the fact that Adolf 
Hitler's rise to power was made possible directly because of the brutal 
treatment of Germany in the post-World War TE period and his book 
explores all of the diplomatic misdeeds and other treachery of the times 
i Colorful prose that is equaled by lew writers 

Also importint is the new book by Degrclle, Hitter Democrat, 
released in 2012 by The Barnes Review God of which }am proud ta be 
the iuthor of the introduction). This amazing work—which touches on 
World Wir lis primarily a biography of Hither but it certainly deals with 
material relative to the times and niust be considered ane of the preem- 
nent works on the ert, not subject to the biases found in the self-styled 
“miinsiream” works on Uiese matters. Do sot miss this volume. 
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Regarding World War Il—and, oh. there is so much on World War 
H—mentioned earlier was Charles Callan Tansill. His book, Te Back 
Door to War: The Roosevelt Foreign Policy (19335-1941), first published 
by Regnery in 1952, is an important catalogue of the Roosevelt admin- 
istralion’s outrageous conduct that led to Pearl Harbor and U.S. involye- 
ment in the Second World War The phrase “back door to war’ —attrib- 
uted to General Robert Wood—relers to FDR's efforts to get the United 
States invelved in the war against Hither (FDR's ultimate ain) through 
“the back door” —that is, Chrough instigating a war with Hitler's allies in 
Japan And FDR succeeded in doing just thu 

One of Tansill’s better-known contemporaries in academia was the 
tute Charles A. Beard, a well-established historian who inflamed the aca- 
demic establishment with his own active work in historical Revisionist 
writing and Beard’s book, President Roosevelt and the Coming of the 
War (Yale University Press, 7948) ranks alongside Tansill’s work as a pre- 
eminent exploratian of the subject. Beard’s A Foreign Policy for 
America (Xnopt, 1940) also comes highly recommended, by the way. 

An interesting work discussing the role of the Jews in: sparking 
Workl War I comes from that great British nationalist Arnold Spencer 
Leese. Anything by Leese is valuable, but his fistreading, book, The 
fewish War of Survival is pivotal in pinpointing the Jewish intrigues 
that helped bring about Work! War IL CAs an aside, | would iso mention 
Leese’s powerful book fewish Ritual Murder, discussing quite another 
controversial topic indeed), Leese, by the wity, was an animal lover and 
tse happened to be a veterinarian whe was ranked as perhaps the 
world's leading wuthority on our desert [riend, the camel! 

Another good overview of the tragedy that was World War Il—and 
of all of the diplomatic and political intrigues that accompanied it—is 
Perpetual War for Perpetnal Peace, edited by no tess than that great 
Revisionist historian, Dr. Harry Elmer Barnes, whose own prolific weit 
ings on that war should be considered an absolute nvust for any serious 
student. Perpetual War includes a selection of writings by the atore- 
mentioned Tansill as well as a variety of other authors, many of whony 
are forgotten Loday but who—during their heyday—were revered for 
their forthright examination of the Jies and cover-ups that were so cim- 
punt before, during and after the ware. 

And needless to say, the truth about Pearl Harbor and FDR's fore: 
knowledge of that tragedy is among the topics explored, In fret, there 
may be no better overall assembly of a variety of diverse writings on 
World War U than this and it is available ia nvultiple reprint editions. 

A slender, highly readable volume that presents an especially 
notable no-holds-barred challenge to the conventional wisdom on World 
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War If is Bruce M. Russett’s No Clear and Present Danger: A Skeptical 
Mew Of The United States Entry Into World War 1 that was republished 
in a 25th anniversary edition in 1997 by We Westview Press, 

This is a fast-moving, logically-argued, and well-w ritten work that 
anyone Who has iny questions about the futility of US. invalvement in 
World War I needs to read, It is especially reebmmentied to those patri- 
ots who follow the preachings of those such as bombast king Alex Jones 
and writer Jim Mares and other Nazi-bashers who buy the line that the 
war jigainst “the Nazis” was somehow a “good” war against some bad 
people who wanted to take over the world 

Perhaps the most rational recent “mainstreant” volume on the topic 
is Pat Buchanan's certainly “controversial” 2009 book, Churchilt, Hitler 
and “The Unnecessary War”: How Britain Lost tts Empire and How the 
West Lost the World, published. by T Three Rivers Press. In his own ciisy- 
reading and inimitable fashion, Buchanan dissects the w armongers and 
explains that. indeed, World War IL was a war that need not and should 
not have been fought, despite the horrified screams of his critics and 
general daily commentary in the mainstream media to the contrary. 

And, of course, British historian David [rving’s two-volume work, 
Churchill’s War, is an important contribution to the literature, elucicdat- 
ing the hard facts about Winston Churchill and his crimes against 
England, America, Germany and all mankind, making it all too clear that 
the British icon was hardly the “hero” of the Second World War that he's 
been portrayed. Irving's prodigious research and massive output on 
Churcbill—not to mention his multiple other volumes on individuals 
aml events relating to World War H—is vital to read and understand. 

Irving's genuinely entertaining and even elegant wriling is a wel- 
come antidote to the cartoonish and often shrieking bombast that 
comes from the fevered brains of propagandists who are promoted by 
the Jewish-controlled print and broadcast media. 

For more on the entirety of Irving's amazing array of writings, sec 
his Real History website at {pp.co.uk—always an interesting place to 
visit on the Internet for not only good history but pungent commentary 
on the madness of our times. 

The works of one quite prolitic academic author in particular, Dr, 
Wayne S. Cole, are all especially interesting and here | will mention four 
of them which contain so much valuable information relating to the 
diverse array of individuals (and organizations) that played a frontline 
role in working to prevent American entry into Workd War U. The vol- 
umes in question are:

* America First: The Battle Against Intervention (940-1941 
(University of Wisconsin Press, 1954) 

Cole has covered so many different aspects of this topic that he may 
well be rinked as the premier historiin of this era and of the personali- 
ties involved and beeause he is so objective and scholarly, there have 
been more than a few critics who have been concerned that he is tao 
sympathetic to his subjects 

Cole’s wark on Senator Gerald Nye ts important, if only because 
Nye—the populist Republican from North Dakota who was mentioned 
earlier (see pages 56-57) for his investigation of “the merchants of 
death” —is largely forgotten even by naGionalists of today, but this stites- 
man from the plains deserves to be commemorated. 

Nye not only upset the arms dealers but also intamed the Jewish 
moguls of Hollywood by holding hearings investigating their efforts to 
promote U.S, intervention in Europe through propaganda in theie films 
Such hearings, diey said, constituted “anti-Semitism” 

An interesting volume by Stephen Alin Carr, entitled Holtiiwood 
and AntiSemitisnic ad € ultural History up to fo World W War if (Cambridge 
University Press, 2001) ‘explores. the history of Nvye's controversial 
inquiry —iand much more. The Library Journal commented that Carr 


[fijas written a schokirly history of anti-Semitism: in 
Hollywood, Exhaustively researched, the book examines the 
key issues behind anti-Semitism in the movie industry and the 
attitudes of American audiences, 

The author exptores the way Jews were portrayed in tilm 
and the various ethnic stereotypes American moviegoers 
watched. This stercotyping reinforced the negative view of Jews 
in society, 

Though written in a dry academic style, the book includes 
extensive notes and a bibliography and is an execilent resaurce 
on Hollywood's anteSemitism. Photographs and cartoons 
depicting anti-Jewish sentiments enhance the text. 

There are numerous examples to validate Carr's thesis, 
such as Charles Lindbergh's fimous remark that "the geeatest 
danger to Unis country lies in their Jews) large ownership and 
influence in Our metion pictures, our press, our radio, and Our 
rovernment.“ 
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And speaking of Charles Lindbergh, it is impossible to talk about 
World War [without referencing the role played by the heroic 
Lindbergh who so valianuy fought against American involvement in that 
disister [is fimous speeches on behalf of the America First Commitice 
rallied millions of Americans to the cause of non-intervention 

Lindbergh felt so strongly about the necessity of derailing the drive 
toward war that he felt that it was bis duty to step out of his effective 
self-imposed exile from public life and put his own reputation forward 
is st voice of reason in Opposition to the ever-burgeoning push for war 

He realized, soon enough, that his real views on many issues were 
being distorted by a hostile media and with this in mind, Lindbergh felt 
it vital 10 keep a diary of that stormy period. While he acknowledged 
that his diary could not cover everything, he felt that ultimately, it woul 
record and “show the falsity of atleast some of the stories tokl 

In tact, in later vears, Lindbergh's concerns were proven correct. 
When, at the urging of publisher William Jovanovich, Lindbergh read just 
one of the more than 20 biographies that had been written about bim, 
Lindbergh dtd so, later sending Jovanovich a document of 76 Ivpcwril- 
len pages listing factual inaccunicies in the book in question, «a volume 
largely based upon newspaper stories as the sources. 

lromeally, according to Jovanovich, this Lindbergh biography was 
actually one of the more Lemperate and even-handed volumes written, 
yet it too relied upon the very “falsity” that rightly concerned Lindbergh 

In 1976 Jovanovich prevailed upon Lindbergh to publish extensive 
excerpts from bis journals. The final volume, covering some 1000 pages, 
appeared in 1978 from Harcourt, Brace, Jovanovich, under the tide The 
Wartime fournals of © hartes Lindbergh, covering the period from 
March 11, 1, 1938 10 June 15, 19-75, at the time the war wis winding down 

Prior lo publishing these diaries, Lindbergh wrote his publisher a 
letter reflecting on the period hat he spent re-rereading his journals for 
the first time after so many years and preparing them lor publication at 
long hist, According to Lindbergh: 


You ask what my conclusions are, rereading my journals 
and looking back on World War Hf from the vantage point of a 
quarter century in time We won the war in a military sense: but 
ina broader sense it scems Lo me We lost il, for our Western civ- 
lization is less respected and secure than it was before 

In order to defeat Germany and Japan we supported the 
still greater menaces of Russia and China—which now confront 
us in at nuclearweapon era Poland was not saved. The British 
Empire has broken down with great suffering, bloodshed, and 
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confusion. England is an economy-constricled secondary 
power. France had to give up her major colonics and turn to a 
mild dictatorship hersell. Much of cur Western culture wis 
destroyed We lost the genetic heredity formed through cons in 
many million lives. 

Meanwhile, the Soviets have dropped their iron curtain to 
screen off Eastern Europe. and an antagonistic Chinese govern-

Although publication of the diaries stirred up new debate over 
Lindbergh's pre-war views. the book became a bestsclier and was actu. 
aly a semifinalist for the National Book Award 

Among many others, Lindbergh received a fan letter from former 
First Lady Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, whose late husband, Presideat 
Kennedy, along with his brother, foseph P Kennedy tr. tad been avid sup- 
porters of the America First movement. In her fetter, Mrs. Onassis 
referred to the Kennedys, saving. “That family—and me—adoiire you 
more than anyone, an interesting nugget of history noted in A. Scott 
Berg's 1998 biography, Lindbergh (Putnam, 1998) 
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Lindbergh's reflections in the published journals provide a fascinat- 
ing look at not only Lindbergh's wide-ranging private life and travels 
throughout the United Stutes and Europe and his acquaintances and 
fnendships with some of the most prominent figures of the period. 

However, Lindbergh's views on a variety of matters such ats history, 
culture, religion, hoy, of course, the subject of U.S. invalvement abroad, 
were addressed quite thoroughly Uhroughout the journals, sharply point- 
ed and candid, and quite representative of Lindbergh's thinking at the 
time. They reflect a deep thinker who—should he ever have achieved 
the American presidency as many hoped—woukl have saved our repub- 
lic Irom the horrible tragedies inflicted upon the nation (and the mad- 
ern world, for thu matter) under the miscule of Lindbergh's fiercest crit- 
ic, Franklin D. Roosevelt himself, 

Lindbergh emerges in the diaries as a thoughtful, invrospectice 
philosopher, guided by @ self@assurance and a sense of Inman and a 
knowledge that he was veering onto a course that could Gund did) 
impact upon his plice in history and on the future of the world, 

OF special interest ace Lindbergh's comments on the impact of the 
Hews and entertainment media of the time on shaping public opinion, 
toward both Lindbergh himself and the views that he put forth in the 
public wena. Lindbergh was very much aware of—and wary of—whiat 
might delicately be termed “news management” and found himself quite 
occupied with the problem as he sought to make his views heard, 

My book The Calaphas Complex featured a selection of notable 
passages [rom Lindbergh's diaries, but the overall work by Lindbergh is 
a volume that belongs in the library of every American who places 
America First and in the library of every citizen of any country who val- 
ucs the kind of nationalism that Lindbergh held dear 

Another of the great foes of U.S. entry into World Wir IH was the late 
sen. Robert A.Talt (R-Ohio) whose life is commemorated ina wonderful 
volume, Mr Repreblican Gloughton, Mifflin, 1972). The author, James 7: 
Patterson, has compiled a highly readable overview of Tavs career 
which came to an untimely end with his death in 1953, 

Patterson demonstrates what a principled man Taft was. He woukl 
not be bought by the powers-that-be, essentially turning down an offer 
from Wall Street to support him for the presidency in 1940 if he would 
reverse his position and join in the push for war. 

In fact, in 1940 when Tat wits a front-runner for the GOP presiden- 
Hal nomimnuion and a very rea threat to FDR's reelection chances for a 
third term, Taft was aced out of the GOP nod through a concerted effort 
by his warmongering opponents who arranged a convention “fix” lor 
Wendell L. Willkie —a Democrat, no less—to win the nomination 
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Willkic’s funous “dark horse stumpede” of the Republican National 
Convention was anything but that, Instead, as Dr. Thomas E. Mahl has 
carefully demonstrated, beyond question, in his book Desperate 
Deception: British Covert Operations in the Liurtted States, 959-4994, 
(Brassey's, 1999) the Willkie campaign at the GOP convention was 
essenually boughtand-paid-for by wealthy American interests who were 
sympathetic to FDR's foreign policy and who winted to ensure that the 
GOP nominated a candidate who would not take serious issue with 
FDR's views. As such, it was vital that Taft's candidacy be destroyed. 

In acklition, according to Mahls thoroughly documented research, 
is very clear that british intelligence—and persons working with 
Kritish inteHigence—were working both to sabotage Taft and to pro. 
mote Willkie, and suceceded in both. Bribery, corruption, vate-stealing, 
blackmailing were all part and parcel of the operation. 

So Tait was sacrificed within his own party (despite the Tact his 
untiawvar position was considerably more popular among GOP voters) 
and substituted with a candidate who effectively stood with the incum-

Incidentully, the aforementioned work by Thomas Mahl is a°must" 
reud for anyone who wants an in-depth study of the ckindestine mancu- 
vers by British intelligence co manipulate America into the war in 
Europe. Kirkus Reviews assessed the book: 


Mahl bas convincingly drawn on a variety of sources- 
including recently dechissified FBI and government files, mem- 
dirs, personal papers, and little-known official reports-to weave 
together a portrait of extraordinary schemes and iictivilies, He 
argues that such conventional sources as the official British his- 
tory of the war are misleading and inidequate. Britain, lacking 
the sesources to fight Nazi Germany alone, needed the 
immense production capacities and vast manpower of the US 
to save itself. But the British government was deeply concerned 
about American intentions The nation seemed both unpre- 
dictable and unreliable in its support of Britain. 

Yo gain American allegiance, Britain launched a sizable 
propaganda campaign and a number of intelligence actions, 
nuiny curricd out or managed by William Stevenson 
Clntrepil’), Britain's spy extraordinaire. 

Mahl asserts that British agents had willing accomplices in 
FDR's White House, filled with an anglophile elite that identi- 
fied deeply with Britain. Ilis research reveals that foreign 
Money was poured into sume congressional elections to defeat 
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isolationist politicians, that British agents spent money freely 10 
ease the passage of the Lend-Lease Act, that they planted pro- 
British articles in interventionist newspapers and magazines, 
and that some national opinion polls were rigged to reflect a 
deeper and stronger pro- British sentiment than existed. British 
agents set up Bill Donovan's Office of Strategic Services and 
helped run it, and they established or influenced a number of 
organizations pushing for American intervention. 

Their efforts were ingenious and effective, They were also 
either dubious or downright legal, but Mahl argues that, given 
the desperate situation in Europe, Britain had lite choice A 
carefully researched, engrossing addition to WW I history and 
the history of covert operations, 


You will literally be outraged—and, | warn you—even emotionally 
exhausted—by this volume, but you will learn a lot. 

And it should be mentioned that while Mahl's truly fascinating — 
and disturbing—book does mention rather prominently a American 
asset of British intelligence, one Sanford Griffith, what Mahl does not 
mention is Uhat, at least after World War Ul, Griffith was known to be a 
New York-based informant and operative for the Anti-Defamation League 
(ADL) of Binai Brith. In fet if truth be told. its quite likely that Griffith 
was actully doubling as both a British asset and an ADL asset even 
going back to the preavar and war-time period Mahl bas written about. 

This is akin to the operations of famed Jewish newspaper colum- 
nist and radio personality Walter Winchell whose own biographer, Neal 
Gabler—in his book Winchell Gossip, Power and the Cutture of 
Celebrity (Knopf, 1994)—has written of Winchell’s dual activities as a 
media shill and operative for both the ADL and British intelligence And 
the Gabler book on Winchell is one that should not be missed, but an

Another volume, akin to Thomas Maht's aforementioned work, pub: 
lished by Fromm International in 1999, is The Secret History of British 
futelligence_in the Americas; 1940-1945. Vhis constitutes a formal 
reprinting of a theretofore top-secret report from the British Security 
Coordination outlining British intrigues in America designed to trick the 
American people into supporting Britain in the war against Nazi 
Germany, The candid description from amazon.cam is revealing: 


In 1940 Winston Churchill dispatched a Canadian industri- 
alist to New York with an extraordinary mission in a neutral

ganda using U.S = radio Stations and such prominent journalists

As an admirer of the late Sage of Baltimore, H. L. Mencken, cefer- 
enced curlier on page 156.1 was intrigued to note that the Seereé 
History Gust described) contains absolute evidence Chat confirms that 
Mencken's own publisher at The Baltimore Sen was, in fact, operating 
as an asset of British intelligence.

same elements Unt had promoted Wendell Willkie over Tatt in 1940. 

At the time of his death, Taft was serving as the Republican Senute 
Majority Leader and many speculate, to this day, that he was murdered, 
perhaps injected with the cancer that killed him. Tilt would have been 
an effective voice in opposition to the “modern” (that is, liberal interna 
tionalis) Republicanism of Eisenhower, but his untimely dentise took 
away from the scene one of America’s greatest patriots.

The first is James Bacques’ Other Losses, tirst published in 1989 by 
MacDonald & Company which delves into Eisenhower's deliberate deci- 
sions that resulted in the deaths of four million German prisoners of war 
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in the period following World War I during the Allied occupation of that 
war-torn continent. A chilling expose that created quite a stir upon its 
publication, the book shows Eisenhower in his real light and nat as the 
grandfiatherly, even bumbling, ex-military “hero” many remember 

The second book is Ladistis Farago's The Last Days of Patton 
(McGraw Hill, L981), referring. of course, to the late General George 
Patton, best remembered as a result of George C, Scott's portrayal of Uiat 
military icon in the famous Hollywood film. And while that film did 
allude to Patton's problems with Eisenhower, Farago’s book makes a 
number of things quite perfectly clear First of all, to put it bluntly, the 
fews did not Patton and the feelings on Patton's part were mutual. fis 
criticisms of the the Allied treatment of his former enemies, the 
Germans aod lis disdain for the attitude and behavior of Eisenhower, are 
explored in detul in the book. Likewise, it's clear Eisenhower and ath- 
ers in high places did not like or Crust Patton either whom they feared 
could become a major political force in post-war America 

Thus, another volume on Patton, of a more recent date, under: 
scores all of this. Target: Patton: The Plot to Assassinate General George 
‘S. Patton (Regnery, 2008) by Robert K, Wilcox, demonsirates that it is 
likely that Patton was murdered, 

Readers of my longtime employer, The Sportlight, will recall we fea- 
tured an amazing first-hand interview with Douglas Bazata, a levendary 
former OSS operative and assassin, who claimed he had been recruited 
Cand paid) to kill Patton by OSS Chict William: Donovan. However, Bazata 
said he had reneged on the deal and told Patton of the plot. Bazata’s 
stary was greeted with howls of denial by people in places high and low 
but it was clear Bazata spoke with inside knowledge. 

However, according to Wilcox, the author of Target: Patton, Bazata 
later told him (Wilcox) that he had insteed been responsible for Patton's 
death. In any event, Wilcox demonstrates beyond question that the offi- 
cial stories surrounding Patton's death are murky at best and that is like- 
ly that Patton was murdered in his hospital bed after the failure of the 
initial assassination utlempt which involved a staged automobile acci- 
dent. In the end, the irony is that this great military figure who played 
such @ critical part in bringing about the German defeat in World War I 
Was almost certainly assassinated by forces working for those who had 
actually instigated the war against Germany in the first place, 

In closing this assessment of material relating to World War HL, it 
sould be folly not to mention another of the greatest of all of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt's critics visaevis the drive for war in Europe and that 
is. needless to sav, Ambassador Joseph P Kennedy, founding father of the 
Kennedy Dynasty My books dhe Corfessions of an Anti-Semite and The 
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Catapbas Complen—which features iin extensive profile of this amaz- 
ing dynamo of a man whom the Jewish media prefers to portray as a

llowever, for real insights into Kennedy's thoughts on the war— 
and on many other subjects of interest—there is no beder work than 
the book Hostage to Fortine: The Letters of Joseph P Kennedy (Viking 
Press, 2001). edited by Kennedy's granddaughter, Amanda Smith (also 
author of the aforementioned biography of nationalist newspaper pub- 
lisher Cissy Patterson (sce pages 164-165). This is a tremendous treasure 
of Kennedy's unpublished letters Gand other writings) that demonstnite 
what a dedicated advocate of America First he truly was. 

Although Joe Kennedy's negative popular image of being a won 
anizer and a boot-legger and a tratficker with gangsters—and of being, 
shudders, an antiSemite and an apologist for Hitker—comes to us from 
the Jewish-controlied media. this volume gives us an accurate portrayal 
of this man. a gentine stttesnian and top-notch geopolitical thinker, who 
should have been president of the United States. 

One memorable passage in the volume describes Kennedy's prr- 
vate meeting with then-Vice President Harry Truman (prior to FDR's 
death) in which Kennedy recalls Truniin complaining about the inordi-

Those Troubling Topics People Prefer to Avoid 


srtel, Zionism and the Jewish Lobby—always one of my favorite 

areas Of reading and writing, as my many critics wall rush to 

advise you. But they are topics which cause oniny otherwise 
brive and fearless patriots to cower in terror But if you are interested ia 
pursuing these “controversial” areas, there are many good books out 
there that you will want to explore and which you need not necessari- 
ly he afraid of having sitting on the coffee table 

Obviously, some of the more “extreme” works by authors such as 
yours truly aire net ones you might want to have on disphty, but many of 
the works Ubat 1 will reference are by “respected” writers—and some of 
them are Jewish 

That's always popular with sell-described “patriots” (being able to 
cite at Jewish writer as a source when discussing “controversial” sub- 
jects) as though a writer's Jewishness gives him (or her) some magical 
authority not assigned to non-Jewish writers by God or by the main- 
stream media or both 

Av while dam considered somewhat “notorious” by many people 
in the “patriot” and/or “truth” movement—however you want to label 
it—and even by some in anti-Zionist circles, the fact is that, over the 
years, | have been personally acquainted—and friends with—some of 
the nost noted Jewish-born anti-Zionist writers und Jewish writers who 
have been critics of Israel, but who might not necessarily be “anti- 
Zionist,” Gin the sense that they cto not actually stand in opposition to the 
existence of the state of Ismeel. but arc onty, cather, critics of its policies) 

Among those fewish-born anti-Zionist writers with whom | shared 
a friendship was the late Jack L. Bernstein, best known for his mono- 
graph, the Life of Ainmerican Jew tn Racist-Marnist israel A New York- 
born lew who did, in fact, move to Isracl and then return to the United 
States quite disappointed with his experiences there. 

Jack soon became closely associated with vet another of my fricnds, 
Jewish anti-Zionist Waviv Schieber, born in Pokind and then later one of 
the early Zionist pioneers in Palestine during the 1920s where he actu 
ally served for a period as the mavor of Beersheva, 

Schicher had long been associtted with The Spotlight—tor which, 
of course, 1 was a correspondent at the time—and it was through 
Schieber that | became acquainted with Bernstein. 

All of that having been said, you would be surprised to find out how 
ony people are actually in awe of the fice that T actually knew Jack 
Berastcin, who was, in truth, a down-to-earth “regular” giuly, 
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What's interesting about Jack is that while his name is often spoken 
of in almost hushed and reverential terms on the Internet—I've even 
heard it claimed that he was murdered by the Mossad in order to pre- 
vent him from speaking out—the irony is that Jack was “just folks, a 
very basic human being who (while, in teuth, who was hardly noticed 
during his all-too-short lifetime) would be both honored and amused to 
know that he has become such an iconic Hgure of virtual legend. 

And he was rrof murdered—I assure you of that. Rather, in fact, he 
actually contracted a rare tropical disease during a brief sojourn in the 
Philippines where he had journcyed to meet a potential bride whom he 
hid become acquainted with through one of the classic “mail order 
bride” operations that still exist today! Jack ended up in the Veterans 
Administration hospital in West Virginia where he died, but 1 still treas- 
ure a very nice Christmas card I received from hiny while he was there. 

As 1 said. Jack would be amazed to see what a legendary figure he 
has become, but, in all honesty, Jack’s book was (lve been told) kirgely 
shost-written (by the late Len Martin, with whom [was also aequainicd) 
and influenced in many ways by a certain degree of misinformation 
tbout global power politics of the time 

So while many people fall back on Jack's book and, to a lesser 
degree, on his equally interesting, but notso-well-kaown volume, Ay 
Farewell to Israet The Thorn in the Middte Bast. lack’s writings really 
can't be considered in the realm of “must” readings, 

And I say that with all due deference to Jack's integrity and his 
undoubted sincerity and emphasize that while his work has become oft- 
quoted and a virtual Internet standard, there are many far better works 
from other writers Gewish and non-Jewish alike) that arc far more 
authoritative and are of a nature that is far more palatable in terms of 
quoting as a reference source, 

And in that regard, I refer to the writings of my other anti-Zionist 
Jewish friend, the late Dr. Alfred Lilienthal who first gained Gime with his 
1949 Reader's Digest article, “Iseacl's Flag is Not Mine? in which the 
American-born Lilienthal outlined his personal opposition to the con 
cept of Zionism, suggesting duu Jews owed their first loyalty to their 
homeland. I became acquainted with Dr. Litienthal through his visits to 
the Spotlight and over the years dined with him on a number of ocea- 
sions and was a guest in his elegant apartment in Washington where he 
maintained a wonderful array of souvenirs from his worldwide travels. 

I was quite honored when Dr. Lilienthal asked me to collaborate 
with him on his memoirs, but, unfortunately, | did not have the time to 
do so. Those memoirs never actually materialized but he did work with 
a writer who crafted a one-man play recnacting events from his life 
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But while Lilienthal was the author of several books regarding his 
experiences relating to Isracl and Zionism and the power of the Jewish 
lobby in America, his culminating work came with The Zionist 
Connection published in 1978 by Dodd, Mead Cand which was liter re- 
issucd in an updated edition entitled The Ziantst Connection fH). 

This paramount masterwork by Lilienthal was an edited compilit- 
tion of—and expansion upon—much of what had appeared in his pre- 
vious books, What Price Israel?, The Other Side of the Coin, and There 
Goes the Middle Kast—all superlative volumes in and of themselves. 

Gencrally available through Internet booksellers, the massive 
Zionist Connection is a comprehensive overview of the Middle East 
conflict, written from Dr, Lilienthal’s witty and articulate andl very prin- 
cipled point of view. It is most definitively “must” reading and is the pre- 
eminent work by an anté-Zionist Jewish writer Cand perhaps by any 
writer on US-Isracli relations). Wellawcitten, carelullyalocumented, this 
is a book that should not be ignored by anyone who wants a serious 
understanding of the Middle East conflict. 

Lilicnihal was notable in that he dured to atack the burgeoning 
phenomenon which has been accurately called “The Holocaust 
Industry” and which he, Lilienthal, earlier described as “Holocaust 
omania,” referring to the penchant by Zionists to use the memories of 
Work! War IL to explain away Israel's crimes and misdeeds against the 

‘slestinians and others who stood in the way of the Zionist agendit, 
Lilienthal also exptores the role of the Jewish lobby in America and the 
collaboration with that lobby by the American mass media To say any 
more would belabor the point. 

Another volume which lis become a stiple among those who tke 
a dissident stance against Isracl and Zionism is a small pamphlet which 
has become viral on the Internet, purporting to be an interview with an 
American Jew, Harold Wallace Rosenthal, who was appirently a staff aie 
to the late Sen. Jacob Javits (GN YD, a hard-line Zionist and internation: 
atist of long-standing. 

Now please note: This is vet a publication | am recommending, 
under any circumstances and the only reason | a mentioning it is that 
so many people have asked me for my opinion regarding it and since my

While apparenty Rosenthal did exist and while it is said that 
Rosenthal died in an accident alleged to ive actually been an assassi- 
nation by the Mossad, ] am here to say that Uhis volume is an outright 
fraud, a cuher flimsy (and Eimight add, a bit amateurish) concoction pur- 
porting to place in Rosenthal’s words a series of extravagantly tlambov- 
ant declarations of Gentile inferiority and Jewish superiority but which 
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lam firmly convinced were the proxuct of the fertile and fervent mind 
of the late Walter White who was responsible for issuing the book in the 
first place and which he claimed was the transcript of an interview 
White had ostensibly conducted with Rosenthal. 

Personally, | never knew Walter White nor have 1 heard anything 
thout him that would leave me to have a negative opinion of him 
However, since this volume is so clearly a fabrication, I thus find it nee- 
essary ¢o write these words. 

And it should be noted that 1am not the only person to suggest that 
this book is a fraud. The highly-regarded Orcgon-based writer and pub- 
hsher of dissident literature, Des Griffin, bas likewise asserted, based on 
his own observations and discussions with White, that he believes this 
book to have been a fabrication by White and not based on any inter: 
view of any kind with Rosenthal. 

So While the book is quite entertaining and has captured the imag: 
ination Of many people. 1 don't believe that it's “for real” ancl absolutely 
de not recommend that any serious researcher rely upon its contents of 
Validity, no matter how much “truth” that may happen to appear in this 
book of rather murky origins. Now note that what are purported to be 
Rosenthal’s words do reflect reality, but that doesu't mtiake the book 
real, nor does it add to its value as a source, no mutter What its propo- 
nents would like vou to believe

There are a number of other books by Jewish writers that do pro- 
vide some amazing revelations about the intrigues of tsract that are well 
worth referencing here. 

These books are not to be perceived as cither being “anti-Zionist" or 
necessarily even critical of Israel, but they do provide an cnormous 
umount of certainly interesting and revealing information Unat casts a 
different light on Israel, demonstrating that this tiny Middle East nation 
is not the helptess lithe democracy that many believe or that the histo: 
ry of Israel and the Jewish people is not even precisely what we've long 
been led by many Jewish writers and the media monopoly to believe. 

Notable among these works is Iseacli weiter Shlomo Sand's book, 
The Invention of the Jewish Peaple (Verso Books, 2009), which caused 
quite a stir when it was first released in Isract and proved, despite the 
harsh criticism, to be a major bestseller 
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Sand’s book is so provocative in that it demonstrates that virtually 
everything we think we know about the history of the Jews may just nat 
be true, or, at the least, certainly not what many have held as an acticle 
of faith going back generations. And it underscores the point—so criti- 
eal in political discussion today—that the Jews have no special claim on 
the lind of Palestine 

Because of the intense interest that Sand’s book generated, his pub- 
lisher set up a website on the Internet providing reviews of the book, 
commentaries relating to the controversy, and interviews with Sand. 

On the site, the pub- 
lishers provide an overview of Sand’s remarkable book which follows: 


A historical tour de force that demolishes the myths and 
taboos that have surrounded Jewish and Iscacli history, The 
tavention of the Jewish People offers a new account of both 
that demands to be read and reckoned with, 

Was there really a forced exile in the first century, ac the 
hands of the Romans? 

Should we regard the Jewish people, throughout two mil- 
leania, as both a distinct ethnic group and a putative nation — 
returned at last to its Biblical homelind? 

Stiiomo Sand argues that most Jews actually descend from 
converts, Whose native lands were sewttered fir across Uhe 
Middle East and Eastern Furope.

Without an adequate understanding of Iscacl’s past. capable 
of superseding today’s opposing views, diplomatic soluuons 
are likely to remain clusive. In this iconoclastic work of history, 
Shlomo Sand provides the intellectual foundations lor a new 
vision of Isracl’s future. 
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And, in truth, whet Sand has written is actually only the latest mani- 
festition of 2 phenomenon that has come to be cattcd “post-Zionism,” a 
growing body of work, even among Jewish scholirs, archeologists, the- 
dlogiins and others who arc openly questioning Jewish history Gurd, in 
particule, that of the Zionist movement and the state of Israel even to 
the point of asking the dread question: “Do the Jews really have a his- 
toric cight to Palestine?” 

As far as the image of Iscael being a harmless little democratic state, 
surrounded by evil Mustin cnemies and meaning no harm to anyone, the 
facts demonstrate otherwise 

Two powerlul books provide damning evidence of Isrtel’s role as a

that Israel was one of the primary global intriguers (then, in 1985, as 
how) engaged in an exteaordinary number of arms deals al across the 
planet, ranging from Africa lo Asia to the Western Hemisphere. It's really 
a blockbuster of a book, A review of the book in the Council on Foreign 
Relation’s journal, forejen Affairs, summarizes it well: 


Isracl, with over $1 billion in annual arms sales, his become 
ad major weapons exporter, with arms accounting for one-quar- 
ter of the nation’s industrial exports. This masterful study 
explores il aspects of this phenomenon: the growth of the 
defense industry, the role of arms sales in Jerusalem's foreign 
policy and relationship with certain countries, and the consid: 
erible limits to further expansion of arms sales due to both 
technological and political factors. This informative, detsiled 
and balanced analysis is the best study to date of a so-called 
Third World arms supplier, 


There are those who perecive Israel to be an insular, almost isolat- 
ed mation, fending off its angry Arab and Muslim neighbors, but, in fact, 
for decades this nation has had its hand in pots of countries around the 
globe, stirring up wars and revolutions and providing assistiince thereto 
through the lucrative arms sales that have been a eritical foundation of 
Isricl’s notably strong economy. 

Another similar and valuable book is Israeli weiter Benjamin Becit- 
Hatlachmi’s The dsraeh Connection: Who tsract Arms and Who 
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(Pantheon, 1987). This book also delves inte Israel's arms sales and, in 
particukir, its diplomatic intrigue. Broken down region-by-region and 
country-by-country this book demonstrates how—through its machina- 
tions—Isracl has actually become a global, eather than regional, power- 
house acting as a foree unto itself. 

While there are many who like to shift the bkune away from Isracl 
ancl suggest that the country is only acting as a “front"—or as a stuking 
horse—for the United States, Beit-lallachmi demonstrates that Israel 
does have its own agenda, based on not just political but also idcologi- 
cal and religious foundations. 

For my own part, | would add that | always seck to emphasize, as | 
noted in my book, The New Babyton, that Zionism and Judaism are vir- 
tually indistinguishable, despite a certain train of rhetoric (frequently 
heard in the “patriot” movement) to the contrary. So, in a sense, the two 
alorementioned books dealing with Israel's global inteigucs explain, in 
no uncertiin terms, how these worldwide machinations are advancing 
the overall international Jewish agenda as it has been carried out 
through the actions of the state of Israch. 

In the more specific realm of dissecting Iscact’s criminal misdeeds 
vis-a-vis its so-called “special relationship" with the United States, there 
are a number of volumes of special nate. 

‘TWwo important books by American writer Stephen Green Cwhom 1 
believe is Jewish) should be mentioned. Green's writings caused great 
distress tor the Jewish lobby in America and sparked a personal rift 
bemween Green and one of his friends, Edgar Bronfman, heic to the 
organized crime-spawned liquor and media fortune, who then served as 
head of the World Jewish Congress, 

Green's books are Jaki Sides: America’s Secret Relationship With 
a Miftant Israet (William Morrow & C Som pany, i984) and é diving By the 
Sword America and israel in the Middle Kast £908: L987 (Amana 
Books, 1988). For that time frame covered in the avo volumes, you can- 
not find any two other volumes better to guide the reader through a 
detailed—explosive—exploration of the U.S-Isracli relationship. 

Tuking Sides, in particular, delves into the litthe-known aspects of 
the Iseacli nuclear weapons program and how the United States (partic: 
ulurly the Kennedy administration) dealt with this problem. 

In fact, it was Tuking Sides that, upon my re-reading of the book in 
the carly 1990s, reminded me about that fice that L had actually long for- 
gotten: that JFK was working quite.strenuously to prevent Isracl from 
building a nuctear arsenal. It amazed me that—going back to 1984 when 
I first read the book and at which time I actually met Green on a mum- 
ber of occasions and, in one instance, actually interviewed him at length 
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wt the Spotiight headquarters oa Capitol Hill—that it had not occurred 
to me (at that time) that JFK's conflict with Isracl over nuclear weapons 
could have constituted a motive for Israel to engage in the conspicacy 
to assassinate President Kennedy. 

Taking Sides, incidentally, also provides an inside view of the Isracli 
Gind United States) intrigues surrounding the attack on the (/S.8 Liberty 
on June 8, 1967 and provides «a good overview of the topic for anvane 
who has never otherwise read of that tragic terrorist attack on America’s 
armed forces 

Both of Green's books are primary works that are perhaps some- 
what forgotten but they belong in the library of anyone who wants it 
serious understanding of the nature of that vaunted “special relation: 
ship" between the United States and “our ally Israel.” 

Ranked alongside Green's efforts is Dangerous Liaison: The lustde 
Story of the US.-Israelt Covert Relationship (Harper Perennial, 1992) by 
the husband-and-wife team of Andrew and Leslie Cockburn. 

This book is particularly notable to me in that it contains the reve- 
lation that when President Jimmy Carter was secking, reclection in 1980, 
in the face of not-so-publicly-known opposition from Zionist interests, 
he said to intimates that “It Uget back in, ['m going to fuck the Jews.” a 
comment that was apparently overheard in an tsraeli wiretap of the 
White House and used against him to frustrate his reclection efforts 
against Ronald Reagan who carried a greater percentage of the Jewish 
vote than any Republican candidate in recent memory, 

The Cockburns’ book explores so much of Israel's intrigue, not only 
in the Middle East but also in Latin America, and examines Israel's ties to 
the international drug cartels in Colombia and outlines the outrageous 
antics of Isracl’s longlime Mossad man in the field, Michael Harari. who 
was active in Central and South America going back to the carly 1960s. 

In Fine? Judgment | suggested Harari may have been the famous 
“umbrella man” in Dealey Plaza in Dallas on November 22, 1964—the 
resemblance is very much there—and it should be noted that in 1964 
there was a high-ranking Mossad operative involved in a major Isracli 
weapons smuggling program (based in the American south, involving 
American military installations) that was not only involved Jack Ruby 
(who later killed JFK's alleged assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald) but also the 
mysterious figure “Raul,” who appears to have been the intelligence han- 
dler of the late James Earl Ray who was accused of the 1968 assassina- 
tion of Dr. Martin Luther King, Ir. 

The revelations regarding the Mossad link to Ruby and Raul came 
out in Dr, William Pepper's book, Ar Act of State: The Exeeution of. 
Martin Luther King (Verso, 2003) although suffice it to say that, despite

its value otherwise in outlining the very real conspiracy bebind Dr. 
King's murder, Dr. Pepper is circumspect, to put it mildly, in broaching 
anything relating to involvement in the King assassination either by 
Israel or by domestic Jewish forces opposed to the civil rights leader. 

And in that regard, in The Confessions of an Anti-Semite, | have 
writlen extensively about Dr King and brought forth some interesting 
dita (Ll think) which demonstrates King was not quite the advocate for 
Israel that Zionists of today portray and demonstrate that, in fact, he was 
Hot quite so beloved by the Jewish lobby as many people might other: 
wise perceive. This information shocked nuiny of my readers. 

Needless to say, the Cockburn book is quite revealing because it 
describes the historic and often incestuous rekitionship between Iscact’s 
Mossad and the American CIA. However, | oust hasten to mention 
that—conteary to 2 popular misperception smong miny dissident 
researchers and writers—however close the CIA and the Mossad have 
been Gnd indeed they have been intertwined in many cealms), the (wo 
agencies are not necessarily always in syne 

There are—thank God—many people in the CIA at all levels who 
have resisted the intrigues of the Mossad and they include the late for- 
mer CIA director William Colby who died ruher mysteriously in what 
wis officiully described as a boating accident. 

In that regard J should mention that my late friend and colleague at 
The Spottight Andrew St. George, was a friend of Colby and his wife and 
(in Colby’s fina) months) personally arranged for Colby to forge a bust- 
ness relationship with high-ranking Acab officials. Later, alter Colby’s 
death. Andrew learned that the “buzz” at Colby’s funeral was that, in fact, 
Colby had been murdered by the Mossad. 

In any case, re Cockburn book is a must read for insights into the 
coverl activities of Israel. 

‘Iwo particularly intriguing works that explore the role of the 
United States, in league with Israel, in manipulating events within the 
Arab and Muslim workls are Rabert Dreyfuss’s Devil's Game: Hote the 
United States Helped toiteash Fundamentalist Istant (Metropalit: m 
Books, 2005) and the book Aber. Nidal: AGH n for Hire : The Seeret Life 
of the World's Most Notorious Arab Terrorist (Random House, 1992) by 
British journalist Pa Patrick Seale. 

The Dreyfuss book covers the controversial but largely (at least to 
the American public) unknown cole of the United States Cand Israch in 
providing covert Gnd not-so-covert) support over the years lo a variety 
of Muslim fundamentalist forces in the Arab and Muslim worlds 

This is an area that neither the United States nor Israel nor any of 
israel’s steadfast supporters Qewish or Christian alike) would prefer to 
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be widely discussed, particularly since Isracl’s supporters have been in 
the forefront of stirring up hatred and distrust of the Muslim world, par- 
ticulacly in the eves of Americans. 

But the truth is—as | myself had written about in some length on a 
number of occasions in American Free Press—Israel, in particular, jong 
had a hand in both nurturing and financing Islamic fundamentalist ele. 
ments When it was in Iscuel’s interests to do so, 

For example, Iseacl helped sponsor the rise of the Istamic [force 
within the Palestinian freedom movement known as Hamas, encourag: 
ing its development as a force in Opposition to the secular Fatah move- 
ment of Palestinian leader Yassic Arafat. Iseacl’s purpose, of course, was 
to undermine Arafat, but, in the end, it ultimately helped set in motion a 
vibrant force that today.in many respects. siinds as the mast determined 
loc of scucli imperialism. 

If you ever want to drive a supporter of Israel or a hard-line hater of 
Muslims crazy, just remind him of the fiets—covered in the Dreyfuss 
book—that expose the manner in which Isracl and the United States 
helped build up the very forces that they now tellus must be destroyed 
and which, these warmongering bastards say, it is the responsibility ot 
American fighting men Cinanced by US. tax dothirs) to do. 

In a similar vein, the aforementioned book, Abr Nidal A Gun for 
Hire demonstrates conclusive evidence that the famed “Arab terrorist” 
GUthougb an Acab he was) was actually being handled covertly from 
behind the scenes by Iscacti intefligence. An explosive work, Scale’s 
book is a black mark on Israel and a blazing expose of the hypocrisy ol 
Isriel’s supporters who spend a great deal of time worrying and tilking 
about Arab and Islamic terrorism, but fil to acknowledge that much of 
that terrorism has actually been orchestrated from behind-the-scenes by 
israel and by pro-Israel clements in the United States.

that is absolutely “must” reading for invone who wants to be fully 
informed about Zionism’s impact on our world today. [t tells the stery of 
the tsracli arms dealer and superspy turned Hollywood producer 
who—although a legend in Israel and among the Hollywood elite—is 
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hardly known at all to the people of the planet, even including those 
who've reveled in his Tinsel Town productions, including such block- 
busters as The War of the Roses, Once Upon a Time in America, Pretty 
Woman, Natival Born Killers, Under Siege, The Devil's Advocate, The 
Fountain, Unfaithful and 1A, Confidential, among, athers. 

This unsetuing (but really, quite favorable and glowing) biogruphy 
of Milchan—that’s pronounced “mil-shawn"’—was co-written by Meir 
Doron, in Israeli, and Joseph Gelman, an American who has been deeply 
involved in the work of promoting Israel's interests in the United States. 

Described as “secretive yet famous, but only among famous people,’ 
this is the story of a man who has been described as* Mr. Israel” by pow- 
erful American media baron Sumner Redstone. But—until now—

The son of a wealthy Israeli explosives manufacturer, Milchan even 
ast young man in his 20s) turned his fimily’s enterprise into a global 
financial-military-industrial concern integral to Israel's very existence, 
one mos! pivotally intertwined with the Zionist state's drive to assemble 
a nuclear arsenal of weapons of mass destruction. 

Throughout his career, Mitchan worked closely with Israel's super- 
sceret agency, known as LAKAM, which played the critical role in Israel's 
nuclear ambitions, procuring the scientific know-how, the materiel ind 
the equipment necessary for producing nuctear weapons “by legitimate 
purposes on the open market if possible, by theft and deception if nec:

And do make certain to note chaz it was Israeli arms dealer Milchan 
who ponied up the money for film-maker Oliver Stone to put together 
the famous film JFK of which Milchan is listed in the credits as “exceu- 
live producer.” One of the side bencliciaries of the deal was author Jim 
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Marrs who received at least 2 reported $200,000 from Milchan and 
Stone in order to claim the rights to Marrs’ JFK assassination book, 
Crossfire.a compendium of the competing theories surround the event. 

In JFK, Milchan—as noted, a key figure in tsracl’s nuclear weapons 
program—and Stone did not mention anything about JFK's strenuous 
efforts to stop Isracl’s nuclear weapons development.

He want- 
ed to invite the media ta join them, but because the television networks 
refused to haul their equipment out to Malibu, Kennedy reluctantly 
agrecd to go to the Ambassador Hotel, instead, where he was shot 

This may be the first time in history that this detail has been 
unveiled. Most accounts say Kennedy was at the home of famed dirce- 
tar John Frankenheimer or Democratic political boss Paul Ziffeen 
(another powerful Zionist and Jewish crime syndicate-connected oper- 
ive On American shores), Now the truth comes out. 

Milchan, we find also, is no typical “Hollywood tiberal” Fox News 
Kingpin Rupert Murdoch, media godfather of the “conservatives,” is not 
only one of Milchan’s best friends, but also one of his business partners 
in the media racket.

In regard Lo Israel's nuclear weapons program, L hasten to cite my 
own book, The Golem (American Free Press, 2007), What [ consider 
perhaps most important about my own book—and | belicve it is an 
important primer on the topic—is that the book emphasizes the reli- 
gious and underpinnings of Israel's nuclear weapons program, pointing 
out the dangers of a religiously-fanatically driven state Ovith marked and 
notable cacist tendencies and an attitude of superiority toward the 
“govim" —that is, non Jews). 

in addition, the book emphasizes several importint details such as

What I found particularly interesting about Cohen's book is that in 
its pages he thanks international attorney Meir Fekiman, an American 
Jew, for the part he played in making Cohen's book possible. 

Ast pointed out in Mal judgment, Feldman had been JFR's liaison 
to the American Jewish community, but the fact is that JFK aad his broth 
er, Attorney General Robert Kennedy, maintained a healthy distrust of 
Feldman and kept him out of the loop in many of the foreign policy 
decisions affecting Israel, particularly the administration's efforts lo pre- 
vent Israel from building the nuctear bomb.

The reason for the suppression is 
that if the real facts about the origins of dispensationalism became the 
lapie of widespread discussion, it would totally discredit the oft-touted 
claim by the dispensationalists that their philosophy is based on serip- 
ture, a claim which is clearly anything but the truth, 

Although much of the niaterial in Weber's work is familiar to the-

While, naturally, covering similac ground, the two authors differ on 
some points that may be beyond the grasp Cor concern) of readers who 
don't have a strong theological bias, but the bottom fine conclusion of 
both volumes is what counts most: there was much more to the activi- 
ties of Scofield than meets the cye and what Scofield sought to pawn off 
on Christians as Biblical truth és anything but that 

There is—not surprisingly—a wide array of evidence pointing to 
the likelihood that Scofield was being sponsored in his work by high- 
level Zionist forces Who obviously had a strong and vested interest in 
promoting the thearics propounded by Scofield that have had such a 
deleterious impact on the thinking of American Christians and upon the 
misdirection. in many respects, of U.S, foreign policy

There is another gentlemare whose friendship | value and whom | 
have been very much honored to know, and that is Phil Tourney. And if 
ever there has been one who has the special burden of carrying the 
message of Isracl's treachery to the American people, it is Phil.

But most of all, it will make you proud that there are real herves like 
Phil Tourney and the men of the Liberty who endured so much and yet 
who still remiin proud patriots, despite the utterly filthy betraval they 
suffered at the hands of “their” government, whose laws and liberties 
they swore to defend—and did. 

A three-leem president of the Liberty Veteran's Association, Tourney 
received the Bronze Star with Combat V for Vidor, the Purple Heart, the 
Vietnam Service Medal with one Bronze Stu, the National Defense 
Service Medal and the Combat Action ribbon.

It can be assert- 
cd—with no exaggeration—that Phil is a sGuesman tn the truest sense 
of that over-aused term. We can only hope Phil and people like him will 
one dav be running this country. 

Then do what you can to 
nutke sure as many people as possible also read the book and get Phil's 
message oul Lo as many Americans as possible.

Question, there is a remarkable array of published materi- 
al available in mainstream books that provide amazing details and a vari- 
ety of data that, in many respects, confirm a lot of the negative aspects 
of Jewish history and power, today and yesterday, that have been pre- 
sented in dissident or “alternative” views of the Jews and their history, 

And you will note, quite carefully, that ve deliberately separtted 
those books (referenced in this chapter) from the books in the previous 
chapter that focused on the issue of US. Middle East paticy and the 
problem of Isract itself and of the multiple dangers resulting from the 
pernicious inthienee of the Iseacti lobby in America 

The truth is that there are many people who are quite prepared to 
discuss Isracl and Zionism but they assictuously rush to assure anvone 
who will listen Guid they will repeat it loudly and repeatedly) that they 
don't have any problems with lews or Juckusm, per se, that their only 
complaint is with the behavior of Isract 

But—as | said—there is a lot of literature out there discussing the 
aforementioned Jewish Problem—from at variety of perspectives—iand 
much of that literature comes from the mainstreant publishing industry, 
as hard as it may be to believe. And we will review those books. 

But in the meantime, we will take a moment and explore some ot 
the works by the dissident writers—often called “antiSemites’ —that 
have been an integral part of my personal library and which have pro- 
vided me important leads and historical background, | own Jiterally 
thousands af books on this and related topies and they constitute the 
core of my substantial personal library, 

And for the benefit of those more “patriat”-minded readers: who 
may be a bit hesitant to explore Ubis realm, it’s probably worth noting 
right up front that negative attitudes toward Judaism —as 2 religion — are 
a foundational basis in the writings and philosophy of one of America’s 
restest Founding Fathers. You sce, opposition ta Jewish religious teach- 
ings are not just something found in the mindset of “Titler and the 
Nazis” as many patriots would have you believe 

Although the beloved author of the Declaration of Independence, 
‘Thomas Jefferson, was—as the Jews often loudly proclaim —a firm adve- 
cate for religious liberty in America for Jews and all people, zheat bas 
been carefully censored from the histary books ts the absolite fact 
Jefferson clearly found the Jewish religion to be quite abominable. 
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Writing to John Adams on Oct. 13, 1813, the widely-read intellectu- 
al commented on the Talmud and other Jewish teachings: 


What a wretched depravity of sentiment and manners must 
have prevailed before such corrupt maxims could have obtains 
credit! [It ie impossible to collect from these weitiags consistent 
senes oF moni doctrine. 


Describing himscll as * real Christian, that is to saya disciple of the 
doctrines of Jesus,” Jefferson wrote to William Short (an Oct. Ab, IRL) 
that he considered fesus “the greatest of all the reformers of the 
deprived religion of lis own country” 

In a subsequent letter to Short CAug. 4, 1820), Jefferson added that 
while Christ preached "philanthropy and universal charity and benevo- 
lence? the Jews followed teachings that instilled in them “the most anti- 
social spirit towards other nations.” 

Jetterson wrote Unu Jesus—as a "reformer of the superstitions of a 
nation” was in an “ever dangerous” position by opposing “the priests of 
the superstition’ —the Pharisces—whom he described as “sn blood 
thirsty race 2. . cruel and remorseless as the Being whom they repre: 
sented as the Lemily God of Abraham, of Isaae and of Jacob, and the local 
God of Israel.” 

So this is what one of America’s most discerning Founding Fathers 
determined to be the mature of the Jewish rcligion—that faith whose 
adhecents in the modern diy have risen to such heights of wealth and 
power as perhaps not even the welbinformed Thomas Jefferson might 
have imagined. A lat of self-styled" patriots” arc foath to recall his words, 
but this is what this valiant Amerien had to say. 

Aux although many have written and spoken about Jewish power 
in our world today, those who understand it best are those non-Jews 
who move in the higher circles, Among them have been respected 
American military leaders whose views on these matters lave been hid- 
den from the American public. 

In that regard we cefer to the remarkable book, fhe “Jewish Threat” 
AnttSemitic Politics of the US. Araty (Basie Books, 2000) by Joseph W 
Bendersky. Some relevant quotations from the book

These selected quotations demonstratc—or they should—to the 
tink or otherwise uninformed ceader that candid discussion of the 
Jewish Problensy has not been limited to “fanatics” and “haters” but has 
been [reely considered by some of the foremost patriots and militury 
leaders in our nation’s history, Until that ts firmly understood—and 
icknowlcdged—we cannot delve inte this difficult realm. 

But there is mach valuable literature that is out there and sll freely 
availible, and in this chapter we will examine it in some detail. 

First and foremtost among what we might call “traditional’ works on 
the subject is, needless to say, Henry Ford's monument four-volume 
series, The International few, a compilation of the articles Ford pub- 
lished in his magazine, The Dearborn Independent, during the 1920s, 
The tour volumes, which are often published in one large volume, ire as 
follows: The Jnternational Jew. The World's Foremost Problem, Jewish 
Activities in the United States fewish tnifluence in American Life; and 
Aspects of Jewish Power in the United States 

Readers should be advised, though, that there is also a single volume 
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often seen for sale that only contains the content of only the first vol- 
ume of the four-volume complete set. I recently re-read viraually all of 
the fiternational Jew and found that what is so remarkable is that the 
material, however dated, is still fresh today as when first published. 

Another preeminent work, gaing back to the same period, is Ue 
work. titled simply The Jews, by British populist and monetary reformer 
Gind traditionalist Catholic) Hillaire Belloc. This is an honest, objective, 
yet sill candid, review of Jewish-Gentile relations offering some possi. 
ble solutions to the age-old Jewish Problem, Belloc acknowledges the 
profound differences between Jews and Gentiles, as the Jews them- 
selves are first to acknowledge Cand brag about). Belloc’s book is a 
rittional and restrained analysis of a most difficult subject. 

Not so gencrous in tone and perhaps inflammatory is a book by 
Samuel Roth, a Jewish writer, catitled Jews Must Live The author con- 
siders 2 variety of aspects of the Jewish Problem, reviewing the Jewish 
role in society and how it has impacted upon such realms as the theater, 
publishing, and even prostitution Gvhich has always, by the way, been 
dominated by Jews on an international level). He also explores Jewislt- 
Gentile relations. Roth addressed the theme of Jewish notions of “cho- 
senness” and “superiority” which had been consistently instilled into 
the thinking of the Jewish people throughout history, 


Beginning with the Lord God of Israel Himself, it was the 
successive leaders of Israel who one by one foregathered and 
Builed the tragic career of the Jews—tragic to the Jews and ne 
less tragic to the neighboring nations who have suffered them. 

Bul we must have been a pretty horrible people to start 
with Our major vice of old, as of today, is parasitism. 

We are a people of vultures, living on the labor and good 
niture of the rest of the world. But, despite our faults, we would 
never have done so much damage to the world if it bad not 
been for our genius for evil leadership. 

Granted our pirasitism, But Parasitism is a virtue as well as 
an evil Certain germ-parasites are essential to the steady Mow 
of blood through the arteries of an organic body Certain social 
parasites, by the same dispensation, are important Lo the fune- 
tioning of the blood of the body politic 

The shame of Isract comes not of our being the bankers 
and old clothesmen of the world. It comes, rather, of the st 
pendous hypocrisy and cruelty imposed upon us by our fatal 
leadership, and by us, an the rest of the world. 

While this book is undoubtedly anti-Jewish, in the classic sense, it is 
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still nonetheless one of the premier works on the topic. 

Incidentally, for a forthright appraisal of the significant Jewish role in 
the prostitution industry, se¢ the 1983 book Prostitution and Prejudice: 
The Jewish Fight Against White Slavery: 1870-1939, by Edward J. 
Bristow. Published by the prominent Jewislroriented Schocken Books, 
the volume is a forthright overview of the Jewish role in the scourge of 
white slavery, very much akin to the devastating Gvo-volume work, The 
Secret Relationship Between Ble Blacks and Jews, published by the Black 
nationalist Navion of Islam of Minister Louis Farrakhan whose researchers 
demonstrited, beyond any question, that Jews predominated as both 
shive traders and slave boklers ducing the period of Blick slavery in 
America—a point that hysterical Jewish critics insist is a lie but which is 
thoroughly documented (rom Jewish sources) by the Nation of fstam. 

The book, Waters Mowing Kastward, by the tate Pacquitta 
DeShishmaraff, Qvriting as“L. Fry), an American woman ouirried into the 
Russian aristocracy, is the most reliable book, bar none, exploring the 
history of the ever-infamous and certainly controversial Protocols of the 
Learned Eiders of Zion. 

The author outlines what most assuredly is the actu history of this 
document which is not, as commonly asserted, a fraad, Most ita portant 
ly, in some respects, DeShishmacalf identified the primary author of the 
work ats a Russian Jew, Asher Ginsberg, beer known as “Abad Lavan” 
(which means “One of the People") 

An Orthodox Jew, educated in rabbinical studies, Ginsberg— who 
lived from 1856 to 1926—described the Jews as a “super mation” whose 
“ethnic genius must guarant¢e their right to workd domination.” He said, 
“the Land of Isrvel must encompiss all the countries of the earth in 
order Co improve the world through God's Kingdom 

Waters Flowing Eastward underscores the critical point that 
Zionism is far more than a “nationalisl movement, mither, Zionism. is 
Internationalist to the core and indisputably stands as the framework 
for a worldwide Jewish tinpertum: the New World Order 

From DeShishmaralf we learn thal, in 1889, Ginsberg formulated a 
small group, the Sons of Moses, and it was before this group that 
Ginsberg first introxluced the Protocols. While he niay have indeed bor 
rowed from previously published geopolitical works—lending to the 
oft-stated claim that the Protocols were “forgeries” that were lifted [rom 
other volumes—what we do know as the Protecols were Ginsberg’s 
product, reflecting a global Jewish Agenda. 

During the years that followed, Hebrew-language teanshations of the 
Protocols were circulated within the Zionist movement by Ginsberg 
and his followers, now banded together as the Sons of Zion Cor “I nai 
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Zion”). And in 1897, when the Zionist Congress met in Switzerland and 
Zionism emerged as an official movement, the Protocols were eflective- 
ly incorporated into the Zionist (that is, Jewish) agenda. 

While the non-lewish world perceived Zionism to be strictly devut- 
ed to the establishment of a Jewish state, Ginsberg's so-called “seeret 
Zionism” was very much recognized, within elite Jewish circles, as the 
real agenda, an international agendit, in effect masked in a strictly mation- 
alist agenda focused on a single Jewish state in Palestine. 

In the view of one eminent Jewish writer, Moshe Menulbin, 
Ginsberg’s Zionist philosophy was “a spiritual Zionism—an aspiration 
for the fulfillment of Judaism and not political Zionism” —political 
Zionism being defined as the gathering of the entirety of the Jewish peo- 
ple in a single state, isokuted from the crest of the planet, thriving onty 
among their own people therein 

Ginsberg took issue with the view of preeminent Zionist leader, 
Theodore Herzl, who saul that Zionism was ccononiec in nature and 
should be directed toward the establishment of a political sue with 
specific geographic boundaries 

According to Menuhin, Ginsberg regarded the Jews as "a unique sort 
of nation, a homogeneous body apart from the other nations” and that 
“a Jewish spiritual centee in Palestine” would become “a light to the 
Diaspora” (the scattered Jews around the carth) and eventually enable 
the Jewish people to become “a light to the nations” 

This so-called “spiritual Zionism” of Ginsberg was thus synonymous 
with classical, prophetic Judaism. no different from the teachings of the 
Talmud that guided Judaism down through the centuries. 

fhus, the commonty-held theory advanced by many that 
“Atonism ts not Judaism and Judaism is not Zionism” is wrone—sine 
ply tcvong. Ztonism, in short, is but one political extension of jiidaism 

The book Weters Flowing Easteeard puts all of this in perspective 
and thus makes it ultimately clear Unilin a certain scase, Asher Ginsberg 
cin be called “the father of the New Work! Order” as he was, indu 
hitably, its foremost philosopher in modern times 

For a religious approach to Jewish power (from the Roman Catholic

This masterwork af interpretative history begins with a 
bold declaration: The Modern Age is the Jewish Ape—and we 
are all, to varying degrees, Jews. The assertion is, of course, 
metiphorical But it underscores Yuri Slezkine’s provocative 
thesis. Not only have Jews adapted better than many other 
groups lo living in the modern world, they have become the 
premiere symbol and standard of modern life everywhere. 


However, perhaps the most important study of communism as a 
Jewish phenomenon is by no less than the great Russian dissident 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, His bwa-volume work, collectively uthedl, Pico 
Hundred Years Together, was comprised of two separate hooks 
Russian jewish History: £795- 1916 and Te fews in the Soviet Paton 

While the volumes have only been ‘published in Russian, | am

Bolsheviks were annihilated under the leadership of Stalin—the

Nearly all Jewish leaders were purged, and the chances ol 
the remaining ones lo regain power were reduced to a mine 
nium. The last years of Statin’s life were dedicated to the uproot- 
ing of Zionism and the liquidation of the organizations assact- 
ated with it. 


Dr. Platonov added these highly relevant details: 


After Stalin's death, everything changed abruptly. The state 
wis taken over by people bent on the restoration of Jewish 
Bolshevism ,. The renaissance of Zionism continued during the 
entire government of N.S. Kheuschev. The situation somewhat 
improved winder Brezliney, who secretly limited the number of 
Jews in government positions. As a matter of fact, (hese meas-

Anastasia, the semi-fictionalized story of a realtife young lady who 
chimed to be the Russian princess who purportedly survived the 
Holshevik massacre of the Russian royal family, and Nicholas ariel 
Alexandra, the lavish tale of the last days of the House of Romanov 

And I dare say, most Americans who do have the simpfest knowk 
edge of Russit prior to Bolshevism have certainly gleaned what they do 
know—or think they know —from thase same Hollywood productions. 

So, aS a Consequence of my own research and reading over the 
years—stemming primarily from a study of the Bolshevik Revolution 
and ifs Consequences—I] was fir better informed about Russian history 
than, as I've sail, the vast majority of the American people, even includ:

ft should be noted that the aforementioned audhor, Lenni renner, ts 
an outspoken anti-Zionist Jew, bue that does not detract [rom the care- 
fully documented information that happens to appear in bis particular 
volume mentioned above.

On the list above, the book The Fatal Emibrace is especially insteuc- 
live. The “fatal embrace” to which Ginsberg celers relating to Jewish 
power in the United States is the considerably evident cole that the Jews 
Inve played in attaching themselves—cmbracing—the centers of power 
in America through which they have advanced their own power and 
advanced the powers of the elites to which they have attached them- 
selves, According to Ginsberg: 


Jews frequently sought the protection of the state. For their

Much followed from the cektionship between Jews ind 
stiles, iid, as ain outgeowth, some of the most inporuuit states 
in the modern world were built or strengthened. 

As a result of uhis relationship, moreover, Jews sometimes 
achieved great power. Their relationship with the state, howey- 
er, also exposed Jews to new hatred and unttgonisms, 

For the Jews, under some circumstances, the embrace of 
the state proved to be fital. 

These considerations are not simply of historical interest. 
They are also central to understanding the past—and potential 
furure—of Jews in America. 


Ginsberg makes it ultimately clear that Jewish power in America has 
been significant and he dares to point out that Jewish names have been 
connected to quite an array of corrupt activities, particularly in the 
cealm of finance. He also adds this rather amazing assertion: 
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Though Jews have learned to look, tuk and dress like other 
Americans, they are not fully assimilated either in their own 
minds of in the eyes of their neighbors. , 

To make matters worse, Jews often, secretly or not se 
secretly, conceive themselves to be morally and intellectually 
superior to their neighbors. ...

Dr, Norman Cantor's The Sacred Chain, mentioned in the list above

itself, Cantor writes:

OF the reality of modern Jewish power—as we pointed out earlier, 
but which is worth mentioning again—Cantor memorably conchuled:

lessness that astounds an American or a Canadian, 1 has ne pol 
lution controls on its automobile emissions and spews niuw 
sewige into the Mediterranean, fouling its own beaches, 

The worst thing about Israel in the 1980s and carly 1990s 
was that it lowed itself to become thoroughly dependent on 
American government aid for both military and civilian pur: 
poses. ..- 

When it is factored in that Jewish charitable sources abroad 
provide annually a similar sum, tsracl has to be recognized as a 
severely debtor nation, a colonial country, unable to provide lor 
itsell, greedily and recklessly used to living off ather peoples’ 
money 

{Isracl} has become intoxicated, not like many of their dis- 
tressedl forefathers with mystical religion, but with nilitary 
giamour and triumphalist images, a dangerous and sel-destruc- 
live oindset in a sober and competitive world at the end of the 
20th Century. 


On the general subject of anti-Semitism and discussions thereof, De. 
Abert Lindemann, a respected scholar of the topic of anti-Semitism, 
writes in his book Esau's Tears: Modern Anti Ssemilisn and the Rise of 
the Jews (Cambridge University Press, 2000) with notable candor regard- 
ing (his phenamenon, noting: 


The tendency to dismiss anti-Semitism as a bizarre halluci- 
nation, a fantasy of diseased minds, is undoubtedly justified in 
some instances but has also often heen overdone and has thus 
hindered understanding, for Jews have been disliked for many 
reasons by a very wide variety of normal people, many of 
whom were neither emotionally unstable nor intellectually 
unsophisticated, and a few of whom were .., of great ability 
(Wagner, Barres, or TS. Phot, for example). 

It is far too easy, indeed, (oo reassuring, to describe aati- 
Semites as mentally deranged or morally Uawed in all regards

Not all hostility to Jews, individually or collectively, las 
been based on fantastic or chimerical visions of them, or on 
projections unrelated to any palpable reality,

And Lindemann also points out that the historical record did show 
that Jews did phty important parts in major historical events that created 
perceptions that laid the groundwork for anti-Semitic auitudes, acknowl 
cdging that “contrary to facile assertion, clandestine Jewish involvement, 
or actions by Jewish power brokers. did exist in these various events, but 
he carefully noted, though, that the Jewish intrigues in question were 
“often part of Jewish selfetense, of ‘fighting back” and suggested that 
they were “hardly in the far-reaching ways believed by the anti-Semites 
of the div” So even while Lindemann seems to be playing the middle 
ground, he has actually admitted that there were high-level intrigues 
traceable to powerful Jewish clemeats of precisely the sort being alleged 
a the time —nanipulating events, orchestrating wars and revolutions — 
and that those intrigues were traceable directly to Jewish self interest. in 
this case, according to Lindemann, that of “self-defense” 

For an interesting perspective on Jewish power in Hollywood and 
public perceptions thereof and how that power affected both anti- 
semitism and political alfirs in America, there is no better a work than 
Mephen Alan Care's book Hollywood aad Anti-Senstison A Cultural 


controversial subject in an intelligent, academic fashion. 

Phere ire other books by Jewish writers about Jewish history that 
irise from the mainstream press and they deserve mention here. The 
first is Roberta Struuiss Feuerlicht’s The Hate of the Jews: A People torn 
Between lsyaclt Power and Jewish Ethics (Vimes Books, 1983) which is 
a passionate and quite critical examination of Jewish attitudes toward 
honJews, both in current times and throughout history, and focuses on 
the American Jewish approach toward tsrael, which excuses many of 
thal country’s misdeeds simply because Isracl is a Jewish state This 
book angered many Jews precisely because of its utter candor.

My friend told Carto—as he had told me—that during one of his 
carliest weeks of employment at the Philadelphia law firm, he and alot 
the firm's attorneys had been called to a conference by the firm’s sen- 
ior partners. At that meeting, the atlorneys were introduced lo wt repre: 
sentative from the Anti-Defamation League (ADL) of B'nai Brith. one of 
the most powerful clements of the Jewish lobby on American soil 

This ADL representative told the gathered lawyers there was a grow- 
ing antiSemitic movement in America and at the pinnacle of this rabid 
force was a shadowy figure who, Ubey said, commanded vast resources, 
heading a powerful, wide-ranging publishing empire with international 
connections, This modern«lay devil incarnate was named “Willis Carto” 

AL the ime the young man was quite taken aback since he knew 
that his friend. yours truly. was employed by the Evil One, but he wits 
not about to mention that, for obyious reasons 

The ADL man told the attorneys the ADL needed their support to 
fight Carto and that the ADL would be more chan pleased to accept their 
donations. After all. if they didn't contribute to the ADL, wouldn't they 
effectively be endorsing Carto? That was the implicit message. 

And so it was that the attorneys on hand—young and old alike— 
were shaken dawn—mob-style—aind forced to donitte their money to 
the ADL to help fight Willis Carta 

Carto listened intently as he was told this story And when my friend 
linished, Carto—ever the businessman—remarked wryly, leaning back 
in his chair.“ You know, my name has probably been used by those sons 
of bitches to raise more money for the ADL than [ye ever raised for 
Liberty Lobby in my entire life” 

What happened at that Philadelphia lu firm was being replicated 
in faw firms all over Philadelphia and in every law firm in every major 
city in America—anywhere and everywhere the ADL could deploy its 
vast realm of operatives. 
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In this case, the ADL Intl clearly targeted Carto as their foremost tee 
gel, as he had been for along time. And things have not really changed, 
for Carto’s work, stinding in the way of Zioni: power and imperial- 
ism—the ontlign agenda of the international Jewish financial elite —con- 
tinues to be a thorn in their side 

Hat that story—as interesting and telling though it may be—actiual- 
ly pales in Comparison to another, one far more chilling ... 

In 1990, Liberty Lobby's chief diplomatic correspondent, the inim- 
table Andrew St. George (quite a character who has been mentioned 
multiple times in these pages in a number of contexts). was advised that 
there had been a top-level meeting in New York among some top finan: 
cial patrons and organizational leaders of the global Zionist mavement. 

The meetings was held at the New York apartment of Edgar 
Brontinan, head of the World Jewish Congress. The meeting was devot- 
ed to planning for an energetic assault on the purported “rise of sinti- 
Semutism in Americ” In attendance with Bronfman were sach Jewish 
money kings as Michiel Milken and Ivan Boesky as well as Wall Street 
financier Gund kuter US Ambassador to France) Pelix Rohatyn, and 
Jacques Torezyner (then president of the Zionist Organization of 
America), among others 

Andrew's source told him that during that meeting, the aforemen- 
vioned Torezyner said, in words to these effect “Its lime that we put a 
Mop to Willis Carto and Liberty Lobby.

In any event, SM. George took the stary to Carto and Mark Lane, 
Liberty Lobby’s audacious and no-nonsense anti-Zionist lewish attorney, 
who then wrote a letter to Torezyner essentially saving “We know what 
vou said and we take vour threats seriously.

According to Horowitz, Jews have a long Cand ugly) record of cam- 
paring their arcleenemy Thiman to fesus Christ, hardly grounds for pro- 
moting” interfaith discourse” or the concept of “Judco-Christianity, bwo 
trumpet calls which Gvhen coming from Jewish sources) mean Christians 
must amend their teachings to accord with what Jews want Christians to 
believe. Horowitz notes that comparisons of Haman to Christ are still 
prevalent in Jewish religious rites today (a point little-known to Christians) 

In fact, Horowitz points out, deeply religious Jews have a ceeord in 
moxlernaday Isracl of acts of violence against non-lews, but also acts of van- 
dalism against Christian crosses, Horowitz focuses on how historians and 
theologians have deliberately distorted these uncomfortable truths about 
Jewish teachings and the dangerous impact such teachings have had: that 
is, the instigation of violence by Jews against Christians. 
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And note, too, that the comparison of Christ to Haman is very political 
by its very nature. In fact, as anyone familiar with common-phice Jewish 
political chetoric is aware, Jews have often compared their peeceived ene- 
mies—such as Adolf Hitler, Saddam Hussein, Mahmoud Ahmadinejad, and 
even Barack Obama—to Haman, 

An entire chapter in Horowitz's book demonstrates the disturbing —

The danger is that these “ethnic mtimidation” Kiws cun be con- 
strucd—or expanded upon—to bring criminal sanctions against people 
on the basis, for example, that they have “intimidated” someone who 
happens to be Jewish by saying. “1 don't belteve Six Million Jews were 
murdered by Hitler” 

To the best of my knowledge, it hasn't happened yet But it could. 
Amt it probably will And, as [ said, if the Jews have their way, such laws 
will ultimately be bent and manipulated to incorporite “Holocaust 
denial’ as a form of ethnic intimidation 

So we are on a yery slippery slope and because of that, it is impor: 
tant to understand “the Holocaust’ and how it is manipulated by the 
Jews in their drive for a New World Order, In fact, the Holocaust is 4 crit- 
ical tool being used to advance their global Hluminist agenda and right 
now we need to be prepared to confront the fews armed with the teuth 
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My own personal experience with having been accused of 
“Holocaust denial” is quite instructive in examining this controversy 
and says much about the tactics of those who use “the Holocaust” tor 
advancing their political agenda and is well worth reviewing here is we 
begin the process of dissecting the relevant writings about the 
Holocaust that give us @ better perspective on whit did—and didn't—- 
happen to the fumous “Six Million fews” of World War Il legend. 

In that regard, let us note that the question of "Who Killed John F 
Kennedy?” has been written about almost as much as “the Holocaust.” 
Thus, it was perhaps inevitable that these two unrelated controversies 
would, onee and for all. finally become intertwined. Quite unwittingly | 
played a part in that bizarre phenomenon. 

In the summer of 1997 1 was invited Lo speak about my book, Maal 
Jtdgment: The Missing Link in the JUK Assassination Conspiracy, ala 
college seminar in Orange County, California. The Chests of the book— 
as l expect you know by now—is that Israel's intelligence agency, the 
Mossad, played a frontline role alongside the CLA and the Jewish Crime 
syndicate in the assassination of President Kennedy. 

Almost instantancously, the sponsor of the seminar and | were bit 
by a national media barrage instigated by the Anti-Defamation League 
(ADL) of B'nai B'rith. The ADL told the press (which obligingly reported 
the allegation) that | was "a Holocaust denier" and, for duit reason alone, 
I should be denied the opportunity to discuss my book, 

In reality, vy book bad nothing whatsoecer to do with the 
Holocaust. but apparently the ADL. had determined that the best way to 
discredit me in the eyes of the public and the acadenne community was 
to level the ullimate smear—that (God forbid) [denied the Holocaust” 

Determined to shift the focus from what my book really does 
address—the enormity of evidence Irom many sources pointing, toward 
the role of Isracl’s Mossad in the JFK conspiricy—-the ADL dec ‘ded that 
making allegations about my purported views on the Holocaust was the 
best waty to jar the public and set off a firestorm of opposition—a“holo- 
caus, so lo speak—to prevent me from being heard. 

Perhaps | shouldn't have been surprised, After all, Israch historian 
Yehuda Bauer told the Associated Press (as reported in Fhe (Porthind) 
Oregonian on December 21, 1988) that,“Every politician texlty is using 
the Holocaust to back his political agenda” 

In fact, there is no question dhit “the Holocausc’ has become a pow: 
erful political too! for Isriel in the glebal arena. On April 24, 1998, speak- 
ing ata memorial ceremony wt Auschwitz, Iscacli Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyabu made it clear that he would never let the United 
Stutes—or the workl—forget about “the Holocaust” 
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He also made it clear that yes, even the United States— which inter- 
vencd in the European war to stop Hither —was also responsible for“ the 
Holocaust” According to the tsracl prime minister,“All that was needed 
was to bomb the train treeks, The Allies bombed targets nearby, The 
pilots only had to nudge their cross hairs. You think they didn't know? 
They knew They didn't bomb because at that time, the Jews didn't have 
a State, nor the military and political force to protect themselves” 

In shart.if one believes that the Nazis were indeed engaged ina pro- 
gramt of mass exterminution—mass gassings—at Auschwitz, then the 
Alltes knowingly let Jews dic 

This will come as no small surprise to millions of US. veterans ol 
World War IH who risked dite and fimb to save the Jews of Europe from 
the clutches of Hither This allegation will also prove rather thought pro: 
voking to many more millions of Americans who saw their fathers, 
brothers, husbands and sons killed and butchered in that tragic war 

llowevee. we are now told, because [Hitler killed six million Jews and 
hecause the Allies left them to die, itis the duty of every nonJew living 
on the tice of this planet to pay penance to the state of Isracl—the tiny 
nation that “rose from the ashes of the Holocaust 

Therefore, it was almost inevitable that the issue of the Holocaust” 
would somehow be brought into the debate —or non-debate. as the case 
may be—over the thesis of my book, one which dires to say someting 
less than pleasant about Isract 

So, in the end, thanks to “the Holocaust,” the college seminar on the 
JERK assassination was canceled. But these allegations of “Holocaust 
denial” gave me pituse to think about that subject (auch more than | 
ever had before)—and | suppose | have the ADL to Usank for Unat 

In fact. the first b learned about the ADL’s allegation that | was a 
‘Holocaust denier” was when a breathless young reporter from 7e Los 
Anyeles Times contacted me and began quizzing me on the subject, 

Right up front, | told the reporters" First of all, my book is about the 
JEK assassintion. It has nothing to de with the Holocaust The JFK assas- 
sinatian taok plaice in 1964 The Holocwust ended in 1945. My views on 
whit did or did nat take place during the Holocaust have nothing to do 
with my book on the JFK assassination. It is another subject altogether” 

But the reporter was eclentless. “Well” he asked, “what are your 
views on the Holocaust?” bold him that | had very lite interest in the 
subject but, as a consequence of a seemingly unending stream of 
media reports, new books, television and film dramas, and other media 
“events, it was virtually inipossible for anvone in the modern world nat 
to have heard about the subject But that didnt satisfy the reporter, and 
when all was said and done, he reported in The Los Angeles Times the 
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following. “As for bis views on the Holocaust, Piper said he disputed 
the figure that 6 million Jews died at the hands of the Nazis, alluding to 
claims that the figure is actually much lower and that na Jews were 
killed in gas chambers~ 

First of all, The Los Angeles Times lied. L mude no reference to allega- 
tions that no Jews were killed in gas chambers. In fact. not once dtd the 
phrase “gus chambers” ever pass my lips. 

And I did not say, as the Fes further claimed, that T disputed the 
much-reported figure that’six million Jews’ died at the hands of the Nazis. 
Instead. when asked if | doubted the “Six Million” figure, | told him that 
there were new claims (emanating from Jewish sources) that the figure 
was much higher than the vaunted "Six Million” 

‘As fac as the numbers are concerned, | totd him.“ have heard the 
figure of Six Million all of my life You can’t turn around without reading 
something about it in che press all of the time. However, | added, “in 
recent years, some Jewish historians have chimed that the figure is as 
high as seven million or even cight million. So | don't kaow what the fig- 
ure is” | wasn't there, E told him. it happened—whatever happened—at 
least 15 years before E was born, 1 said. and several thousand miles away 
from the small town in America where 1 was tiiscd! 

| referred the reporter to The Washington Post of November 20, 
1996; the issue of The ferusalenr Post for the week ending November 
23, 1996, and the May 23-Mav 30, 1997 edition of the New York-based 
Jewish Press—ail of which reported that the ligure of the number of 
Jewish victims of the Holocaust had now been inflated ¢by Jewish 
sources) to itt least seven million—maybe more 

But Phe Los Anveles Tanes—doing the bidding of the ADL—did not 
report that since, of course, it didn’t go along with the Jewish propia 
ganda line (hey were attempting lo promote. 

So even though the Ties was obsessed with the Holocaust, they 
never reported what | really had to say on that much-discussed subject 
However, they did gratuitously adel that one Jewish American, Genild 
Posner—who has written a book on the Holocaust (as well as a much- 
promoted book saying there was ro conspiracy behind the JFK assisst 
nation—had said that my JFK conspiracy thesis, implicating Israel's 
Mossad—was “similar to the notion that the Holocaust was a hoax” 
(There's that oldl Holocaust again’) 

But it is quite interesting indecd, inasmuch as—until not long before 
that—the ADL claimed that “Holocaust denial” was “denying that the 
Holocaust ever took place,” the ADL had begun to he careful to say that 
the so-called “denial” movement disputed details about the Holocaust. 
such as, for example, the actual number of Jews who died. Yet, despite 
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wl this—despite the geowing number of press reports about the actual 
numbers of those who did di¢e—the continuing rant about “Holocaust 
denial continucel. 

And while Iwas busy fending off the media’s inquiries about where 
I stool! on the question of the Holocaust—as though E were somchow 
required to take a stind—here's something else [hastened to point out 
My father and his brothers were involved in Holocaust rescue activities 
during World War UL That is, they were members of the US. military. Twa 
Miper boys were in the 1S Army and my fither was a U.S. Marine who 
Siw herce combat in the Pacific They put their lives on the line to fight 
Navi Germany sind Imperial Japan and put an end to what we know now 
as “the Holocaust.” My father contracted malaria and spent months in a 
vetenins hospital recovering. 

In any case, my poor grandmother sent her boys off to the fac ends 
of the carth and spent two years living alone and wondering whether 
they would ever come home alive. bremember being frightened and dis- 
tresseal ats a sowll child when my father once said to me, “Just think 
wbout poor Nina Gny grandmother) and how she bad to sit here in Ubis 
big Ok house alone at nights and worry about her boys.” 

Leun stil recall (even though he was there with me) the terror of 
thinking about my lather being butehercd in the jungles of Asia. | can 
remember seeing a finieus and very horrifying, photograph of a cap 
Gired Austrian pitot about to he decapitated by the Japanese and think- 
ing: “That could have been Dad." So [grew up very conscious of the evils 
of war and its consequences. 

Like many American veterans of World War UH, my Giuher was a devot- 
ed admirer of Franklin Roosevelt, having once stood as a proud Marine 
bn review wilhin spitting distance of FDR and his littl dog Fala. That 
wis probably his most cherished memory. Bur although FDR wrate 
nothing, my widely-read father spent much of his free time studying the 
wartime memoirs of Winston Churchill and the writings of William 
Shirer and al the other “approved” standards on the subject. 

Pecan recall Qvhbile still a schoolboy) my lather showing me the 
worlkd-fonous photo of a frightened liule Jewish boy, his arms raised in 
terror as a Nazi soldier holds him at gunpoint.”This is what those diety 
Nazis did to the Jews.” my father would say repeatedty. 1 must have seen 
that picture wai feast ten limes, accompanied by his commentary. 

However, as [learned vears later, three different Jewish “Holocaust 
survivors” got involved in wn ugly skunk-fight over who was really the 
‘litthe Jewish boy gassed by the Nazis” Whatever the ease, the ever- 
authoritative New York Times (which I've taken to calling “Holocaust 
Uplate") reported on May 28, 1982 that “some individuals, convinece

that the symbolic power of the picture would be diminished were the 
boy shown fo have survived, refuse to consider [those claims] at all” 

In any event, by the time his all-too short life came to an end in 
i990, my father had finaly come to understand the truth about the 
Holocaust. [a my last conversation with my fuher—just several hours 
hetore he diced on July 21, 1990—1 mentioned to him (trying to distract 
both of us from his very reat suffering) that | had just read an article 
from fhe London Daily Telegraph, reprinted in The Washington Ties 
on fuly b? which stated that: 


Poland has cut its estimate of the number of people killed 
by the Nazis in the Auschwitz death camp from 4 million to just 
aver } million ... The new study could rekindle the controver- 
sy over the scale of Hitler's ‘final solution’ .. 

Franciszek Piper. director of the historical commitice of the 
Auschwitz Birkenau Muscum, said’ vesterday that, according to 
recent research, at least 1.3 million people were deported ta 
the camp, of whom about 223,000 survived. 

The 1.1 million victins included 960,000 Jews, between 
TO.CK) and 75,000 Poles, nearly all of the 23,000 Gypsies sent 
tothe camp, and 15,000 Soviet prisoners of war, 

Shmucl Kerakowsky, head of rescarch at Isrtel’s Yad Vashem 
memorial for lewish victins of the Holocaust, said the new 
Polish figures were correct.“ The four million figgure was let slip 
by Capt. Rudolt Hoess, the death camp's Nazi commiinder. Some 
huve hought it, but it was exaggerated —..' 

Plaques commemorating the deaths of four million victims 
were removed from the Auschwitz muscum earlier this month, 


I round Uhis detail intriguing, since, after all, P reealled reading in a 
high school history book that, of the six million Jews who died during 
the Holocwust, fully four million of them had died at Auschwitz alone. 

So, although t have never been much of a mathematician, | was sll 
thle to igure out that i the newly-emerging facts were indeed correct, 
the actual number of Jews who had dicd during the Holocaust had to be 
considerably less than the much-talked-about figure of “Six Million” 

Put simply: if you subtract the former “four million Jews dead at 
Auschwitz” from the popular “Six Million? that leaves (vo million Jews 
dead. And if,as the authorities at Auschavitz are now saying, only 960,000 
died there, that means that 1,040,000 died elsewhere. 

Well, granted, perhaps what | had instead read in my high school 
book was meorrect, Even school textbooks can he in error—truly' 
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But t did a little research and learned (thanks to an ADL special 
report on the subject) that on April (8, 1945 The New York Tintes bad 
reported that four million people died at Auschwitz 

And this “fact” was reported over and over again during the next 50 
years without question—including, it seems, in my own high school his- 
lory book, which obviously was relying on that much-reported “fact” 

However, in commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the libera- 
tion of Auschwitz, both The Washington Post and The New York Times 
itself—reported on fanuary 26, 1995 that the Polish authorities had 
determined that, at most, 1.5 million people (of all races and religions)— 
not “four million” —died at Auschwitz of all causes, including natural 
causes—most notably starvation and disease, a report echoing that ear- 
lier London Sunday Times report of five years earlier 

Even more recently, so esteemed an authority on the Holocaust as 
Walter Reich, former director of the US. Holocaust Memorial Museum 
in Washington from 1995 to 1998, entered what we might call “the num- 
bers debate” 

On September 8, 1O98—right about the time that | was secing yet 
another account in the California media about my being a “Holocaust 
denier’ —The Washington Post published an article by Reich in which 
he addressed the conflict between Jewish groups and a group of Polish 
Catholics who wanted to place crosses in memorial of the Christians 
who diced at Auschwitz. 

Reich was responding to what he deseribed as a “wellmeaning” 
August 41.1998 editorial in the Post about the broutialia. Reich made an 
interesting comment that the editorial “illustrates how old fictions about 
Auschwitz have been accepted as facts—tfictions that have been used 
repeatedly to distort the camp's history” 

(Evidently, the Post's editorial writers had not seen the report on the 
Auschwitz numbers that had been published three years previously and 
chose, instead, to repeat “old fictions ... wecepted as facts.”) 

What were those “old fictions ... accepted as fitcts’? (And hy the 
way, if | had used the term “old fictions” in reference to Auschwitz, the 
ADL would certainly have called me # “Holocaust denier”) tn any case, 
here’s what Reich had to say: 


the Post identitied Auschwilz-Birkinau as the death camp 
‘where three million Jews and millions of others were mur- 
dered by the Nazis. Recent scholarship by a Polish historian has 
puc the number of deaths there conservatively at about 1.t mil- 
lion, with other estimates ranging to about 1.5 million. 
Approximately 90 pereent of the dead were Jews. 


. 
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The Post’s numbers may have been derived tn part from 
the influed estimate—originally of Soviet origin and endorsed 
by Patish authorities after the war—of about four million dead. 
This number, and other numbers of similar magnitude, were 
repeated so often that they came to be accepted by many as 
true, even though historians in Poland and elsewhere have 
revised this number down considerably, 

For same in Poland, the larger numbers were embraced 
because they emphasized Polish suffering in Auschwitz ducing 
the German occupation: The larger the total aumber of victims, 
the larger the number who must have been Catholic Poles 
Scholarship in recent years has put the number of Polish dead 
in Auschwitz at fess than 100,000—niiny fewer din were ori: 
inally said to have died there; but by any standard a tragically 
hirge number, eternally marking Auschwitz as a place of Polish 
national loss. 


Now in light of ail the trouble tht | got into with 7he Los Angeles 
Times over the question of “nuntbers” TF eurt help but find Reich’s reve- 
utions most enlightening. Frankly, | can't find any problem whatsoever 
with Reich's concluding comments about Auschwitz) “Let there be only 
words of accurate history in that kingdom of boundless evil” 

Honest people find no problem with “only words of accunite histo: 
ry” in reportage about Auschwitz—or about any of the other famed con 
centeation camps that are so much a part of Holociust lore, 

One of my beloved Ligh school teachers—the kue Lucy Lehman, 
whose integrity was unquestionable—once told me of the horrors she 
witnessed as a Red Cross volunteer at the Dachau concentration camp 
in Germany at the end of the war, telling me, with great emotions") saw 
what happened. | saw the gas chamber at Dachau where Uhey gassed 
thousands of Jews. There’s no denying the [folocaust” 

This teacher was among those who saw the gas chamber displayed 
to thousands of Americans who passed through the camp at the end of 
the war, Yet, years later 1 learned that on August 19, 1960, historian Dr 
Martin Broszat, writing in Ikimburg’s Dfe Zeff, had already reported: 


Neither in Dachau nor in Bergen-Belsen ner in 
Buchenwald were Jews or other prisoners gassed. The gas 
chamber in Dachau was never entirely finished or put ‘into 
operation’ Hundreds of thousands of prisoners who perished 
in Dachau and other concentration camps in the Old Reich 
were Victims, above all, of the catastrophic hygienic and provi- 
sioning conditions ... 
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For his own part, postwar Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal siud in vw 
ictter in Ganuary 24, 1994) in the European edition of Sfars aid Stripes 
that" lt is true that there were no extermination camps on Gerniin soil 

A gas cluumber was in the process of being built at Dachau, but it was 
never completed” 

In 1995 the American Jewish Committee (AJC) reported in The 
Changing Shape of Holocaust Memory that’ there were no killing cen- 
ters per se in Germany —. [i ind) as horrifying 3 us s the © conditions ¥ were ill 
Dachau, its gas chamber was never used . 

So although there was a “pits chanibee” at Dachau—evidently the 
one that mv high school teacher saw—il was never, in fact, used tor the 
purposes that she believed. 

lt was in 1993, when my publisher, Willis Carto, asked me fo travel 
to California to ¢ratt a book—relating to the Holocaust, however indi- 
rectly—that f Tinally had the opportunity to examine, in some detail, the 
extensive writings assembled by those known as “Holocaust denters 

Willis, of course, had been tagged wath that label for years, primer 
ly as a consequence of his singular work in putting together Guid being 
the driving force behind) an independent body of researchers who had 
begun an organized effort to launch at critical inquiry into the subject 

My 1997 book on the subject, Best Wituess:; fhe Mel Mermmetsteti 
Affatr and the Trinmph of tistorical Revistonism, told the story of 
how high-powered Jewish kiwyvers, the Jewish lobby, and the mass media 
joined to support a selfdescribed “lolocaust Survivor’—one Mel 
Mermelstein—in waging 4 rclentless campaign of smearatnd-lear through 
the fegal system to destroy not only Carta, but also his newspaper, fhe 
Spotlight, by which Thad been employed since 1980. 

(In fael, our newspaper had nothing whatsoever to do with the 
Mermeistein cuse. However, because the organized Jewish community 
was so determined to destroy Carto, The Spotlight was also targeted by 
Mermelstein and the powerful forces athed behind tim.) 

So while my book focused primarily on the Mermeistein case, | also 
had occasion to examine the work of the Holocaust Revisionists—Ulie so- 
called "Holocaust deniers” —whose work hid stimulated the campaiga of 
destruction orchestrated by Mermelstein and the Jewish clite 

In Best Witress, t haid waste—or | hope | did—ta the outrageous 
suggestion Colten found in the Jewish-controlled media) that" Holocaust 
deniers claim the concentration camps were a myth” and provided 
readers with a basic summary of the things the Reefsfonists don't deny 
and hare never denied:

arociies, ind general wartime havee—numbered unquestionably in the

° The fact that some atrocities did occur, above and beyond the

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Nane ol this is denied by the so-called “Holocaust deniers.” 

What ts denied is that there was a deliberate Germany policy of SVS 
temmitic extermination of Jews, such policy implemented mainly by ovass 
murder in gas claumbers in extermimuion camps, with the tol numbers 
of dead in the area of six million or even more. The "Holocaust. if

It never happened 

Kis importint to understand, further, that it is me mere "numbers 
Bane” the revisionists were phiying They were not just saving: "Well, it

Now, of course, my book provided a simple overview of all of this 
intensive research by the so-called “Holocaust deniers.” But the fact is 
that there wes a solid history of wide-canging investigation into the

Inthe years following Workd Ware H there had been a variety of writ- 
ings rehuing to the topic—most especially the works of the lite Freneh 
socialist and World War I ainti-Nazi Resistance fighter, Paul Rassinier, who 
had actually been a wartime concentration camp inmate and who dis- 
puted the then-emerging claims about “the Holocaust.” 

Famed American historian Dr. thirey Eimer Barnes arranged for the 
lirsvever Englishdanguage compilkidion of Rassinier’s writings ta be pub- 
lished by Willis Carto in 1964 under the collective tile Debenking the 
Genocide My And it was during this time that Carto began a concert: 
ed effort to bring Holocaust Revisionism to a wider audience, part of 
which included his publication of The Myth of the Six Million Unat was 
the work of American historian David Hoggan who, for obvious reasons. 
preferred lo keep his wuthorship anonyarous 

However, it was not until 1972 that there finally emerued a fest-read- 
ing and comprehensive overview of the topic that finally bought 
Holocaust Revisionism to an even bigger worldwide audience. English 
wulbor Richued Verral, writing under the name “Richard Harwood.

This execilent volume Gvhich is still available from fhe Barnes 
Review) remains—in my estimation—perhaps the best-ever introdue- 
lion to the subject of Holocaust Revisionism fora popular audience. This 
Wits Git first extensive treatment of “the Holocaust” from a Revisionist 
perspective tit Thad occasion to read (back in 1976) and to this day | 
continue to give copies of Did Six Million Really Die? to those who

New York City born and raised, Hutz received a bachelor of science 
and a muster of science degree in the field of electrical engineering from 
the prestigious Massachusetts Institute of Technology, In 1965) he 
received a doctorate in control sciences from the University of 
Minnesott. In 1966 he joined the faculty of the highly-regarded 
Nordiwestern University in Evanston, Illinois, where he today (2009) is 
an assockite professor of electrical engineering and computer sciences. 

Butz’s academic credentials, particularly in light of his published 
work, confounded many otherwise unbiased people who could not 
believe that an obviously intelligent, educated and cational man could 
have researched and written and then publicly affixed his mame to a 
book presenting a thesis so sensational—a Cheary that contradicted 
everything they had been taught us unquestionable facts of history, 

[aving spent several years scrutinizing the broad-ranging subject in 
dciail, Butz clinically and rationally dissected the Holocaust legend. His 
work was a devastiting critique of the gas chamber legend and a land:

And like the aforementioned Juergen Graf, Germar Rudolf was lnin- 
self forced into exile, ficing charges on Holocaust denial, only to find 
himself (seeking freedom in the United States) forcibly returned to 
Germany where he spent some live years in prison for daring to report 
scientific truths contradicting the “official” Holocaust legend, 

And as much as there has been devoted to scrutinizing the subject

And he has paid a mighty price for his efforts, including having spent 
lime in jail in Germany on “Holocaust denial” charges, only later—once 
again—finding himself facing more jail time in Germany following a fla- 
grandy illegal effort by the German government to imprison him for dar- 
ing 10 use the Internet to convey his message, 

And bear in mind that Toben did not commit that “crime” while on 
German soil. Rather, the corrupt, Jewish-controfled German government 
was secking lo set a world-wide precedent making it possible to prose- 
cule people outside Germany for using the Internet to disseminate 
Holocaust Revisionism, which happens to be illegal in Germany. 

Afier the German government literally kidnapped Toben fron 2 
plane sitting on a runway atin sicport in London Qwhilst Toben was trav- 
cling from the United States to the Middic East), hard-driving British

As a consequence, the British government buckled and refused Lo 
honor the i-founded German arrest warrant for Toben and ordered him 
released from the British jail where he was held in expectation of being 
deported to Germany Had it not been for Lady Michele's inestimable 
efforts, it’s likely that Toben might be sitting in a German juil todiy. 

And it should be added that Dr Taben also spent three months in jail 
in Australia for—you guessed it—defying the Holocaust thought police 

All of that having been said, Dr. Toben has authored several impor- 
tint works describing not only his own considerable travails but focus 
ing more broadly on the war against Freedom of thought being carried 
out on a daily worldwide basis by Jewish marauders, particularly in the 
reaim of cracking down on Holocaust truth-seekers.

The bottom tine is that no sane or decent person—ne matier how 
horriticd by the purported events known as “the Holocaust” —shoukl 
ever icnd their support to the efforts by the Jews to silence dissent in 
the mune of fighting “Holocaust denial, 

And thit may well be the most important message Uat anvone —and 
[mean anyone, including the Jews—should take «way fron ny writings 
in these pages and, in particular, from the writings of Dr Toben. 

Yet, unfortunately, there are many people—even including those 
who call themselves human rights” adyvocates—who sare willing to tura 
wwity jind refuse ta challenge the Jews on the ovatter of their efforts to 
prison so-called “Holocaust deniers” 

Today there are too many seléstyled “patriots” in America who are all 
loorendy to aiceept the lies tokl by the muss media about “the 
Holocaust” even as they are first to cise up and procliim the media to be 
unreliable fiars about other outtters such as 9-11, the Oklahoma City 
bombing, the JFK assassinition—the list goes on and on. Iut they do 
aecept the Holocaust legends and iis no smill pact thanks to the work 
of such Internet bomb-throwers as Alex Jones and these of his ik whe 
continue to rant bout Hitler and perpetuate the Holocaust lies. 

But in the end, even if people accept the idea that Six Million Did 
Die—which we, of course, Know to he a lic—the fret of the matter is 
that there are growing numbers of dissidents (many of them of Jewish 
and even Iseach) who are starting to rise up and question and challenge 
the use of “the Holociust” as an effective tool by the organized Jewish 
community in genes and of the state of Israel in particular. Several of 
those dissident voices are worth reviewing here. 

Those people—" patriots” and otherwise—who want to believe in

Reflections on the Exploitation of Jewish 
Sufferiig, (Versa Books, 2000) by Norman Finkelstein asserts that by 
exploiting the Holocaust, Israel—*one of the world’s most formidabte 
military powers, with it horrendous hunian rights record, has cast itself 
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us a victim’ state” and that American Jews— "the most successful ethnic 
group in the United States"—have “likewise wequired vietim: status. 
Finkelstein says exploitation of the Holocaust has become a powerful 
political tool in the world today and that it ts no less than “the exploita- 
tion of Jewish suffering 

A longtime professor at Hunter College in New York, and the son ot 
Jewish parents who were interned at the Auschwitz and Majdenck 
camps in Poland—and whose entice family Gwith the exception of his 
parents) were, in his words “exterminated by the Nazis’ —Finkelstein 
cin hardly be called a> Holocaust denier.” 

In his book, Finkelstein draws a distinction between what he calls 
“the Nazi holocaust” which le savs refers to actual historical events and 
“The Holocaust’ which he says “is an ideological representution” chat, 
“like most ideologies .. bears a connection, if tenuous, with reality” He 
sivs Unit “shelves upon shelves of schlock” relating to “The Holocaust’ 
line libraries ancl bookstores and that “most of the output is worthless, a 
triluite nol to Jewish sullering but to Jewish aggeandizement.” 

Noting the growth of what he rightly calls the Holocaust industry, 
Finkelstein comments that “as the rendering of The Holocaust assumed 
ever more absurd forms ,.. the tiles of “Holocaust survivors’ —all con. 
centration camp inoiutes, all heroes of the resistance—were a special 
source of wry amusement [to his parents)” adding that “John Stuart Mill 
recognized that truths not subject to continual challenge eventually 
‘cease to have the efect of teuth by being exageerated into falsehood! ” 

Finkelstein says that’ The Holocaust” has become a lucrative, sell- 
serving industry all iis own and that it not only does disservice to the 
memory of those who suffered during World Wac I but that it deliber- 
sttcly distorts history and threatens to set the stage for a political and 
sochil backlash against those profiting from its promouon 

Noting that “my parents often wondered why | would grow so 
indignant at the flsdication and exploitation of the Nazi genocide, 
Finkelstein comments that “the most obvious answer is drat it has been 
uscd to justify criminal policies of the tsraeli stute and U.S. support for 
these policies.” He aces, however, that there is a personal motive: he 
cares about the memory of his own funily’s suffering 

However, Finkelstein says. “the current campaign of the Holocaust 
indusiry to extort moncy from Europe in the name of ‘needy Holocaust 
victims’ has shrunk the mort stature of their martyrdem to that of a 
Monte Carlo casino” 

Finkelstein rejects the theme that Jewish sultcring has been unique 
and that to make out nioral distinctions between “our” C.c. Jewish) suf 
fering and “theirs” is what he calls “a moral travesty”

Finkelstein points out that until Curly recently. the subject af the 
Holocaust “barely figured in American life” and that not only Americans 
in general but also American Jews, inchiding Jewish intellectuals, pat Lit- 
tle attention to the subject. Finkelstein cites the June 1967 Arab-lseaeli 
war as the turning point that brought the Holocaust its status as a “fix- 
ture” in American Jewish life 

However, notes Finkelstein, “the Holocaust industry did not move 
center stage” until alice it hecume apparent that Israel was facing set- 
backs following the October 1974 war. Thus.“lo increase Iscucl's nego- 
tiating leverage, the Holocaust industry increased production quotits, 
comments Finkelstein, So it was, he concludes, that “The Holocaust 
became “anothee invaluable chip in a high-stakes power game” 

Noting that American Jews live risen to unpiuritlicled success, sine 
are anything but the victinis they now proclaim themselves, Finkelstein 
charges that Jewish groups such as the Anti-Defamation League have 
“contrived hysteria” over so-called “anteSemitism,” and that invoking 
“The Holocuist” is often “a ploy to detegitimize all criticism of lews.” 

Finkelstein has a fascinating chapter entitled “Hoaxers, Huckstcrs 
and History” in which he dissects such notorious Holocaust hoaxes as 
Jerzy Kosinski's purportedly biographical The Painted Hird which was 
translated into numerous binguages and required reading in high 
schoals ind colleges, and fragments, a more recent Gand widely dialed) 
concoction by scléstvled “Holocaust survivor” Binjamin Wilkomieski 
who, it turns out, is not even Jewish and was never in any concentration 
camp whatsoever. His book, too, was a fraud. 

Of Fragments, Finkelstein comments Unit this “hoax cut out of 
whole cloth... is nevertheless the archetypal Holocaust memoir. It is set 
first in the concentration camps, where every guard is a crazed, sadistic 
monster joyfully cracking the skulls of Jewish newhorns.” 

However, Finkelstein cites Auschwitz survivor Dr Ella Lingens- 
Reiner who has said that “there were few sadists—not more than five or 
ten percent” among the guards, cte. Yet. as Finkelstein notes, “ubiquitous 
German sadism figures prominently in Holocaust literature ~ 

Amazingly, however, as Finkelstein and others have noted. even the 
revelition that Wilkomirski was a liar has still not ckhumpened the enthu 
siasm of the Holocaust industry for Wilkomirski's book Finkelstein cites 
Israel Gutman, a director of Yad Vashem, who says that Wilkomieski's 
“pain is authentic, even if the book isn't 

Finkelstein contends that “were it not for the likes of [Deborah] 
Lipstadt,” author of the widely-touted Denying the Holocaust most peo: 
ple would probably have never heard of the work of the Holocaust 
Revisionists, Summarizing Lipstadt’s outpourings, Finkelstein writes 
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‘To question a survivor's testimony, to denounce the role of 
Jewish collaborators, to suggest that Germans suffered during 
the bombing of Dresden or that any siue except Germany con 
mitted crimes in Workd War 1l—this is all evidence, according Lo 
Lipstadt, of Holocaust denial. 


Finkelstein, though, does find value in the work of Holocaust 
Revisionists, noting that even Holocaust historian Raul Milberg has satel, 
“if these people want to speak, let them, It only leads those of us who 
do research to re-examine what we might have considered as obvious 
And that’s useful for us.” Finkelstein also dares to say that*Not all revi- 
sionist literature—however scurrilous the polities or motivations of its 
practiioners—is touuly uscless” 

Delying Deborah Lipstadt and others in the Holocaust: iacustey. 
Finkelstein notes that “Because survivors arc now revered as secular 
saints, one doesnt dire question them. Preposterous statements pass 
without comment,” He also points out Uhat in recent years the term 
“Holocaust survivor” has now even been “redefined to designate not 
only those who endured but also those who managed to evade the 
Nazis" —even including more than 100,000 Polish Jews who found 
refuge in the Soviet Union during the war. 

He also charges that the number of living Holocaust survivors has 
been subject to “inflationary revision” becuse “it is dificult to press 
massive new chims for reparations if only a handful of Holocaust sur 
vivors are alive.” Citing differing claims about the number of Holocaust 
era slave laborers eligible for reparations, Finkelstein said that, Tn fitet, to 
believe the Holocaust inchustry, more Formee Jewish slave laborers are 
alive today than a half century ago.” According Lo Finkelstein: 


In juggling these numbers the Holocaust industry, however 
wiintentionally, whitewashes Nazism, Raul Hilberg, dre leading 
authority on the Nazi holocaust, puts the figure for Jews mur- 
dered at §.1 million. Yet, if 135,000 former Jewish shave laborers 
are alive today, same 600,000 must hive survived the war. 

That's at Jeast a half-million more than stiundard estimates. 
One would then have to deduce this lalfsnillion from the 3.1 
million figure of those killed. 

Nor only does the “6 million” figure become more unten- 
able but the numbers of the Holocaust industry are rapidly 
approaching those of the Holocaust deniers 

Consider that Nazi Jeader Heinrich Himmler put the total 
camp population in January 1945 ata lithe more 700,000 and 
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that, according to [author Saul) Friedlander, about one-third this 
number was killed off by May 

Yet if Jews constituted only 20 percent of the surviving 
cimp pepulation and. as the Holocaust industry implies. 
600,000 Jewish inmates survived the war, then fully 4 million 
inmates in total must have survived By the Holocaust industry s 
reckoning, concentration camp conditions couldn't have been 
harsh at all. in fact, one must suppose a remarkably high fertili- 
ty rate and remarkably tow mortality rate 

The standard cham is that the Final Solution was a wunicue- 
ly efficient, assemblyine inchustcial extermination. But if. as the 
Holocaust industry suggests, oiny dundreds of thoustads of 
Jews survived, the Final Solution couldi’t have been so efficient 
alter all. ft mest have been a haphazard affaie—exactlhy what 
Holocaust deniers argue 


The ouatter of reparations has become the subject of much abuse 
ant manipulauon by those profiting from the Holocaust industry which 
Finkelstein says “has become an outright extortion racket, with major 
players in the reparations subdivision of the industry making vast sums 
of money. And not just American fews are in the game, he notes 

For example, Finkelstein cites former Sen Al D Amato (RN Y)> whe 
made $103.000 for six months of work mediating Holocaust Lawsuits 
against German and Austrian banks, Former Secretary of Saute Lawrence 
Bagleburger carned an annual salary of $300,000 as chair of the 
International Commission on Holociust-Era lasucance Claims 

In the same realm, Rabbi Marvin Hier, “dean” of the Simen 
Wiesenthal Center in Los Angeles, has his wile and son on the center's 
payroll, Together they took hame $520,000 in 1995, One lawyer 
involved in a Holocaustera reparations case demanded $2,400 from one 
client for reading the book Nazi Gold as part of his research 

On the other hand, Finkelstein notes, his own mother reccived 
$4,500 in Holocaust ent compensation 

Kinkelstein examined the much-balivhooed campaign against the 
Swiss banks ind the Swiss government by billionaire Edgar Bronfman 
and the World Jewish Congress (WIC) and aided by what Finkelstein 
calls “an infinitely comphant and credulous press ready to give banner 
headlines to any Holocaust-related story, however preposterous” 

Although—under pressurc—Swiss banks agreed to pay $1.25 bil- 
tion, the grind total of reparations and compensation paid out by vari- 
ous entities and now under the control of the WIC is roughly $7 billion. 
But the money is not going to Holocaust survivors. 
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The fact is that powerful Jewish organizations geabbed up the loot. 
By the time the money is finally divided up, most of the “needy 
Holocaust survivors” will probably be dead. 

Gizella Weisshau, the first person to file suit against the Swiss banks 
for Hotocaust compensation, endorsed Finkelstemn’s book, saving: 


The truth ... must be told. Holocaust survivors, many living 
in poverty, have heen cheated by major Jewish organizations. 
Documentation relating to this scandal is being ignored. 
Norman Finkelstein finally breaks the silence. I urge everyone 
to read this book to learn the cea) story of our suffering 


Finkelstein also analyzes the facts about the Swiss bank role in the 
handling the accounts of European Jews and concludes that the full 
story was never told: The Swiss were no more culpable ban either 
American—or Isracli—banks in handling those accounts, [n fact, many 
European Jews opened up bank aecounts in Palestine and purchased 
land there prior to World War Hand even Isracli banks resisted pressure 
lo trace the rightful owners of those accounts and the land in question. 

Finkelstein’s closing words are quite an ominous warning for those 
who have been exploiting “The Holocaust” He writes: 


The abnormullity of the Nazi bolocaust springs not from the 
event itself but from the exploitive industry that has grown up 
around it. The Holocaust industry has always been bankrupt. 
What reniains is to openty dechire it so. The time is long past ta 
put it aut OF business, 


The fact is that most Americans (actually most people worklwile) 
ure as even Jesse hickson once described himself “sick and tired of hear- 
ing about the Holocaust,” and some honest Jewish intellectuals (such as 
Finkelstein) recognize Unis. Americans are saving “Enough already” 

University of Chicago Professor Peter Novick's The Hofocaust ft 
American Life Coughton, Mifflin, 1999) should likewise not be 
ignored. Novick’s book is full of many surprises and opens up new vis- 
tas in understanding the Holocaust and how it is used as a political and 
social engineering Mechanism in America today. 

Although its not something Jewish leaders would readily admit to 
the public, Novick’s book reveals that within the Jewish teadership—in 
the American Jewish community in particular—there is a recognition 
there is a growing popular boredom with—and, if truth be told, an

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According to Novick, many Jewish leaders are especially worried 
about the growth Gund inercasing political power) of Hispanic, Wack 
and Asian populaions in the United States who have no guilt Gind hele 
concern) about the events of World War Ih Jewish leaders perceive urat 
these groups tend te look askance at cndless Jewish perpetuation of 
Holocaust victimboext and that this nay be a growing danger to Jewish 
interests in Americ and around the world. 

Even Elie Wiesel (perhaps the most widely promoted “Halocuaust 
survivor” in history) says that eventually ouiny people may say, “It's 
cnough ,.. we cannot take it every day? and that Jews themsctves are 
nat equipped to answer What do you answer to tht?” asks Wiesel, 

In short, many people of all races, creeds and colors are tired of 
hears about the Holocwest.” 

While many Jews see a danger in “Holocwust denial’ Novick tikes it 
different view Although Novick firmly believes in the “official history of 
the Holocaust, he believes Jewish organizations devate too much time 
Irving 10 stippress Lhose who dispute the officit line, 

Yet, Novick gives tuct to the so-called “Holocaust deniers” when he 
dissects a chiim by self-styled “Nazi-hunter” Simon Wiesenthal that not 
only did the Nazis kill at feast 6 million Jews, but perhaps some $ mil- 
fion others for a minimum grand total of 1b) million vietums. 

In that regard, Novick reveals something quite interesting, the pub- 
lieation of which Gvwere it sponsored by a “Holocaust denier”) would 
probably be described as “Holocaust denial” 


The tl million figure—or, rather, ibe notion of 4 million 
“other vietims” of Nazism, added to @ million Jews—makes no 
historical sense. Five million ts cither much too low Cor all non- 
Jewish civilians killed by the Third Reich) or much too high (for 
non-Jewish eroups targeted, like lews, tor murder). 

Where did the number come Irom? Although there is no 
detailed paper trail, a's generally agrced that the figure of Vt 
Million originated with Simon Wieseathal, the renowned pur- 
sucr ol Nazi criminals, 

How dik he arrive at this figure? The Isracli historiin 
Yehuda Bauer reports that Wiesenthal acknowledged to him in 
a private conversation that he simply invented 1. 


In short, Wiesenthal was a liar, pure aad simple. the 11 million fig- 
ure is a lic. Wiesenthal, it seems, “invented” it 

So the next time we read or hear of the nowalead Wicsenthal’s cav- 
ings about the Holocaust, we hive, at least, been forewarned 
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The problem—as the so-called “Holocaust deniers” have repeatedly 
noted—is that there are many other fitthe details Gind not-so-tittle 
details) about the Holocaust that simply dont add up. 

Novick also reveals an interesting point Unit adds foundation to 
arguments put fort by so-called “Holocaust deniers” who contend that 
many of the Jews of Eastern Europe said to have been gassed at 
Auschwitz or machine-gunned on the war's Eastern front actually found 
sue haven during the war in the USSR and in Sovietoccupied territory, 

Novick points out that “the largest single addition to the rinks of 
Jewish [displiced persons in the immeditte post-war period) were 
those Polish Jews who had found refuge in the Soviet Union during the 
War, and who, afler a brief stopover in the Jewish grave yard that was 
postwar Poland, usually continued their journey westward” 

Novick thus effectively endorses (at least in part) Revistonist histo: 
rian Dr Walter Sanning who contended in his ground-breaking demo- 
graphic study, fhe Dissolution of Eastern Etvropean fewry (published 
by Willis Carto), that many of the Eastern Burapean Jews said to have 
“lied in the gas chambers at Auschwitz" actually survived the sar, hitv- 
ing been absorbed into the USSR and Sovie-occupicd territorics, 

Novick also tickles one of the most prominent of the sacred cows 
in the Holocaust racket: the US. taxpayverssubsidized U.S. Hotocaust 
Memorial Museum in Washington, D.C. —that “must-see” tourist abattoir 
a fa Madame Tussaud's House of Horrors—viewed by school kids and 
other visitors who are bused there by the tens of thousands cach year. 
In his book Novick reveals a number of historical distortions and out- 
right falschoods pawued off on the lourists by Ue museum, 

Novick admits that “the Holocaust’ has acaually become big busi- 
ness as fur as Jewish community fund-raising is concerned, so much so 
that charities focusing on education, support for Jewish homes for the 
aved—cven fund-raising for Jewish cultural awareness—have suffered in 
the wake of the rise of “the Holocaust” as a profitable gimmick, 

A fascinating overview of how—as Novick put it —“the Holocaust 
has come to loom so large in our culture,” his book is, in many ways, 4 
history of behind-the-scenes intrigues of the American Jewish commu 
nity since 1933, conveying the concept chat the real debate among Jews 
Loday is whether “the Holocaust’ should be perpetually memorialized as 
the defining event in Jewish culture, religion and history. 

Those who relish talking about “the Holocaust” initially celebrated 
the publication of Novick's book—alter all, it is about that favorite opie, 
“the Holocaust"—but most of those enthusiasts will probably never 
read it. For if (hey do, they may uncover some uncomfortable fiets dat 
they really would prefer not be in “approved public discourse” 
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This is somewhat reminiscent, in 2 mirror image sense, of the 
response by those who declaimed loudly against Steven Spielberg's 
Schindler's List. Many people who are tired of the Holocaust boycotted 
the film, saying they had no desire to see depictions of "Jews being 
gassed,” when, in fact, that film is perhaps most notable in that Spietberg 
never ance depicts Jews being gassed. Instead, he featured a dramatic 
scene in which Jewish internces freely and openty discussed among 
themselves one primary reason why the Germans would never exter: 
minate the Jews, concluding essentially that:*They need us for labor.” 

As for the Holocaust survivors—both real and otherwise —they are 
modern-day media icons. Hardly a day goes by without the press featur 
ing the story of some survivor, Today, as Novick points out, those who 
survived the war—particularly those who spent time in the concentra- 
tion camps—hiave been elevated to a special status. 

However, the current view of Holocaust survivors as being virtual 
saints hasn't always been in vogue, particularly within the rinks of the 
Jewish clite. In fact, immediately alter World War Il, survivors of the 
Holocaust were not held in as high esteem (even by the Jewish estab- 
lishment) as they are now. Novick reveals, for example, that: 

* Jewish writer Samuel Lubell, writing in The Saturday Keentig 
Post of October 5, 1946, said that “It was a survival not of the fittest, not 
of the most high-minded or reasonable and certainly not of the meckest, 
but of the toughest” 

* According to one Jewish official, “Olten, it was the ‘ex-ghetto' ele- 
ments rather than the upper class or white collar groups who survived 
... the petty thief or leader of petty thieves who offeced leadership to 
others, or developed techniques of survival” 

* A top leader of the Amesican Jewish Committee wrote that, 
“Those who have survived are not the fittest... but are lirgely the low- 
est Jewish elements, who by cunning and animal instinets have been 
able to escape the terrible fate of the more refined and better clements, 
who succumbed” 

¢ David Sh'altiel, « future Israeli general, commented that "Those 
who survived lived because they were egotistical and looked out, first 
and foremost, lor themscives.” 

* David Ben-Gurion, the founding father of Israel, said that the sur- 
vivors included, “People who would not have survived if they had not 
been what they were—hard, evil and selfish people, and what they 
underwent there served to destroy what good qualities they had left” 

Novick says that these perceptions, however negative, faded with 
time, but che fact is that these were the perceptions at the me—and 
not something that we hear much about today. 
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Although paying the required homage to Holocaust survivors and 
emphasizing that be sees continuing importance in & complete record 
of the tales they have to tell, Novick still treads on dangecous ground 
(and sounds like one of those “Holocaust deniers”) when he raises ques- 
tions about the “memories” of Holocaust survivors. Novick writes: 


In fact, thase memories are aot a very useful historical 
source. Or, rather, some may be, but we don't know which ones. 
A few years ago the director of [the Yad Vashem Holocaust 
archive in Israel] told a reporter that most of the 20,000 Lesti- 
monies it had collectect were vareliable: “Many were never in 
the places where they claim to have witnessed atrocities, while 
others relied on sccondhand information given them by feiends 
or passing strangers- 


Novick points out that Primo Levi—whom Novick refers to ts “one 
of the most renowned of survivor-wilnesses” —has <lescribed this phe- 
nomenon thusly: 


The greater part of the witnesses ... rave ever more blurred 
and stylized memories, often, unbeknownst to them, influenced 
by information gained from later reaclings or the stories of oth- 
ers. ...A memory evoked too often, and expressed in the form 
of a story, tenes to become fixed in a stereotype ... crystallized, 
perfected, adorned, installing itself in the place of the raw mem- 
ory and growing a1 ils expense. 


Novick even takes a poke at much-touted Deborah Lipstac, a top 
Holocaust industry figure, who has herself become almost a Holocaust 
icon as a consequence of the fawning media treatment she receives, 
According to Novick: 


When evidence emerged that one Holocaust memoir, high- 
ly praised for its authenticity, might lave been completely 
invented, Deborah Lipstadt, who used the memoir in hee teach- 
ing of the Holocaust, acknowledged that if this turned out to be 
the case, it ‘might complicate matters somewhat, but insisted 
that it would still be ‘powerful’ as a novel, 


And there's much more about our “memory” regarding the 
Holocaust that is not precisely the truth. For example, Americans have 
been told that World War I was a fight for the survival of the “fudco- 
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Christian tradition.” However, in a ground-breaking historical first, 
Novick reveals that the now popular cateh-phrase referring to “the 
Judeo-Christian tradition” was a product of wartime propaganda con- 
cocted for political purposes with no foundation in historical reality or 
in the annals of cither Jewish or Christian teaching. 

According to Novick, "It was during the [Hider years chat American 
philo-Semites invented the Judeo-Christian tradition to combat innocent, 
or Not sa innocent, language that spoke of a totalitarian assault on 
‘Christian civilization”” In essence, wthough Novick doesn’t say this, the 
term was ginned up for the very purpose of disposing of the concept that 
there was any such thing as “Christian civilization’ in the first plaice 

Even during wartime. Novick points out, the official American poy- 
ernment Guid Jewish community) propaganda against Germany actus: 
ly down played alleged German mistreatment of the Jews 

According to Novick, the Anti-Defamiition League (ADL) was very 
much fearful Jews would be blamed by Americans for the war. 
Immediately after Pearl Harbor, the director of the ADL warned “There 
will be hundreds of thousands of bereaved Lamilies, a substantial part of 
whom have been conditioned to the belief that this is a lewish war! 

Novick cevealed that Leo Rosten—a Jewish writer who headed the 
Office of War Information's special anti-German propaganda division 
known as the “Nature of the Enemy” department —was fearful of putting 
too much emphasis on Nazi atrocities against Jews. Rosten and the 
Jewish leadership perceived that there was so much anG-Semilism in the 
ranks of tre US. Army chat the result would be that (LS. soldiers might 
be sympathetic to the Germans! CYou read that correctly) 

According to Rosten: “The impression on the average American ts 
much stronger if the question fof fighting Une Nazis) ts not exclusively 
Jewish? Thus. writes Novick, U.S, propagandists were directed to show 
that the Nazis were “everyone's enemy. 

In short, the phrase “Judeo-Christian tradition” wis wartime propa- 
ganda. A fraud with no historic basis in theological tcaching—populac 
perception notwithstunding—it still remains a much-abused and practi: 
cally obligatory tura of phrase rife in public discourse today. 

So whthough the American Jewish comoiinity has played a major 
role in fighting traditional American displays of religious devotion, the 
concept of “the Judeo-Christian tradition” is really na more than anoth- 
er fewish invention of the first Cand worst) order 

In the end, Novick provided new insights that made a lot of people 
uneasy, assembling so many fascinating, litte-Known anecdotes about 
the promouon of the Holocaust as 4 result of often-secret mancuvering 
never before so thoroughly dissected in such a critical fashion. 
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One of the most powerful books of recent date relating to the 
Holocaust—by an Isracli, no less—is the 2008 volume, The Holocaust és 
Over—We Must Rise From its Ashes, first issued in Hebrew under the 
title Vietory Over Hitler in Isract, but published in English by MacMillan 
in the United States, The audhor, Avraham Burg, former speaker of the 
Isracli Knesset. was for many years onc of the towering figures in [srael. 

Burg’s book caused shockwaves throughout Israci and the global 
Zionist community, challenging what he calls *The Holocaust” as the cen- 
ter of Isracti Cand Jewish) life. A chapter title refers to the Holocaust its 
being “ever present’ —and he meant that in a negative way. Burg wrote: 


The Shoah (the popular Hebrew term for’ The Holocaust") 
is woven, Co varving degeces, into almost all of Israel's political 
arguments Unlike other events of the past, the Shoah does nat 
recede but is coming closer to us all the time. It ts a past thal is 
present, mainttined, monitored, heard, and represented 


And despite the Iscacli Cand Jewish) dependence upon “The 
Holocaust” as a foundation for the preservation of Israel, Burg believes 
that Israel's behavior is a fundamental cause of what is said to be rising 
anti-Semitism in the world today: 


We must admit that present day Isracl and its ways con- 
tribute to the rise in hatred of Jews The responsibility for anu: 
Semitism is not ours, vet the mere existence of Israel is a thorn 
in the side of thase who do not like us and requires more sert 
ous investigation and discussion than the shallow notion that 
“the world is against us no matter what we do- 


Speaking of such attitudes on the part of his fellow Jews in Israel, 
Burg comments sharply: “Such beliefs are suicidal, desperate, and 
defeatist. 1do not subscribe to them.” Burg expresses his dismay at the 
angry outlook of so many Jews in [sracl who seem unwilling to serious: 
ly explore real peace with the Christians and Mustinis of Palestine: 


Isracl accentuates and perpetuates the confrontational phi- 
losophy that is summed up in the phrase “The cotire world is 
against us.” | often have the uneasy feeling dat [seach will not 
know how ta live without conflict. An Isracl of peace and tran- 
quility, Iree of suctden outbreaks of eestitsy, melancholy, and hys- 
teria will simply not be. In the arena of war, the Shoah fi.c.“The 
Holocaust”) is the main generator that leeds the mentalities of 
confrontation and catastrophic Zionism
